In the office of the J. B. Buss Mills at 
70) N. Broadway a daring and successful 
safe burglary was committed early yester- | 
day morning. 

Three cracksmen surprised the night | 
watchman, bound and gagged him and used | 
giant powder to force an entrance to the | 
safe. 

They left the watchman tied hand and | 
foot and escaped with their booty. When 

he police learned of the crime, hours after- | 
ward, they suppressed the facts. ) 

In 20 years there has not been a safe rob- | 
bery that came any where near equaling 
this one. Every detail of its planning and 
execution shows that there is an organized 
band of well-equipped, skillful and danger- 
ous safe-blowers in St. Louis. 

The robbery was the second of its kind 
within two weeks. The last previous evi- 
dence that a gang of skilled criminals was 
operating was when the safe of the st. 
Louls Screw Co. was forcibly entered and 
successfully looted. 

The flour mil] of the J. B. Buss Mills is 
in an ideal location for just such a crime. 
It is a three-story brick structure, cov- 
ering nearly half a city block. It is in the 
most thinly settled portion of Baden, in 
the extreme North End. 

Alfred Beaman is the watchman at the 
mills. He is required to make a round of 
the building every hour. When he com- 
pleted his round at 1:3 o’clock yesterday 
morning he went to the oilroom adjoining 
the ehgine reom on the north side of the 
east end o1 the building.

. Beaman thought of no dangér as he pol- 
ished the glass globe of his Jantern and 
accommodated the motion of his hand to 
the time of a popular air which he whistled 
as he worked. Suddenly there was a crash 
and a gust of cold night air nearly extin- 
guished the light in his lantern. The win- 
dow had. been broken from without. 

A hand and arm were thrust through the 
jagged hole’ in the pane of glass. In the 
hand was a revolver, the muzzle of which 
was less than a foot from the frightened 
watchman’s face.

Then the powder was poured into the hole 
and carefully tamped.

Air pressure and not 
the direct effect of the powder was relied 
on to force the doors. No powder was 
placed in the lock. 

The explosion expanded the air in the 
safe. Something had to give way. The 
effect was. startling. The two 600 pound 
doors were blown from their hinges, which 
were broken off close to the safe.

Two Boards Have Already 
Decided Against Him. 


HE WILL BE FIRST WITNESS. 


ROOSEVELT WILL TELL OF THE 
ROUGH RIDERS’ MEAT. 


The Court of Inquiry Will Confine Its 
Work Exclusively to the Question 
of the Purity of Canned 
Army Beef, 


Specia] to the Post-Dispatch 

WASHINGTON, Feb. 18.—Unless Major- 
General Miles bestirs himself and produces 
indisputable evidence to the Court of Iin- 
quiry it is highly probable that the court 
will give the administration an opportunity 
to remove him from the head of the army. 

The controversy may resolve itself into 
a three times and out affair for Miles, as 
two boards have already decided the meat 
was all right. The decision of the Court 
of Inquiry will not be final in so far as his 
status is concerned. 

The War Investigation Commission first 
stated that the beef was pure and whole- 
some, Then the board appointed to in- 
quire as to whether or not the beef con- 
demned at Montauk, Ponce and other 
Porto Rican ports had been in accordance 
with army regulations, has decided to re- 
port that the beef was delivered in good 
condition and that Swift & Co. of Chicago 
should be paid for it. 

The members of the Court of Inquiry 
just appointed have received a report from 
Assistant Surgeon General Alder, who made 
a chemical analysis Of several cans of tinned 
roast beef furnished him by the _ court. 
He says that the meat had not been chem- 
ically treated and that it was of Inviting 
appearance and an excellent article of 
food. The cans were taken promiscuously 
from the stores of the Commissary Depart- 
ment. 

Adjutant-General Corbin, at the sugges- 
tion of the Secretary of War, has prepared 
instructions to the Court, telling them of 
the line of inquiry which they are to fol- 
low. He instructs them to inquire only 
into the subject of beef. 

Gen. Miles will be called as the first wit- 
ness on Monday, and, under oath, will be 
questioned as to his allegations regarding 
the meat furnished the army. 

Gen. Miles has furnished the Court with 
a list of witnesses who have complained 
in reports of the character of the meat 
furnished and thesé are beginning to ar- 
rive. Others will arrive daily. 

It is the intention of the Court to request 
Gov. Theedore Roosevelt to testify regard- 
ing the meat furnished the Rough Riders. 
Dr. Daly of Pittsburg, who made the 
first complaint to Gen. Miles, and who tes- 
tified that he meat had been chemically 
treated, will be requested to attend. Dr. 
Daly has already expressed h‘s willingness 
to give testimony, and, furthermore, will 
in vindica.ing 
himself. 

As the court is to inquire into the alle- 
gations made by Gen. Miles, the individu- 
al members construe this to be that Gen, 
Miles should prove by testimony that his 
allegations were correct. Gen. Miles now 
has in his possession reports from more 
than 100 officers of the regular and vol- 
unteer forces who will testify that the 
meat was unfit for use, These reports 
were carefully examined by the court to- 
day in executive session. Gen. Miles main-

It is possible that 
developments may arise that will make it 
necessary for him to be represented by 
counsel, but at present he does not consider 
it likely.

Controls All the Steel Mills 
in the Country.

NEW YORK, Feb. 18.—Here is the trust 
of all trusts. It has $00,000,000 capital and 
deals in steel. At present only a “gentle- 
man’s agreement” holds it together. All the 


parties directly concerned deny that any 
further combination is contemplated, They 
declare there is no financial alliance and no 
jron-bound trust. The pool controls all the 
steel mills in the United Staies, being the 
Federal Steel and its subsidiary companies, 
the Carnegie Company, the American Steel 
and Wire Company and the Pressed Steel 
Car Co. It is announced as one of the 
results of the present conference 
Pressed Steel Car Company will buy all of 
its steel from the Carnegie mills. In con- 
sideration of this the Carnegie interests 
agree to withdraw from the building of 
ears. leaving this business entirely in the 
hands of the Pressed Steel Car Company.

Yachting Party at Last Saved 
by Great Daring. 


THEY WERE NEAR STARVATION. | 


LIVED ON ONE MEAL A DAY AND 
HAD LITTLE FIRE. 


Sufferers Were the Wife of the Rev. 
Thomas Dixon, Jr., of New York, 
Her Friends, Servants 
and the Crew. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

CAPE CHARLES, Va., Feb. 18.—The life 
saving crews of Cobbs Island succeeded 
this morning in reaching the ice bound 
yacht Dixie, belonging to the Rev. Thomas 
Dixon, Jr., late of New York, and rescued 
the party on board, consisting of Mrs. 
Thomas Dixon, Jr., and son, and Mr. and 
Mrs, J. H. Ellsworth of New York, the 
crew and servants, after they had been 
frozen in for a week, and reduced to the 
extremity of burning their small boats 
for fuel and then of making a desperate 
trip to save their lives. 

The party was taken to the life saving 
Station and thence to the mainland over 
the ice and walked to Cheriton, the nearest 
telegraph station, from which they were 
brought to Cape Charles by a special train. 

The fuel on the Dixie gave out several 
days ago and the party had burned their 
small boats, about one hundred decoy 
ducks and all the available wood that 
could be spared from the ship. They had 
lived on one meal a day since Monday and 
would have been entirely without food 
after to-day. 

Confronted with the alternative of freez- 
ing and starving to death aboard the yacht 
or wading two miles across the ice ard 
snow where assistance could reach them, 
they decided this morning to make the 
start for the mainland. The trip was a 
perilous and dangerous one. Mrs. Dixon 
and Mrs. Ellsworth of New York both 
broke through the ice several times, but 
were pulled out by attendants. The crew 
of the life-saving station finally succeeded 
in- reaching them, and brought the party 
safely to shore, where they took a special 
train, 

The party were saved from. starvation 
several days ago by one of the life-saving 
crew walking out on the ice and taking 
a supply of provisions from the station, but 
even this food supply had been exhausted. 

The only movable thing remaining un- 
burned on the yacht were the masts, 
which would have been used to-day had 
the party not succeeded in gettting away.

The Suddenness of the Crisis and the Speedy Choice 
of Faure’s Successor Gave the Revolutionists 
No Time to Organize a Dangerous Revolt.

PARIS, Feb. 18.—The suddenness of the 
presidential crisis and the speedy election 
of Loubet as President by a majority of 
213, has saved France from revolution, The 
disorderly elements have not had time to 
organize for revolt. 

“If the election had been deferred for a 
week,” said Deroulede to-day to the Post- 
Dispatch correspondent, “this Panamist 
Loubet weld not dare to appear at Ver- 


sailles.”’

The new President comes from the part 


of France where the Roman power lasted 
longer, namely, Marsanna, in the Depar‘t- 
ment of Drome. .He gives the impression of 
remote Latin origin and looks to be a 
solid, practical’ Man, who sees the facts 
of life just as they are, As President of 
the Sénate he has had official and other 
experience that will be useful to him as 
President of the Republic, but: He is es- 
sentially a plain, middle class man, whose 
mind was sharpened by his practice at the 
bar in. the provincial town of Montelimar, 
iff the South of France. He is there most 
poplar and Almost.evéery- one at Monteli- 
mar counts himself a personal friend oi 
Lyoubet, who as Mayor, County Councilor, 
Deputy and Senator, always acted as the 
servant’ of the public. 

Obiiging to his neighbors he was as ac- 
cess:ble as Gen. Grant or Lincoln was, and 
not léss unpretending. © 

His thick-set figure, massive and some- 
What Roman,though homely head, indicates 
a steady, sturdy cnaracter who can nail his 
colors to the mast, but only fights when 
there is good océasion. He belonged under 
the Empire, to the Republican parity, then 
calling :tseif Liberal. in 1870 he threw h‘m- 
self into the national defense current, and 
stood by Gambetta. He was elected Coun- 
ty Councilor in 1871, then Mayor, and in 1876 
was @#ent to the Chamber of Deputies, 
where he sat between MM. Henry and Mar- 
tin, the ‘historian. Acdepting Thiers’ lead- 
ership. but favor'ng the scheme to deciare 
Grevy his political heir and to reconcile 
Gambetta with both, he seemed to bide 
h's _— and was in no hurry to push for- 
ward. 

McMahon's Government gave him prom- 
inence in dismissing him from the Mayor- 
alty of Montelimar in 1877, thus exasper- 
ating the Drome Republicans. 


M. Loubet at the legislative elections in 
1877 was triumphantly returned. His subsé- 
quent candidatures were not opposed, and 
in 188 he was returned by Drome as a 
Senator. In all these vears he was a use- 
ful Deputy, chiefly working in the commit- 
tees and speaking littie. He Was the inti- 
mate friend of Senator Carnot and of Ti- 
rard, and in 1888 the latter appointed him 
Minister of Public Works, in which capacity 
he carried out a scheme to convey the sew- 
age of Paris into the St. Germaine Forest. 

President Sad! Carnot asked Loubet, in 
1892, to form a Cabinet, but it fell under 
the welght of the Panama _ scandal, in 
which some members, albeit not Louhbet, 
were implicated.

The importance of to-day’s Presidential 
élection with reference to the French pubd- 
lic and the influence of France abroad can- 
not be estimated. The issue taken was 
whether the law should be paramount or 
an irresponsible league—the League of the 
French Fatherland, in the hands of cleri- 
cal, monarchical and military agitators. 

Never was a more monstrous conspiracy 
engineered to pervert a whole nation's 
sense of justice in order to perpetrate the 
greatest miscarriagé of law of.the century 
and shield a few felons from the conse- 
quences of crime. The more sensible part of 
France feels, after M. Loubet’s election, 
thata great weight has been taken off 
their conscience, and hopes that a new leaf 
will be turned over the worst page of mod- 
ern French history.

Opinion of M. Thiebaut on the Effect 
of Loubet’s Election.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 18.—-M. Thiebaut, 
Charge d’Affairs of the Freich Embassy, 
received official eonfirmation of the elec. 


tion of M,. Emile Loubet early this after- 
noon. M. Thiebaut expressed great satis- 
faction and said to the Post-Dispatch cor- 
respondent: ‘‘Much unnecessary apprehen- 
sion has been indulgéd in concerning the 
present trend of events in the affairs of the 
French Republic. We Know here at this 
Embassy that there was not the slightest 
reason to be anxious. We were sure that 
the successor of our lamented President 
would be elected promptly, and according 
to the constitution of our country. That 
this has been done, of course, calises us 
much satisfaction. 

“M. Loubet, as President of the Chamber 
of Deputies, has long been a public figure, 
not only in France but on the Continent.”’ 

M. Thiebaut said the political creed of 
the new President was practically like that 
of M. Faure, and there would be no change 
at least for the present in the foreign or 
domestic policy of France. He doubted if 
the change would cause evén the selection 
of another Ministry. 

M, Loeubet has been elected the Charge 
said further, for the full term of seven 
years, and not for the tnexpired term of 
M. Faure, as some of the American papérs 
had said. 

A solemn mass of requiem will be cele- 
brated at St. Matthews’ Church in this 
city some time next week for the repose 
of the ‘lead Pres‘dent’s soul.

LOUBET A BIMETALLIST. 


In 1896 He Wrote an Article for the 
New York World.

NEW YORK, Feb. 18. — M. Loubet, the 
new President of France, is a bimetallist. 


He wrote for the New York World, April 
4, 1896, an article on the bimetallist move- 
ment in France. It was printed the next 
d 


ay. 
“The National Bimetallic League is the 
first attempt that has been made to or- 
ganize French bimetallists,”’ said he. ‘'M. 
Meline would have been appointed presi- 
dent of the League had not the members 
wished to avoid identifying bimetallism 
with protectionism for, though the ma- 
jority of A*rench bimetallists are protec- 
tionists, those terms are by no méans sy- 
nonymous. For instance, the secretary and 
real organizer of the league, Edmond 
Thery, is an ardent free trader, and he 
does not stand alone. 

“Our object is, of course, to secure an 
international agreement to arrange for the 
free colnage of gold and silver, the rela- 
tive value of the two metals being fixed 
at 1 to 15%. 

“I cannot say whether the introduction 
of bimetallism would cause a rise in prices 
or not, 

“There is not the least doubt that coun- 
tries with a single standard are suffering 
from a monetary crisis. 

“The most difficult question of all is 
whether an international agreement would 
be able to raise and to maintain the price 
of a metal so greatly depreciated in value 
as silver. It is a problem to be studied 
carefully, and perhaps the only way té ar- 
rive at a definite solution will be to make 
the experiment.”

By réquest, Miss Susan B. Anthony, the 
pioneer in the movement for the organiza- 
tion of women, makes the following state- 
ment of the growth and prospects of wo- 
man’s clubs: 

To thé Editor of the Post-Dispatch. 

You have asked me to say something of 
the woman's organizations now in session 
in Washington. When I began my public 
work theré was no such thing as woman's 
oarganization. Now their influence is be- 
ing felt everywhere, There is scarcely a 
movement of men but has its auxiliary of 
women. 

First in order i¢ the Natianal Council of 
Women, composed of 25 different national 
bodies, from the most radical reform as- 
socilations to the most orthodox religious 
organizations. The Council brings together 
many organizations with different views. 
They may be antagonistic to each other, 
but each not only learns what the other 
is doing, but tolerance and co-operation as 
well. Woman Suffrage alone is not includ- 
ed in eubjects discussed. 

Already the presence of women on the 
press is felt. They have altered the tone 
of everything pertaining to women’s move- 
ments. Right is more fairly representéd 
from a woman's point of view... Women on 
the press have caused a great revolution in 
the manner in which women’s ideas are 
presented to the public. The National 
Council of Women has accomplished a great 
deal in setting the world thinking. It is 
now realized that to be a mother requires 
culture and education, not only ina general 
but in a specific way. There ts searcely a 
village but has its mothers’ meetings. 
Women are becoming educated through the 
movement. The coming together in the 
mothers’ congress: fits women for broader 
questions. 

I think the Daughters of the American 
Revolution are bound to do good work in 
teaching patriotism. The society gives 
great promise. This organization seems to 
have sprung from a class of Women who 
did not believe in public reform work. They 
will soon begin to recognize that their re- 
quests of Congress to put women in places 
of trust would be Hstened to more atten- 
tively if they had the influence of men. 
All women’s organizations are great edu- 
cators.

Men and More Destroyers 
Are on the Way. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

WASHINGTON, Feb. 18.—When the war- 
ships now ‘on the way there reach Manila 
Admiral Dewey will have one of the finest 
fleets afloat and the most powerful one in 
Asiatic waters. 

It is the determination of the Adminis- 
tration to take possession of every port in 
the Philippines, and as soon as the gun- 
boats now on the way to Dewey are added 
to his command, this work will be begun. 
The gunboats are of light draught and 
can be used in the rivers and shallow bays 
on which some of these cities lie. 

The squadron that now represents the 
United States in the harbor of Manila is 
considerably larger than the famous one 


under the gallant Dewey which sent the, 


Spanish fleet of 11 warships to the bottom 
of the sea. Several fine warships have 


been added to the American fleet since that 
day, to say nothing of several small Span- 
ish prizes, including the Callao, a good- 
sized gunboat. 

The fleet that Admiral Dewey now com- 
mands in Manila Bay numbers 13 warships, 
exclusive of the Spanish captures, colliers, 
transports and supply shi In all .they 
carry 9% guns and a total of 3800 officers 
and men. 

The flagship of the fleet, the peerless 
Olympia, from which Admiral Dewey ,di- 
recta all the naval movements, is the biz- 
gest of them all. She is a_ protected 
cruiser of 6870 tons, mounting 14 uns. 
Naval experts regard her as the finest 
ship of her inches in the navy. Capt. H. 

. Lamberton commands her, succeeding 
the gallant Gridley, who died soon after 
‘the battle of Manila Bay, on May 1, while 
on his way home an invalid 

Next comes the cruiser Baltimore, one of 
the first of the White Squadron of 15 
,vears ago. She mounts 10 guns, has a ton- 
inage of 4413 and is commanded by Capt.

The Present Congress Intends to Let

WASHINGTON, Feb. 18.—There is to be 
no declaration of policy on the, Philippines 
by the present Congress, according to the 
programme of Congressional leaders. {[n- 


stead the bill appropriating $20,000,000 will 
be rushed through the House. 

A special meeting of the Appropriation 
Committee has been called for next Mon- 
day to consider the Cannon bill, which ap- 
propriates the money to pay Spain. At 
that time it will be agreed to and reported 
to the House. The Gillette bill and Mce- 
Enery resolutiqn with the Philippine dec- 
laration of policy, will be ignored. ‘Ine 
Cannon Dill will then be sent through the 
House under suspension of the rules, which 
permits of no amendment, so that Gillette 
and his friends will be unable to get a 
hearing on a declaration of policy. 

This is the plan, and there is no doubt 
it can be successfully accomplished as the 
lead favor it, being heartily sick of the 
Philippine question and anxious to dispose 
of this phase of it. 

With no declaration of policy on the Phil- 
ippines, a strange situation will be pre- 
sented. The President has declared that it 
is for Congress’ and not ths Executive to 
determine the future of the Philippines, 
but there is no purpose in this Congress to 
assume any such responsibility. The Phii- 
ippine problem is viewed as one of the ad- 
ministration’s making and one which 
should be solved by those who made it. 

This will leave the President free-handed 
to deal with the matter according to his 
own judgment, at least until the next Con- 
gress assembles. There is little doubt that 
the actual events happening in the Philip- 
pines, and the course of action adopted by 
the administration, will so fix the policy 
of the government that any future action 
by Congress will be merely a reiteration of 
what the President has already determined. 


ECHO OF STAR ROUTES

HEARD IN THE SENATE WHILE 
: DISCUSSING CONTRACTS. 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 18.—The Senate 
spent ‘most of the day on the postoffice ap- 
propriation bill, but failed to complete ‘it. 
After an animated discussion of the pneu- 
matic tube system, Mr. Cullom’s amend- 
ment increasing the appropriation for this 
purpose and designed to extend the system 
to Chicago, was tabled. iAn echo of the old 
star route developments was heard when 
several Senators criticised the methods By 
which a combination of speculators secured 
the star route contracts, 

Mr. Cullom (IIL) offered an amendment 
appropriating $500,000 instead of $225,000, as 
provided by the bill, for the extension of 
the pneumatic tube mail service, either by 
purchase or otherwise. He presented a 
long petition from business men of Chi- 
cago urging that the city be given the 
benefit of the pneumatic tube service, and 
the idea of his amendment was that it 
should be extended to Chicago. 


Mr. Quay, in charge of the bill, favored 
the use of pneumatic mail ‘tubes, but was 
inclined not to admit the propriety of put- 
ting the amendment in the bill. 

‘Mr. Allison (Iowa) made the point of or- 
der against the amendment that it was 
new legislation. The point of order was 
discussed at length by several Senators. 

Mr. Chandler (New Hampshire) strongly 
controverted the point of order, holding 


|that the proposition of Mr. Cullom was 


simply one to increase an appropriation car- 
ried by the bill. 

After some parliamentary sparring the 
point of order was withdrawn temporarily 
in order that the Senators might express 
i views upon the merits of the propo- 
sition, 

Mr. Wolcott (Colorado) chairman of the 
Postal Commission appointed by Congress, 
in opposing the amendment? declared that 
it would cost $26,000,000 a year properly to 
maintain a Despre yr tube service in the 
principal cities of the country. 

Mr. Wolcott said the eumatic tube 
service had come to stay, t there should 
be a well-considered plan devised by the 
Government for the introduction of the 
service, lest it become involved in serious 
difficulties. 

Mr. Pettigrew vigorously opposed the 
adoption of the service unless it could be 
operated under Government ownership. 

Mr. ‘Mason and Mr. Cullom advocated the 
amendment. 

The amendment was tabled—29 to 23. 

The bill was amended by extending the 
franking privilege to the Hawaiian Islands. 

A spirited controversy arose over the 
Senate amendment that star route bidders 
shall reside on the route where the service 
is to be performed. 

Mr. Stewart upheld the amendment, de- 
claring that at present the country was di- 
vided up by a combination of star route 
speculative bidders, who sub-let the con- 
tracts to local bidders. 

The amendment was allowed to stand, 
with a suggestion from Mr. Jones (Ark.) 
that the conferees provide against sub-let- 
ting of star route bids. 

The bill was not completed when, at 4 p. 
m., the Senate took up the special order 
of eulogies on e late Representative 
John Simpkins of Massachusetts. 

At 4:50 p. m. the Senate adjourned.

HULL BILL OR 
EXTRA SESSION, 


McKinley Has Sent Forth 
His Ultimatum. 


CHAIRMAN HAWLEY NOTIFIED. 


PRESIDENT NOT SATISFIED WITH 
ARMY ORGANIZATION. 


He Agrees That Senator Cockrell’s 
Measure Meets Present Demands, 
but Thinks It Does Not Permit 
of Sufficient Reforms.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 18.—President Mc- 
Kinley sent forth an ultimatum to-day that 
the Hull army bill must be passed or he 
will burden the country with an extra ses- 
sion of Congress. 

There has been a decided growth of sen- 

timent within a few days among Repub- 
lican Senators in favor of compromise 
army legislation, and the President sought 
to suppress the revolt at its inception. This 
ultimatum was delivered to Gen. Hawley, 
chairman of the Senate Committee on 
Military Affairs, who called at the White 
House to-day to discuss the situation. 
Gen. Hawley is an uncompramising advo- 
cate of the modified Hull bill. 
The President believes the relief afford- 
ed by the Cockrell bill will be insufficient 
to meet‘the conditions now confronting 
the United States, or those which, by all 
fair presumption, may be expected to be 
presented within the next two years. He 
agrees that the strength of 62,000 permitted 
by the Cockrell bill, which merely extends 
for two years the present army establish- 
ment, would in all probability be sufficient. 
He is not satisfied with the existing army 
organigation, however, believing it to be 
especially weak because of a deficiency in 
the number of staff officers and the meth- 
od of distributing their duties. This, in- 
deed, is the chief criticism to be made 
against the Cockrell bill, considered as a 
temporary expedient. 

Tt has been made evident that the Ad- 
ministration believes imperfect and insuffi- 
cient army staff organizations has been 
responsible for the greater part, at least of 
the criticisms laid against the conduct of 
the war. The President is unwilling, there- 
fore, to be confined by the limitations and 
imperfections of this same organization 
during the critical period of the next two 
years. 

In spite of the President’s declaration to- 
day there is a firm beMef among members 
of Congress that an extra session will be 
averted. This belief is to be found among 
the Administration Senators and Repre- 
sentatives as well as among those who 
do not enjoy the same opportunities for 
acquiring sentiments at the White House. 
It is pointed out to-night that since the 
President has been absent at Boston legis- 
lative conditions have materially changed, 
and there is now less hope of passing the 
Hull ‘bi than there was a week ago. When 
all of these things are made plain.to the 
President it ts still believed he will recede 
from the advanced position he hae taken in 


respect to the certainty of an extra ses- 
sion if an army bill fails. 


PAUDIGAL WITH FUNDS 


COMMITTEE WANTS $200,000,000 
FOR RIVERS AND HARBORS. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

WASHINGTON, Feb. 18.—Nearly $200,000,- 
000 is carried by the river and harbor bill as 
it was amended by the Senate Committee 
on Commerce and reported back for pas- 
sage. This includes the $115,000,000 rider ap- 
propriation for the construction of the Nica- 
ragua Canat. 

When 'the bill was reported Friday it was 
hurried to the Government Printing Office, 
and to-day printed copies of thejbill, with 
its Senate amendments, have been in the 
hands of members of Congress. It jis a 
most astonishing document. Thousands of 
dollars have been appropriated by the Sen- 
ate committee for “improvement,” the 
making of which not a single person ever 
appeared before the House Committee on 
Rivers and Harbore to urge. Other thou- 
sands of dollars are appropriated for the 
improvement of rivers where there is prac- 
tically no commerce at all. 

Reservoirs in arid lands are provided for, 
which, when completed, are to be turned 
over to the State officers. 

Upon close inspection the bill as it was 
reported has many of the qualities of hu- 
mor. Chairman Burton of the House River 
and Harbor Committee is doubtful if the 
bill can pass at all since its mutilation by 
the Senate committee. This is not so much 
because the canal project was tacked to it 
as a yider as it is because of the inad- 
visability and, in some cases, extravagance 


of the appropriations made by the Senate 
committee. 


POTOMAC RISING RAPIDLY. 


Parts of Washington May Be Flooded 
if the Ice Breaks Up Sud- 
denly and Jams.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 18.—The indications 
to-night are that parts of the city will 
shortly be inundated as a result of the 
breaking up of ice in the Potomac River. 

Much snow has accumulated in the moun- 
tains and at the headwaters of the Po- 
tomac. This is melting, and already there 


is a rise of about a foot in the river. It 
is thought the ice, should it break up sud- 
denly will jam at Long Bridge. This struc. 
ture connects the District and Virginia, 
and is the only railway communication be- 
tween the North and Southeast of the Blue 
Ridge Mountains. River men say a flood 
can hardly be averted if the rain continues,

BIMETALLISM 


ThE REAL ISSUE 


Declaration of Senator James 
K. Jones. 


NOT IN ACCORD WITH CROKER. 


THE CHICAGO PLATFORM WILL BE 
RE-ENACTED IN 1900. 


Present Business Activity, He Thinks, 
Is Due to Conditions Made 
by the War and Will 
Not Be Lasting. 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 18.—Senator James 
K. Jones, Chairman of the Democratic Na- 
tional Committee, is not in accord with Mr. 
Croker of New York and Mr. Wall of Wis- 
consin regarding the paramount issue in 
the next Presidential campaign. He said 
to-day: a 

“To say that the next Democratic Na- 
tional Convention will reaffirm the posi- 
tion taken by the convention in 18% is to 
assert what every candid man, even slight- 
ly familiar with existing facts, knows to 
be true. It Is as certain as anything human 
can be that the question of bimetallism will 
be the leading issue in the campaign next 
year. And it is reasonable to expect that 
the majority of the people will next time 
declare for the party which megns what 
it says and will redeem its pledges, and 
that they will not again be tficked into 
casting’ their votes in favor of the enemies 
of the principles in which they believe.” 

“On what grounds do you base your 
hopes for success next year?’ he was 
asked. 

‘Some of the reasons why I am strongly 
hopeful of the future of our Cause are as 
follows: In the campaign of 1896 both par- 
ties declared for bimetallism; the Demo- 
crats for independent action by the United 
States, the Republicans for an international 


agreement, which they pledged themselves 
‘to promote.’ True, this deciarat:on on the 
part of the Republicans was only made to 
catch votes, and because the ty leaders 
did not dare to go to the polls without it. 
I think now no one any longer doubts that 
the fixed purpose of those who controlled 
these leaders was to maintain the gold 
standard and to prevent, not promote, an 
international agreement. ‘The declaration, 
however, served its purpose, and vast num- 
bers of sincere bimetallists were persuaded 
to vote the Republican ticket, in the belief 
that they were voting for an honest ef- 
fort to secure international bimetallism. 
The leaders who were responsible for his 
trick have already committed their party 
to the single gold standard, so far as they 
can, and if they dare speak out honestly 
in their next national platform it will de- 
clare for the single gold standard.” 

“Do you believe that the cause of bimet- 
allism is improving?’ 

“There are as many believers in bimetal- 
lism to-day in the United States as there 
ever were, and all these are doubtless now 
convinced that the only way to accomplish 
bimetallism is through the action of the 
Democratic party. The great effort to stop 
the fall of prices—the —e of values 
—and to relieve the distress of business re- 
sulting from these great evils, without do- 
ing injustice or injury to any class or 
business, is being more and more under- 
stood, and commands the respect of honest 
and fair men always when understood, and 
another campaign of ridicule and abuse 
such as that of 189—whether dictated by 
ignorance or venality—cannot succeed 
against temperate arguments and appeals 
for simple justice, when the people have 
time to fairly weigh the arguments and 
form a deliberate judgment. There was 
areas unrest and dissatisfaction in 18% 
throughout the country, resulting from fall- 
ing prices and shrinking values. The Re- 
ar l:can party promised that if they were 
ntrusted with power all this would be 
changed, and that prosperity should suc- 
ceed existing conditions. Mr. McKinley and 
the gold press now assure the country that 
we have prosperity. There is quite a boom 
in stock speculations in Wall st., but Wall 
st. is not the country, as we believe. A 
great famine and a short crop of wheat all 
over the world except in the United States 
naturally raised the price of wheat while 
these conditions lasted, and e beneficent 
effects of this temporary advance in the 
price of a single article, which was 80 
marked in the short period it continued, is 
likely to stimulate a desire for a return to 
that condition permanently and an exten- 
sion of it to all other products. This is our | 
purpose, and was our purpose in 1896, when 
the Republican party denounced any effort 
to increase prices as a crime.” 

How do you account for the activity in 
business?’’ 

‘There has been necessarily an increased 
demand for labor within the last few 
months, ‘as the result of the withdrawal of 
large numbers of American citizens from 
the’ ordinary walks of life to be ry 
in the army, whose places had to be filled. 
There has also been an increased activity 
in and a demand for all products which 
were necessary to the maintenance and “ap 
port of a large army. But all these condl- 
tions are in the very nature of things tem- 
porary, and all of us knuw that they must 
pass away with the end of the conditions 
which brought them into life. Making due 
allowance for the influence of these three 
causes, on the present condition of the 
country, there is to-day as much dissatise- 
faction and as much cause for it as there 
was in 1896. No relief was or is to be ex- 
pected under Republican management, ex- 
cept such as comes by fam‘ne abroad and 
war at home. A condition. of constantly 
falling general pewen is everywhere recog- 
nized as a condition of distress and hard’ 
times, and speculation excitement in Wall 
st. does not change this. We believe that a 
small volume of money forces pri¢es down, 
hence we have urged the coinage of our 
silver as well as of our ap. only to 
check this grinding fall in prices, but to 
promote ooo wd advancing prices.” 

“Then you think the Chicago platform Is 
gaining ground?” 

“I most certainly do. In the elections of 
last year the principles of that platform 
were not the leading and exclusive issues 
in all sections of the me yf These were 
para obscured in many States and dis- 
tricts. The question of bimetallism, the Re- 
publican effort to retire the greenbacks and 
to confer upon the national banks the ab- 
solute control of the volume of paper 
money, and to surrender the country to the 
truets, were, in many sections, for the time 
being, lost sight of in the excitement of 
the war and its resulting questions; and 
in others th were sidetracked by efforts 
to substitute al issues in their etead. The 
result was & eat loss of interest and a 
large falling off in the vote, with apparent- 
ly unfavorable results in the Democratic 

ty. In Colorado, where national issues 
were at the front and dominant, the inter. 
est in the election was intense, the vote 
large and our majority overwhelming. In 
States where it was stated, whether truly 


or not, that there was an intention on the 

rt of the Democratic managers to side- 
rack the great issue, with the purpose of | 
ultimately bringing the party in national 
convention back to thep ractice of ehuffling 
and evasion, so long persisted in by the Re- 
publicans, the interest was not great, the 
vote was not full and the results were not 
conclusive. There was, however, one great 
and valuable result—al!? reasonable men are 
now satiefiedd that strudding and ng 
are not popular.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 18—Gen. Lawton, 
with 2500 men, will reach Manila by March 
1, and the campaign against the natives 
will be inaugurated. Bvery part of the 
Philippine group will be subjugated without 
delay and American authority established. 

While it is not the intention of the 
President to have the American cammand- 
ers conduct a cruel campaign, Gen, Law- 
ton will make his presence felt by the na- 
tives and will control them with a heavy 
hand. He is regarded as an ideal cam- 
paigner. An opportunity, of course, will 
first be given all rebels to surrender and 
lay down their arms. 

Gen. Otis reported that the rebels were 
keeping up a desultory fire on his men and 
were wounding them daily. Army officers 
agree that this condifion cannot be per- 
mitted to continue owing to its demoraliz- 
ing influence upon troops. It is thought 
Gen. Otis will be compelled to at once in- 
stigate a vigorous campaign against the 
rebels in the Island of Luzon. | 

In view of the large expenditure of am- 
munition during the fighting around Ma- 
nila, and in anticipation of that yet to be 
done, large shipments of ammunition will 
be sent to Gen. Otis by the transports Con- 
nemaugh, Valencia, Portland and Roanoke, 
which will sail from San Francisco within 
the next two weeks. 

The reports of skirmishes and the stories 
of frequent firing by concealed natives 
upon the American outposts, having con- 
veyed the impression to the officials here 
that Gen. Otis is rapidly Brought to a pass 
where he must assume a most vigorous 
offensive campaign, Although no instruc- 
tions have yet been sent to him, it is as- 
sumed that he will feel justified soon In do- 
ing this to prevent the demoralization of 
his troops and also to make his position 
tenable in. the approaching wet season. 
The nature of the country around Manila 
favors the tactics the natives seem to have 
adopted after learning that they could not 
face the American soldiers in the open 
field and it doubtless wilk be Gen, Otis’ 
task just as soon as his reinforcements 
reach him to clear them away. Half a 
dozen natives concealed in the jungles and 
firing at long range at intervals could 
make life unbearable for a whole company 
of regular troops until they were dislodged. 
Military officers who have experience in 
this kind of fighting say that men become 
panicky and loss their nerve under this 
treatment. That Is, ‘however, what they 
must expect, occupying the oytposts and 
trenches miles outside Manila during the 
rainy season, protecting the waterworks 
and strategic points unless a determined 
effort is made before the country becomes 
impassible owing to the rains, to carry 
the war straight into the interior and 
chase Aguinaldo’s men beyond the range of 
activity. 

Before the last of these troops reach 
Manila the dry season will have gotten 
well towards an end, and only a few weeks 
will be left for active operations, so there 
is need for steady work in the preparations 
at all points in order to assure a fairly 
comfortable summer for our troops. A 
consideration that favors a termination of 
the struggle at an early date is that the 
latest reports further indicate that the in- 
surgents are becoming short of ammuni- 
tion, and with redoubled vigilance on the 
part of the naval forces around Luzon 
they may be brought to terms on this ac- 


count as much as from any other.

In his Boston speech \the Fresident had much to say of the 
difficulties attending the exercise of executive discretion.

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LINCOLN AND HIS SUCCESSORS. 

The other day the Post-Dispatch said that Abraham Lincoln 
was vbsolete and a dead authority in the party he helped to 
found. To show how far the latter-day Republicans who 
support imperialism have departed from his teachings we 
quoted the following Lincoln utterance: 

No man is good enough to govern another man without that 
other's consent. I gay this is the leading principle, the sheet- 
anchor of America epublicanism. 

But the difference between the republicanism of Lincoln 
and that of his successors is not found ‘solely in the principle 
of the consent of the Qoverned; which he affirmed was the 
“sheet-anchor of Amefican republicanism,” and they say isa 
piece of folly—ile iridescent dream of silly theorists. . We 
are told by the Republican leaders of to-day that it:is neces- 
sary in the interest of civilization, liberty, law and Christian- 
ity to take possession of their territory and forcibly govern a 
peoply thousands of, miles away from our borders. We are 
told that slaying yellow men in orderthat we may impose our 
beneficent government upon them is our destiny and our 
duty. 

In Lincoln’s duys the Republican party fought the theory 
that any man, no matter how superior his intelligence, can 
govern another better than the other man can govern him- 
self and Lincoln formulatea the principle in these simple 
words: 

When the white m4n governs himself, that is self-government; 
but when he: governs himseif and also governs another man, that 
is more than self-government—that is despotism. 

But the difference between Lincoln republicanism and Mc- 
Kinley republicanism does not stop here. We are told that 
the Filipinos are not fit for political libesty and we must keep 
them in submission to ourselves by force of arms and dole out 
liberty to them. 

The Republicans who followed Lincoln gave not only liberty, 
but a}. the rights and privileges of American citizens to the 
black men from whose wrists the bonds of slavery had just 
been struck, and Lincoln warned those who would limit the 
bounde of liberty in the following immortal words: 

Our reliance is in the love of liberty which God has planted In 
us. Our defense is in the spirit which prizes liberty as the 
heritage of all men in all lands everywhere. Those who deny free- 
dom to others deserve it not for themselves, and under a just 
God cannot long retain it. 

What true American doubts which is the higher destiny and 
the nobler duty, that of defending ‘‘liberty as the heritage of 
all men in all Jands everywhere,”’ or \that of extending with 
force of arms the power and dominion of the United States.

The most democratic of all the foreign 
homes in Washington is that of the repre- 
sentative of autocratic Russia, Count de 
Cassini, the Czar’s Ambassador. Unlike the 
chiefs of the other embassies and legations, 
Count de Cassini has no office hours. He 
will see any one who calis on business 
whenever he is in the house. If he is at 
his meals, he requests the visitor to wait, 
and, being imbued with the genuine Russian 
hospitality, the next feature of the visit is 
the entrance of a great uniformed servant, 
said to be a Cossack, bearing a tray with 
steaming hot tea, made a@ la Russe, and 
some dainty wafers. 

Count Cassini speaks excellent English, 
and is most pleasant in his manner, All of 
his secretaries and attaches are also versed 
in our language. The visitor is always re- 
ceived in a beautiful reception room, quite 
unlike the ordinary waiting room of other 
Washington legations. 

Another thing about the court {sg the 
curious fact that, though he has been here 
nearly two years, and is one of the most 
courted and popular of the public men in 
Washington, no one knows his Christian 
name. His papers say that he is “Count 
de Cassini,”” and not even the State De- 
partment officials know whether he has a 
baptismal cognomen or not. 


Handsome and Athletic. 

Baron Budow von Herman, the agricul- 
tural attache of the German Embassy, who 
has gained an international reputation by 
his onslaught a few days ago in the Metro- 
politan Club on a local newspaper man, its 
one of the handsomest men and by far the 
most accomplished athlete in the foreign 
corps. 

The Baron stands six feet in his socks, 
and he can raise a 300-pound dumb-bell 
with the ease of a Sandow. He is of pure 
Saxon type, having blond hair, which is 
beautifully curly, blue eyes and fair skin. 
He isa scientist of some note, having taken 
a high degree in the Berlin Institute of 
Technology. He has written several 
treatises on agricultural chemistry and 
similar topics. The Baron is about 3 
years of age, unmarried, and, 6T course, he 
is a great social favorite. His attack on 
the Washington newspaper man is much 
condoned by his friends, and nearly every 
member of the diplomatic corps sympathizes 
with the position he assumed. [It is said, 
however, that the members of the Metro- 
politan Club do not view the matter so 
leniently, and there Is talk at present of 
requesting the pugnacious German to re- 
sign.

TIMOTHY DWIGHT’S THOUGHTS. 


COLLEGE-BRED MEN WILL FINAL- 
LY SAVE TEE NATION. 


Yale’s President Says the Glory of the 
Ancestral Character Can Be Pre- 
served Only Through Infiu-. 
ences of Cultured Men. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

NEw HAVEN, Conn., Feb. 18—In the 
United States there has always been an 
undercurrent of sentiment in favor of the 
“self-made and self-educated’* man. But 
Timothy Dwight, President of Yale Uni- 
versity, says that the college man will be 
in the next generation the bulwark of this 
country. Why? Because the exclusive and 
all-absorbing pursuit ef money is the great 
peril of Americans, and the college-bred 
men thinks of other things than money. 

When I asked President Dwight what his 
sentiments were in this regard he said: 

“If the evil tendencies which are mani- 
festing themselves go strongly among our 
people are to be checked and the glory of 
the old ancestral character ig ta be pre- 
served, the result must be accomplished 
through the influence of educated men. 

“Those who go forth from the univer- 
sities and colleges must show by their liv- 
ing, by their estimate of things which they 
manifestly form, by the energy which they 
display in the pursuit of the higher and 
nobler objects of desire, by their exalta- 
tion of learning and mental culture and the 
power to do good service to the world, and 
honorable character above all external 
things, to use a strong expression, by 4 
contempt for wealth, what the true life of 
the nation is. 

“The gentleman of leisure, even of ele- 
gant leisure—so far as my observation of 
the world has extended—is not likely to be 
of the highest order of man. Unless his 
leisure comes after a long period of work 
and service, in the later resting years of 
life, he loses always something of round- 
ness and fullness in the high moral sense, 
and often much of the robustness of manly 
character. Vacation—rejoice in it as we 
may, when it comes—is not the best part 
of our living, The best part is the time of 
working and the time when we are sum- 
moned by the necessities imposed upon us 
to put forth our most earnest efforts to 
meet the call of an appointed hour, 

.“I lay down my Office (President of Yale 
College) not because I am old—70 is not old 
—but it is the end of the summer term, and 
vacation time has come for me. My theor 
of life has been this, In just this regard: 
believe life was made just as much for one 
period as another, childhood, prime and 
later life, and every man gehould prepare 
himself for the late afternoon hour, so that 
life may grow happier till the golden time; 
late in the afternoon, with rest and recrea- 
tion, after the day’s toil. I look forward 
to coming years of greater happiness than | 
have yet known.,”’

“No fair minded man can have read th 
frank and manly utterances delivered in 
German Reichstag on Feb, 11 by Herr V 
Buelow, the Secretary for Foreign Affairs, 
without forming the conclusion that the 
German Government believes and wishes 
the relations between Germany and the 
United States to be those of sincere friend- 
ship and good will. Is there any good rea- 
son why such friendly sentiments should 
not be reciprocated on the part of the 
United States? 

“It is true that during our war with 
Spain, especially at the beginning of it, 
the conduct of the United States was criti- 
cised by a part of the German press and 
that the same called forth emphatic pro- 
tests on the part of American citizens of 
German birth. Those journalistic critt- 
clams, however, were by no means confined 
to Germany. There was a full chorus of 
them in France, ‘Austria, Italy—in fact ip 
every country an the European continent. _ 

‘Then came the reports about the un- 
friendly conduct of the German squadron 
in the Bay of Manila, and about acrimoni- 
ous disputes between Admiral Dewey and 
Admiral Diederichs and many other vexa- 
tious stories. Some of those stories were 
utterly absurd, as well as false, and were 
promptly and authoritatively denied. 
Others had thelr basis in occurrences 
which did not have the significance at- 
tributed to them in the reports as pub- 
lished, and they were set right as really 
harmless by appropriate explanations. 

‘“‘Now, what does aj] this mean? In all 
my experience, which covers a long period, 
I Lave never witnessed a more audacious, 
reckless, persistent and methodical effort 
to excite the public mind to hostility 
against a foreign nation by downright 
lying, artful distortion of facts, or crafty 
insinuation. Nor has this effort becn with- 
out effect, for there are many otherwise 
reasonable persons in the United States 
who thus were made to believe, and who 
do believe even now, that the German Gov-

Senater Clark’s House Will 
Cost $2,000,000. 


FINEST IN ALL GOTHAM. 


ELECTED BY MONTANA; WILL 
LIVE IN NEW YORK. 


The Cost Equals That of the Vander- 
bilt Mansion and Its Appointments 
Will Surpass Anything 
in the Land. 


NEW YORK, Feb. 18.—The palace of 
white granite which is now in course of 
construction for Wiliam A. Clark, the 
Gopper King and United States Senator- 
elect from Montana, will rival any of the 
guperb private dwellings in this city of no- 
table and magnificent homes. In cost it will 
equal the Vanderbilt palace and in appoint- 
ments a ndarrangements the new house 
will surpass, it is said, any of the fine pri- 
vate residences in New York. About §2,- 
000,000 will be expended on the building, and 
when it is ready for its owner to step into 
it Mr. Clark will find about him surround- 
ings that are usually associated with roy- 
alty. For years the rich Montana man has 
dreamed of just such a gorgeous frame for 
his treasures of brush and chisel, and in his 
new home the art galleries will be the 
motive and mainspring of this creation of 
domestic architecture. 

Mr. Clark, after long watching, waiting 
and negotiations, secured an ideal side for 
his city home at the corner of Fifth av. 
and Sevénty-seventh st., overlooking Cen- 
tral Park: The plot has a frontage on 
Fifth av. of 52.2 feet and a depth of 168.8 
feet with an L strip at the rear 68.8 feet 
wide and 50 feet deep. Outwardly the Clark 
mansion will be in the modern uis XIV. 
style, a style beloved by architects because 
of its plasticity and its opportunities for 
novelty and creation. The principal facade 
will be on Seventy-seventh st., of course, 
and there will be a subordinate entrance 
and porte-cdchere oh the avenue side. On 
that side will be Mr. Cilark’s offices and a 
billiard room on the ground floor. This floor 
will also contain a spacious reception room, 
the culinary department, and other service 
oe The grand staircase will rise from 
this floor. 

On the first floor above the low ground 
floor will be Mr. Clark’s picture and sculp- 
ture galleries. These will make the two 
largest ‘halis in the house. In the statuary 
hali the space is cut through to the story 
' above, presenting the appearance of a lofty 
lobby, the spaces of which are crowned 
with ea dome. The dining hall will also be 
- Jooated on this landing, and when occasion 
, requires the entire floor can be thrown into

“SMOKE TALK” TO CLUBMEN. 


Members of the University Club Heard 
@ Man Who Is Acquainted With 
the Orient Tell Things. 


Advocates of expansion: would have been 
pleased could they have crowded into the 
little second-floor reception room of the 
University Club last night. They would 
have heard from a man who had spent 17 


years in the islands, that the Philfppines 
were a pretty nice bunch of islands, and 
that the F'lipinos were not such white ele- 
phants as some of the “anti-{mperialist”’ 
cartoonists would try to make folks be- 
lieve. 

The expert testimony, as it might be 
called, was submitted by Mr. wéorge Aus- 
ten. He did it in a refreshingiy informal 
way. The club bullet'n board, that official 
mouthpiece which tells tales of unpaid 
tabs and would-be members, announced 
that Mr. Austen’s address carne under the 
head of a “Smoke Talk.” Considering that 
“smoke talk’’ has lately taken its position 
in the dictionary of slang, “smoke talk’ 
was rather an unhappy classification. There 
are smoke talks and smoke talks. Mr. Aus- 
ten’s effort was a smoke talk only in the 
minds of those who are forninst expan- 
sion, He didn’t declare himself in favor 
of the Filipino, but he gave our newly 
adopted cousin all the best of it in figura- 
tive comparison. He who is red-hot in fa- 
vor of picking up “the white man’s bur- 
den’’. would have been cGoubly interested 
in Mr. Austen’s remarks. 

President John D. Davis introduced Mr. 
Austen to the surprisingly large audience. 
The older element of the University Club 
turned out in force for this smoke talk. As 
a rule the older element passes up a smoke 
talk and retires early, leaving the young 
clubmen to do the talking, smoking and 
listening Many of the World’s Fair Com- 
mittee, which was in session yesterday af- 
ternoon, kept themselves awake and went 
to the club to hear Mr. Austen, 

President Davis said in his introductory 
speech that Mr. Austen was not accus- 
tomed to the sort of thing he was about 
to attempt. Speeches, formal or infdérmal, 
were not in his line, but that he had con- 
sented to address the club on a topic upon 
which he was well posted, and which right 
now was of exceptional interest to the 
American public. Mr. Davis also referred 
Pleasantly to the fact that IMr. Austen had 
chosen his wife in St. ‘Louis, and was, 
therefore, to be considered less of a 
stranger to the club than he otherwise 
might be looked upon. 

Mr. Austen’s debut as a lecturer may be 
said to have been a success. He talked to 
his attentive audience just as an old club 
fellow m'ght have talked when, having re- 
turned from a long journey the boys gath- 
ered round him in the big smoking room 
to hear what sort of time he had had. At 
times hes poke too low to be heard on the 
remote fringe of auditors, and he was in- 
considerate enough to pronounce the com- 
mon and proper Spanish nam«s8 hurriedly, 
as if his audience knew them as well as 
himself. No other unfavorable criticism, 
however, is to ‘be passed upon (Mr. Austen's 
smoke talk. 

Curling himself into a somewhat unusual 
posture on the arm of a big ciub chair, and 
referring to loosely written notes only oc- 
casionaly, Mr. Austen began by saying 
that he had gone to the Philippines when 
17 years old, and had remained in the isl- 
ands until he was 31. He had spent four 
years in: Manila and seven years in Iloilo, 
among other places. The first erroneous 
impression prevailing among Americans 
which he would like to correct was that 
the Filipinos were a sorry mixture of tribes. 
They were all of the Malay race, said Mr. 
Austen, and their language was Polynesian. 
There were different dialects for different 
islands, but the comprehension was univer- 
sal. The Filipino was a fighter, treacherous 
iby nature, but quite capable of being mold- 
ed into a good soldier if commanded by an 
American officer. 

Socially, life in the Philippines was not as 
slow as it is in many places in America. 
Nearly every little city afforded bands and 
orchestras, and they managed in some way 
to get hold of the latest European and 
American music. To sum up the situation, 
the Philippines was a delightful country 
for the ‘white man, provided the white man 
did not have to work. No one but a native 
could do manual labor in the climate. The 
thermometr registered never less than 70 
degrees, which was always more than for- 
elgners could stand. 

Mr. Austen spoke of the Bay of Manila 
as a dangerous body of water, especially 
during the meason of typhoons. Not the 
least glorious feature of Dewey's splendid 
victory he said was in venturing at night 
so boldly into a channel so dangérous. The 
Spaniards, he said, did not impose such 
great hardship on the natives in the matter 
of over-taxation. What the officials stole 
they stole openly, which was much more 
then ge could say for some American ofti- 
cials. 

“*You owe us $20,” the official might de- 
clare,”’ said Mr. Austen. ‘“ ‘Five of it will 
go to the government. The other, $15 will 
ibe split up between us.’ The Spanish offi- 
clal was a mighty easy man to get along 
with if you only knew how to do it.” 

Mr. Austen described the relation of 
church to state and said the holy organiza- 
tion had never been supreme, as some 
correspondents have asserted. 


FAREWELL TO PROF. JOHNSON. 


Washington University’s Banquet at 
the Planters’ Hotel. 

The Alumni Associatfon of Washington 

University had a banquet last night at the 


Planters’ Hotel as a farewell compliment 
to Prof. J. B. Johnson, who is going into 
the service of the Government. There were 
many speeches, and the guest of the even- 
ing addressed the gathering at some length. 

During the course of his remarks Prof. 
Johnson said: 

Washington University has had a remarkable his- 
tory. Starting 46 years ago in the effort of one 
man to wtilize a most liberal charter which his 
friend had, on his own motion, obtained from the 
State Legislature, its life for some 35 years marked 
the unceasing efforts of this one man, Dr. Wm. G. 
Eliot, of blessed memory, in turning the generous 


maintenance of the higher education. For, al- 
though starting only as an academy, the hopes of 
Mts friends soon outran this modest name, and 
they baptized it on the fourth anniversary of its 
act of incorporation, on Feb. 22, 1857, with the 
beautiful and ideal American game of Washing: 
ton University. This was done in full faith that 
the future would justify the name, and that this 
would help to bring to maturity the thing signi- 
fied. An have no doubt this has been th 
With no organized church, State or city 
support; with oo eingle great benefaction 
received or in prospect; with no constituency 
pledged either mora'ly or legally to 
support it; with no reliance except 
cept the faith of ite projectors and the generous 
sympathies of the good citizens of this city, Wash- 
ington University has sustained and led the in- 
tellectual life of the city for 42 yeets in no 
mean fashion. 

The fact is there is now, and has long been, 
no good reason for sending young men and wo- 
men out of St. Louls to receive a college or teéch- 
nical education, and when the university moves 
to its new site, which apparently will be very 
soon, there will then be ne poor reason for so 
doing. Our boys go away now largely because 
their parents ean afford to send them, and be- 
cause the hove want to go. They want the fun 
of the athletic sports and the romance of living 
away from home, At the Bew site there will be 
abundant opportunity for games, and with dorml- 
tories the beys could live away from home, even 
though that home were if the Immediate vicin- 
ity of St. Louis.

censor. The Minister promised to protect 
Archbishop Ireland from such attacks.

MEAT STILL THEIR WORRY. 


German Agrarians Seek More Rigid 
Inspection of America’s Product. 
_ BERLIN, Feb. 18.—The meat inspection 
bill passed by the Bundesrath Feb, 16 pro- 
vides for an expert inspection inland be- 
‘fore and after slaughtering cattle, hogs, 
sheep, goats and horses, excepting what 
are killed for domestic consumption. ‘rhis 
‘is regarded as only an agrarian compro- 
mise. The bill contains many details or 
home inspection, It not only excludes dis- 
eased meat, but meat of insufficient nutri- 
tive value. Foreign meats are subject tv 
a single inspection, but this does not for- 
, bid an additional inspection by the separate 
states, for special reasons, such as sus- 
'picion that the meat has deteriorated since 
, the date of its first inspection. In any 
case, however, foreign meats must be 
treated the same as domestic meats. The 
importance of foreign meats is restricted 
to certain ports and frontier stations, in 
order to facilitate inspection, the result of 
which must be made known in each case 
in a uniform manner. | 
The bill is cons!cered to provide the mini- 
mum meat inspection throughout the em- 
pire, leaving to the separate States the 
question of adding other features besides 
What are contained in the imperial bill. 
The measure has now to go to the Reich- 
Stag, where it is certain to lead to stormy 
debates. The Center, being the dominant 
factor, will propose an amendment to the 
effect that Germany appoint a corps of 
its own meat inspectors to go to Chicago, 
Kansas City and other great meat ex- 
perting centers, these inspectors to exam- 
ine all meats destined for Germany and 
issue certificates, which will be accepted 
a@s conclusive by the home Government.

HAS SWEPT CLEAN 


Havana's Filth Dumped: Into 
the Ocean. \ 


SIX WEEKS OF HARD WORK. 


NECESSARY STEPS TAKEN TO 
GUARD AGAINST YELLOW JACK. 


In Palace as Well as Hovel the Broom 
of the Active American Has 
Forced Its Way and Cleansed 
the Foul City. 


Special Cable to the Post-Dispatch. 

HAVANA, Feb. 18.—Slowly abd quietly, 
but effectively, the work of cleaning Ha- 
vana goes on. Ina pest-house of filth and 
uncleanliness, from Governor-General’s pal- 
ace to humble hevel, the broom of the 
American Administration has had to per- 
form its useful work. To-day the city is 
comparatively clean—marvellously so when 
compared with its condition two months 
ago. 

The chief credit for this is due to Col. 
William M. Black and his assistants of the 
Engineer Corps. When the Spaniards left 
Havana they took from the public offices 
and buildings every portable article of 
value. The only thing they did not remove 
was the accumulated filth of years. The 
condition of some of the buildings when 
taken over by the Americans was almost 
indescribable. How human beings could 
have lived in them year after year is 
scarcely to be comprehended. Cartload 
after cartload of dirt was taken away, and 
it is only after five weeks of hard work 
that the principal offices are habitable for 
Americans. j 

The Governor-General’s palace and that 
of. Lieutenant-Governor have been thor- 
oughly cleaned and renovated, as have been 
the Maestranza, the Custom House and the 
old military barracks in Compostella and 
Drayones streets. New tiling and plumbing 
have been put in all, drains and sewers 
looked after, and the _ internal fixings 
away, the Spaniards destroyed), replaced 
and repaired. Parracks are being fitted’ up 
at the Punta for the United States troops 


and seacoast batteries put in shape for the 
reception of our soldiers. Cabanas has been 
tackled and work will soon commence on 
Morro, 

Under the supervision of Capt. W. L. 
Geary, the streets have been thoroughly 
cleaned. Most of them are swept every 
day. The ‘garbage is put in scows and 
dumped 10 miles at sea. 

Lieut. George A. Penington has made an 
official survey of all the new Spanish for- 
tifications erected shortly before and dur- 
ing the war, which are not shown on the 
Government maps. 

One of the principal works of the im- 
mediate future will be the fitting up of 
a new Postoffice. The present building is 
entirely inadequate, and a new house has 
been taken in a convenient part of the 
town. It will be converted into a modern 
postoffice. 

Much of the credit for the effective car- 
rying through of the work in the city itself 
is due to Col. Black’s assistant, Lieut. -D. 
H. Gildensleéve, who has had charge of the 
work on the Governor-General’s palace, 
Gen. Lawton’s headquarters, Matanzas, the 
Punta and other places. He is an Eastern 
man, a graduate of Stevens Institute of 
Technicology, and is a mechanical engi- 
neer of ability. He has materially aided 
Col. Black in the laborious work involved 
in putting Havana to rights. 

An electrozone capable of producing 50,- 
000 gallons) built on the Wolff plan, will 
fight Havana’s battle against yellow fever 
this summer. .

If Russia Should Choose to Invade It 
Is Expected That She Will Invade 
and Cannot Be Stopped 
by All Three.

LONDON, Feb. 18.—The scheme of Rear 
Admiral Lord Charles Beresford for the 
Settlement of the far Eastern question by 
eee of a league, to be composed 
of tle United States, Great Britain, Ger- 
many and Japan, as cabled here from the 
United States, has not aroused enthusiasm 
in Great Britain. The Spectator character- 
izes Beresford’s plan “as futile and need- 
less, ag it is immoral.’’ 

It then proceeds to argue further that the 
powers mentioned are not prepared to pro- 
vide an army to resist a Russian invasion. 
“On the contrary,”’ the Spectator says, 
“Great Britain would feel all through her 
veins that a Russian conquest of Northern 
China had indefinitely increased the inse- 
curity of her Indian Empire by at once ab- 
sorbing Russian means and satisfying Rus- 
sian ambition, while America, which is only 
seeking trade, has no army to throw away. 
The work would have to be left to Japan and 
her new-made army, which will require half 
of a century of victory to make it equal to 
a Russian army.”’ 


Telegrams from Washington reporting 
that the Anglo-American Commission is 
encountering serious differences are fol- 
lowed hereéswith much anxiety, as the opin- 
ion prevails here that the future of the 
Anglo-American entente largely depends 
on the success of the present negotiations. 
The Speaker Voices the general feeling by 
saying that the news regarding*the com- 
mission is very disquieting. 

“It is impossible,’’ the Speaker says, ‘“‘to 
say where the fault lies, but a failure to 
arrive at an understanding will] be a serious 
blow to the hopes of both countries in re- 
gard to future relationships. Perhaps the 
less we say about the matter while it is 


still in suspense the better it will be for the 
prospects of a satisfactory settlement.’’ 

The Saturday Review, as usual, finds the 
United States is entirely responsible for 
the hitches in the negotiations. It says: 

‘*‘There are signs that we shall receive an- 
other object lesson very scon as to the real 
rature of the sudden great affection which 
America is said to have developed for Eng- 
land. The Anglo-American commission has 
been struggling to arrive at an agreement, 
but the process has not been thus far 
character‘zed ‘by an overwhelming desire 
on,.the part of America to deal generously 
with Canada. It will not be a surpr'se to 
those who know the character of the Wash- 
irgton politicians if the report of a failure 
proves to be true.” 

The Saturday Review has another hasty 
comment with reference to the resolution 
of United States Senator McEnery with re- 
gard to the Philipp'nes, ‘‘which,” the pa- 
per declares, “is mere time-serving for the 
Senate to pass. This resolution,” ‘tthe Sat- 
urday Review continues, ‘is simply the 
outcome of a maneuver to secure the nec- 
essary vote to adopt the Paris treaty of 
peace. President McKinley’s Government is 
likely to disappear altogether in view of 
the War office maladministration. It is an 
astounding scandal to find officials who are 
responsible for the gross irregularities and 
mismanagement of the war carefully white- 
washed, while a plain-dealing soldier like 
Gen. (Miles is discredited. The report, how- 
ever, is a good object lesson to the people 
of England. It will show them how the 
bosees work the machine and how unscru- 
puJous, even wnen his own country is con- 
cerned, the Washington politician can be- 
come.”’

There is no longer any doubt 
that three outspokenly Agrarian members 
of the Prussian Cabinet, Baron Von Ham- 
merstein-Lexten, the Minister of Agricul- 
ture; Barom Von der Recke von der Horst, 
the Prussian Minister of the Interior, and 
Count von Pogadowski-Wehner, the Secre- 
tary of State for the Interior, are openly 
at war with the others of their colleagues.

Baron von Buelow, it is understood, con- 
tinues to enjoy the full confidence of the 
Emperor, who holds that foreign office in- 
terests must be allowed to predominate, 
at any rate for the time being, in view of 
the important and delicate negotiations 
which are proceeding with several of the 
powers, especially with the United States. 

The officials of the American Embassy 
here have mede representations to the Ger- 
man Government in behalf of American pe- 
troleum interests. About a year ago the 
German Government anncunced that there 
was grave danger of an American monop- 
oly in Germany and that the Government 
therefore would facilitate the import of 
Russian petroleum. Since then the Prus. 
sian State railroads have begun to use ex- 
clusively Russian petroleum. Moreover, by 
a recent adminisirative measure, the flash 
test has been raised in Prussia and other 
German States, which amounts to a vir- 
tual discrimination against American oil. 
The American Embassy took exception to 
these measures, but it was fruitless. The 
German newspapers now assert that the 
Standard Oil Co. and the Russian com- 
panies have come to an arrangement and 
that the Government will shortly be inter- 
pellated regarding the steps to be taken to 
counteract the threatened revival of the 
monopoly. 

Emperor William has pardoned Henry 
Tiedeman of New York, a German-Ameri- 
can, who deserted from the Prussian Army 
in 1880 and went to the United States, where 
he became naturalized and built up a pros- 
perous business in New York. Recently he 
was arrested while on a visit to his rela- 
tives in Germany and was court-martialed 
and sentenced to serve several years’ im- 
prisonment, although the offense was com- 
mitted before he went to America, and he, 
therefore, was not amenable to the treaty 
provisions. The American Embassy, how- 
ever, made representations with a happy 
result. 

The Emperor this week ordered from 
Begas, the sculptor, 
William I. with Prince Bismarck and Mar- 


shal Von Moltke on either side of him, to 
complete the collection of Hohenzollern 
monarchs in the Siegos-Allee, near the 
Reichstag. 

Prince Adelbert, his Majesty's third son, 
is to enter the German Navy in the spring. 
He will go on board the training ship Char- 
lotte, which will undertake a cruise along 
the North African Coast.

OVER 100 PERSONS INJURED. 


WRECK OCCURS AT A DEPOT IN 
THE TOWN OF FORET. 


Engineer of an Express Train Was Un- 
able to See the Station Signals, 
Owing to the Density of 
a Fog. 


BRUSSELS, Feb. 18.—An express train 
from Calais, having passengers from Lon- 
don on board, collided to-day with a sta- 
tionary train at Foret, near this city. 

Twenty persons were killed outright and 
over 100 were injured. 

The train left Tournay at 5:22 this morn- 
ing and reached Foret at 8:14. Immediately 
afterwards the Mons express dashed in full 
speed into the Tournay train, which were 
standing at the platform, 

It is said that, owing to the fog, the en- 
gineer of the express train did not see the 
signals. 

The collision was appalling. The express 
locomotive mounted on top of the last car- 
riages of the Tournai train, which were 
filled with passengers. These cars were 
smashed to pieces. 

There were no Americans 
among the victims. 

The scene of the wreck presents a terrible 
picture. When the locomotive of the ex- 
press train leaped on to the roofs of the 
three rear-most carriages of the train 
from Tournay it crashed through them 
and ground the carriagés and their occu- 
pants into an almost inextricable mass of 
splintered wood, broken and twisted iron 
work and mangled humanity. . Six of the 
bodies of the victims were found inter- 
twined in the wheels of the express loco- 
motive. 

The terrible disfigurement of the dead 
passengers was appealing. 


GERMANS OPEN IN EXPRESSION. 


Newspapers Criticise Affronts of the 


Government in Manila. 

BPRLIN, Feb. 18.—The statements of 
Baron Von Buelow, the Minister of Foreign 
Affairs, and Count Posadowski-Wehner, 
the Minister of the Interior, regarding the 
commercial and political relations between 
the United States and Germany and the 
debate in the Reichstag on the _ subject, 
have occupied the attention of the press 
through the week and gave rise to many 
notable utterances, 

The Cologne Gazetts resignedly says: 

‘In spite of the clear and unequivocal 
declarations of the German Government, 
we suppose that the German bailing of the 
American and English press will nox cease 
at once. We believe, however, that the 
frank and honest remarks of the Govern- 
ment will prevent this poisonous seed from 
continuing to affect the views of thinking 
and influentia) classes in the United States.”’ 

The Deutsche Zeitung publishes a long 
editorial article, in the course of which it 
says: 

“German-American relations are difficult 
to handle. American agriculture and Ger- 
man industry must export, and American 
industry and German agriculture need tar- 
iff protection. Thus arise most important 
economic differences. The American de- 
sire for expansion and German need of ex- 
pansion produce new frictions, yet neither 
an economic nor a political rupture will be 
in the interest of either nation. 

The Frankfort Zeitung, reviewing the 
proceedings in the Reichstag, says: 

“Tt must be admitted that op‘tnion in the 
United States has unforturately had many 
reasons to doubt Germahy’s neutrality. We 
former occasion the 
needlessness of sending four German men- 
of-war to Manila to protect German inter- 
ests. Other interested powers deemed one 
vessel enough. And then the larger part of 
the press, the semi-officlal newspapers in- 
cluded, gave expression to their sympathy 
for the ‘brave and severely tried Spanish 
people,’ which was necessarily offensive to 
the Americans.”’

“CHINA MUST BE OPENED UP.” 


QUESTION OF THE TIMES, HE DE- 
CLARES, IS “HOW?” 


Speaking in an Unofficial Capacity, He 
Stands, as He Thinks England 
Stands, for Maintenance of 
All the Present Treaties. 


CHIGAGO, Ill, Feb. 18.—Lord Charles 
Beresford was to-night the guest of honor 
at a banquet given by the Commercial Club, 
at which 300 of the leading business and 
professional men of the city were present. 
The banquet was one of the most elegant 
affairs of the kind Chicago has ever seen, 
and the visitor was given a welcome such 
as has seldom been extended to any visitor, 

‘Lord Charles was introduced by Cyrus H. 
MoCormick In a neat speech, and when the 
distinguished Englishman rose to make his 
address he was for a moment overcome by 
the cheers that greeted him. He recovered 
quickly, however, and: bowing repeatedly 
in acknowledgment of the warmth of the 
welcome extended to him, spoke as follows: 

After paying an extended tribute to Chi- 
eago and his Chicago entertainers, Lord 
Beresford said: 

‘““May I say that as far as I am person- 
ally concerned I am totally unofficial. 1 
have nothing whatever to do with the 
Government. But it is impossible in these 
days for any man who takes up the ques- 
tion not to recognize that this great country 
and our country are inseparably connected 
in all questions of trade and commerce.

The possibilities of trade of the future 
are limitless. Whatever the Government 
of China saya. whatever the feeling of the 
Ohinese people may be, one thing is abso- 
lutely certain—that China will be ‘opened 


“China is certain to be ‘opened up’ In 
the near future by means of railways. | 
Now, how is China to be ‘opened up’ for 
the benefit of all nations, for the benefit of 
the Chinese themselves and in the inter- 
est of civilization and humanity; but more 
than all, how is it to be ‘opened up’ in a 
peaceful manner with regard to the claims 
and wishes of all nations? My suggestion 
is this: First and foremost, it is neces- 
sary for commercial enterprise and indus- 
try and investment, that China should hold 
the ‘open door’ all through the empire. 
The ‘open door’ means merely that the 
treaties as they exist should be held to 
at this moment and not altered. The ex- 
isting treaties are that no country is to 
annex territory; no country is to have sov- 
ereign rights in China. The ‘open door’ 
means, as you know, a fair field and no 
favor to all nations. That policy has al- 
ways been the policy of Great Britain. 
“The result of the open door policy isthat 
there is not one of our colonies which as 
cost the British taxpayer one single shilling. 
They all work on their own lines; they 
work in their own way; but they are of 
enormous importance to us because they 
increase our trade and commerce at home. 
The great question is the practical point, 
how are we to keep this open door? 

“I came to the conclusion that the op- 
portunities of great trade in China are 
certainly gathered by the four countries— 
America, Germany, Japan and Great Brit- 
ain, My suggestion was that there should 
be some sort of commercial ailiance or 
commercial understanding ‘between these 
countries. Why do I put these four coun- 
tries and leave out Russta and France”? 
I don’t want to be discourteous to any na- 
tion, and I never am, but I look upon this 
from a business point of view, and why, 
when Russia and France have no trade~ 
that is, impor: trade—into China. should 
they come into this sort of commercial 
allance with regard to trade which these 
four countries I have mentioned POSSeC&s ? 

“Those four countries are also the four 
countries that do not wish to have any 
territory whatever, What they want is 
simply commercial freedom. I do not want 
to say anything ungraceful about France 
and Russia, but in the past history has 
shown us that they are countries which 
like territory. I do not blame France and 
Russia a bit. No country ever conducts a 
policy of that character without it being 
conveyed to the minds of that country that 
what they do is for the benefit of: their 
country. 

“Now the first essential for the ‘open 
door’ would naturally be to keep China 
in ite integrity, and the next essential must 
be that essential upon which every country 
exists at the present moment, which is an 
efficient military and police. It is no use 
putting theoretical proposals that we are to 
reform the finance, reform the Govern- 
ment and do all that sort of thing unless 
you have the first essential in any country 
an efficient military and police. 

“The danger with regard to China is 
that China herself, through her effete gOovV- 
ernment, through her old-fashioned system, 
may break up owing to the disturbances 
all over the country,.”’ 

His speech was received with frequent 
outbursts of applause and as he resumed 
his seat the cheering continued several 
minutes, 

Hon, George FE. Adams of Chicago then 
rose to make the fermal reply to the ad- 
dress of Lord Charlies. The talk of Mr. 
Adams was filled with neat things, ad- 
dressed personally to the guest of the 
evening and, although advocating the 
“open door’ in China and filled 
with expressions of friendship toward Eng- 
land, was against the idea of a formal al- 
liance between the United States and any 
power of the old world. After Mr. Ad- 
ams had «spoken, several other addresses 
were made, nearly all of them in the same 
general trend. 

This morning Lord Charles paid a visit 
to the Board of Tradé@, where he was giv- 
en a welcome that exceeded in noise any- 
thing he has heard since arriving in the 
United States. Business was suspended 
on the floor and he was escorted % | Presi- 
dent Lyon to the visitors’ gallery between 
two lines of cheering and shouting brokers. 
After the gallery had been reached, Presi- 
dent Lyon made a short address of intro-

AS MAN AND ADMIRAL, 


Personal Characteristics of the “Hero 
of the Condor.” 

CHICAGO, Feb. 1&%—Lord Charles Beres- 
ford, the British Admiral, who is here rep- 
resenting British Chambers of Commerce 
in an effort to make sentiment in favor of 
the Chinese “open door’ policy, is as 
affable as an alderman on the eve of a 
ward primary. 


and courteous to members of the press than 
most titled Britens who come this way?" 
Lord Beresford was asked. 

“Because I'm an Irishman,” replied “Our 
Charlje," as the nation he represents calls 
the famous seaman, fighter and diplomat. 

There was no intention to repudiate the 
Britons, not in thé least. His Lordship 


simply wished te explain why he is genial. 
Nothing more was said under the head of 
affability, but the courteous Irishman 
talked about other things and didn't re- 
quire much urging, either. No formal in- 
troduction nor exchange of cards did he 
demand. When asked the question on the 
fiy, so to speak, the Irishman stopped and 
auswered it. ” 

The title of “Our Charlie” is one of pop- 
ular esteem, and His Lordship is ever 
genial with and at the disposal of “‘press- 
men,’ as he designates those who seek in- 
terviews, 

“Some public men I know at home often 
complain of misrepresentation in he 
press,’’ Lord Beresford said. ‘‘The pa 
desire information on public matters w 
is withheld by those in a position to fur- 
nish it. Mistakes occur in the statements 
obtained from another source and com- 
plaints follow. See the ressmen, teil 
them all you are at liberty to disclose and 
fewer misrepresentations wil! occur, That's 
my policy.”’ 

Thus it will be seen that His Lordship 
advocates the “open door’ to pressmen as 
well as in matters pertaining to commerce. 
Instead of fortifying himself in his room 
behind a barrier of icy reserve and valeta, 
after the manner of some titled emissaries 
from abroad, this affable Beresford leaves 
himself open to the advance of the wary 
pressman and extends to him the giad hand 
and voice on any and ail subjects on 
which he is at liberty to speak. That is 
why Lord Beresford is so different from 
some other members of the nobility who 
have been stalked for interviews. 

“Sometimes the press gets things wrong, 
but the pressmen are not always to blame, 
l’'ve been misrepresented myself at times, 
but what's the difference. Suppose they 
say in the paper that I’m seven feet tall? 
Well, I’m not, and that settles it. If the 
pressman sees me with his own eyes, there 
is no occasion to make mistakes regarding 
my stature.” ” 

His Lordship is nowhere near seven feet 
tall, but the subject of height served to 
illustrate how some mistakes of the press 
are made, 


“I favored the presence of a correspond- 
ent aboard the snips | commanded in ae¢- 
tion. Relatives at home naturally wanted 
speedy and accurate news from the front 
and tne pressmen are the ones to forward 
details of impert and interest to the public, 
And, as I sa.d before, when the papers de- 
sire an interview on certain matters, it is 
the better policy for public men to comply. 
Distorted information may have been ob- 
tained, ond, a@ the papers are determined 
to print the news, this matter w:ll appear 
and cause complaint unless the real facts 
are given to the pressmen. I have been 
courteously treated by the presa, and it is 
but natural that the members of that pro- 
fession should be courteously treated in re- 
turn.’’- 

From pressmen the taik turned to bull- 

dogs ard snapshot fiends. A local paper 
published a picture of Beresford in naval 
uniform, with a ferocious bulldog lying at 
bis feet. 
“That was Alex, who egaliled with me in 
warships,’ the Admiral said, “but he is 
dead now. Alex was a fine dog and had no- 
ble blood in his veins, He knew a lot, too, 
and used to lead the ship's company when 
all hands ined up at quarters or inspection. 
That picture of ug together was taken by 
a snap that a man had at Chatham some 
years ago. Tne snapshotters bother me a 
good deal and 1 can’t say that Il lke it very 
much.,’; 


In his younger days Beresford was a sort 
of Midshipman Easy in the Royal Navy. 
One of hig pranks at Honolulu in 1864 took 
a serious turn for a short time, but the 
skylarking middy escaped the consequences 
by explainimg that it was all a joke. He 
cut the wings from an eagle displayed on a 
shield at the American Conéulate. The 
commander of the British ship in which 
the middy sailed requested him to tack the 
pinions on again, and the proud bird of 
freedom was thus restored. Lord Charles 
smiled as he recalled this incident of his 
early seafaring career. 
‘It was only a lark,’”’ he said, ‘‘but it oc- 
curred just at the time of the fall of Rich- 
mond, and the Americans thought it had 
some political significance. But I have 
never met an American since who did not 
laugh with me over it. The fact'is, some 
ladies were chaffing me and I said, ‘Yes, 
T’ll) tear down the coat of arms from the 
American Consulate;’ and we did it. The 
reet of the story is in the Legation rec- 
ord:.”’ 

As it is understood at Honolulu, Lord 
Charles Beresford got the worst of his 
joke. It was in the latter part of 1864, 
when Grant was closing upon Richmond. 
Feeling between British and American resl- 
dents of Honolulu was not the best. One 
night “Dick” Cartwright and other young 
bloods ho'sted the Stars and Stripes over 
the British Legation. The Consul of Her 
Majesty the Queen was a crochety old fel- 
low and was deeply incensed, He com- 
plained to the Government, to the Amer- 
ican Consul and told everybody about the 
insult. Lord Charles, then a middy, heard 
of it. He knew, or strongly suspected, the 
guilty parties and. planned retaliation. 

That night the wings of the eagle over 

the coor of the American Legation were 
cut off. 
The entire American colony-were arouse j 
instantly. Some went almost mad over the 
outrage and talked freely of bloodshed in 
case the offender were diacovered. It be- 
came known that Lord Charles was the 
principal in the effair. He admitted the of- 
fense, but declared it was a “Jark’’ to gct 
square with certain friends. Diplomatic 
and naval men took a more serious view of 
it. however, and the young Man was re- 
quired by his commander to climb a lad- 
der and na'l the wings of the eagle back 
again. This he did in the presence of sev- 
eral hindred people. 

The Admiral is also known as the ‘Hero 
of the Condor.” At the bombardment pf 
Alexandria, Egypt, he was Captain of the 
British warship Condor, and tn the face of 
a furious fire from the forts ran his ship 
right under the Egyptian guns and took a 
position so close to the land batteries tit 
their shots flew over his vessel, 

When the maneuver had been made the 
Admiral signaled the fleet, “Well done,

MORRO CASTLE. 


He Gathered Many Souvenirs That 
Will Be Interesting—His De- 
scription of Historic Scenes. 


T HH. Voorhees of the Hargadine-Mc- 


Kittrick Dry Goods Co., received a letter 
yesterday from his brother, Lieut. C. K. 
Voorhees, who is at Camp Columbia, near 
Havana, Cuba. It gave an interesting de- 
scription of a visit to Morro, Cabana and 
the wreck of the Maine, as follows: 
“Sunday afternoon we went through Morro 
and Cabana and wound up the trip by a visit 
the wreck of the Maine, and climbing all 
over it. We visited Morro first, crossing 
the bay in a small boat. We rowed for

city side of the bay, and right under -t 
enee of a world of “small” guns poking 
out at us from unexpected places.

LEFT NO CLEW TO HIS PAST. 


He Had No Friends and No Acquaint- 
ances, Though He Dwelt for Six- 
teen Years in One House. 


When the hody of old John Witzman was 

d into ita grave in the potter's field, 
and the clods were thrown over the coffin, 
his life and his past were as effectively 
hidden from wliew as was the clay that 
composed his body.

OF BOOKS FOR HOMES. 


PRESIDENT DIMMOCK’S LETTER. 


An Eloquent Appeal for Help to Pro- 
vide Better Accommodations for 
a Great Institution. 


At the meeting of the Library Board yes- 
terday the annual reports of the President 
and Librarian were presented. The total 
estimate for the maintenance of the library 


900. The actual ex~- 
oor te" cae: 1,006.06, leaving = 
unexpended balance of $5,803.95. -All bills 
due have been id except one of 50, on 
which an overc e is claimed, and an- 
other bill for a small amount which has 


ot been presented. 
mThe sppropriation for books, periodicals 
and binding wae $15,000, of which $13,423.41 
has been expended, while outstanding Or- 
ders for new books will use up the bal- 
ance. The large payments made on the 
building site made it necessary to refrain 
from buying books for some months. The 
additions are, therefore, not so numerous 
as on the preceding year. The total was 
9806 volumes, against 18,400 volumes for the 
year 1897. 

Earnest and well directed effort by the 
assistant charged with the work brought 
to the library 1569 volumes and 8808 — 
phiets as exchanges and donations. me 
of these were from St. Louis citizens, but 
they came chiefly from governments and 
institutions in all parts of the world. 

During the year 13,293 persons registered 
and 4558 whose cards had expired reregis- 
tered, making a total of 17,81. On Jan. 1, 
1899, there were 50,324 registered cardhold- 
ers, of whom 12,589 were men, 14,80 women, 
22,800 children and 77 institutions. 

The issue of books for home reading 
shows a total of 687,029, a gain of 73,153 over 
the previous year; and the tota] issue of 
books’ and periodicals was 967,879, a gain of 
90,552 over the year preceding. The growth 
in the home issue has been entirely through 
the delivery stations, including the public 
schools and Sunda'y-schools. 


President Dimmock of the Library Board 
has forwarded to Mayor Ziegenhein the 
following communication: 

The Free Public Library has now been in erist- 
ence only a little over four years. In this short 

od it has more than fulfilled the most sanguine 
expectations of those wh) were instrumental in 
its establishment. From the very outset it demon- 
strated its right to live and its capacity for in- 
definite growth. It is no longer an experiment, in- 
volving possible failure in a near or remote future. 
It is an assured success, and this assurance is 
deepening and strengthening with every passing 
week. It is pre-eminently a popular institution; 
an institution ‘‘of, for and by the people;’’ an in- 
stitution which, as an agency for the diffusion of 
poe knowledge and the general education and 
ntellectual development and advancement of the 
community, has no equal—hardly, so far as its work 
is concerned, a respectable rival. The only ques- 
tion now is—and it is a most urgent and ‘pressing 
one-—whether this great and constantly enlarging 
usefulness shall be @hecked and crippled for the 
lack of poe facilities; whether St. Louis, with 
its 600, ———- shall be content to be 
passed and distanced by cities much inferior in 
size, wealth and commercial enterprise. 

The pivotal and vita! point of this question, to 
which all others are of comparatively minor con- 
sequence, is the need of a new building; a build- 
ing mot only in every be worthy of a city of 
which we are all so justiy proud, but a build- 
ing entirely fit and adequate not merely for the 
immediate wants of a people's library, nor for its 
wants 10 or 20 years hence, but for a period of 
indefinite duration; a bui'ding which shall be a 
permanent home, and not simply a temporary 
camp, 80 to speak. ’ 

The Board of Directors, from their first organiza- 
tion, have ful'y sooogatnes the absolute necessity 
of a new and suitable building, if the library is 
ever to be what it certainly ought to be at the 
earliest possible moment. They have done, are 
doing and will continue to do, their best under 
most unfavorable conditions; but they realize more 
and more every day that if the library, and all 
that it stands for, are not to suffer serious, if 
not irreparable, injury, these conditions must be 
radical'y changed for the better, and that de- 
lay, to ~~ the least, is dangerous. In these 
few years, by closest e-onomy and constant watch- 
fulness, they have, afier paying the fixed charges 

fund for maintenance, saved 
,000. has been invested in desirable 
real estate with a view to the erection of a new 
building. The remainder of the money required 
for the purchase of what is now known as the 
library lot on Olive et., was furnished by a loan, 
the particulars of which are sufficiently given in 
the librarian’s re 

The meeting of the interest on this loan and 
payment of a portion of the aig have neces- 
satily cramped the financtal resources of the 
board to a very considerable extent, and in the 
hope of viding ways and means to relieve them 
of thie burden, the ——- of levying a small 
building tax for the limited period of five years 
was submitted to popular election in April, 1897, 
and again in November, 1898. On both occasions 
it was defeated, not because a majority of the 
people were opposed to it—as the returns showed 
decidedly the contrary—but because of the need- 
lessly stringent conditions of the State law under 

ich the election was held. Consequently the 
financial burden remains, with all that it implies 
in the shape of embarrassment to the board and re- 
stricted usefulness to the library. It must lifted, 
and we have faith to believe that it will be. An 
institution which already has 45,000 enrolled mem- 
bers, @ which circulates nearly a million of 
books every year among the ple ‘‘without mon- 
ey and without price,’ should not and cannot be 
allowed to suffer from a depleted treasury. The 
library will not and cannot die , but it may lan- 
gish if not liberally supported by the public for 
which it is working and to which it belongs.

Mr. Harry B. Hawes, Vice-President of 
the Board of Police Commissioners, makes 
the following statement respecting the po- 
lice bill: 


Repeated misstatements regarding the provisions 
of the new po'ice bill now pending before the 
General Assembly are occasioning its friends great 
trouble and annoyance. The bill, as now en- 
grossed in the final form in which it will pass, 
does not confer any greater powers upon the 
Police Commissioners than the present law, which 
has been upoa the statute books for 38 years.

FOR MONTHS SHE WORKED TO 
SELL HIS INVENTION. 


Amid Discouragements and Sometimes 
Compelled to Go Without Car 
Fare, She Only Looked For- 
ward to Wedding Day. 


KANSAS CITY, Mo., Feb. 18.—Whether 
there is justice in Miss Martha Smith's 
Claims against Dr. Howard 8. Lowry for 
breach of promise, there is no doubt that 
the young woman has for some real or fan- 
cied wrong changed from an adoring slave 
to a most devoted enemy. There is no 
trifing on the part of the plaintiff in her 
eit for $3,900. She is in deadly earnest, 
her story is perfect in every detail and her 
determination does not flag for an instant 
while she sits in the courtroom, etared at 
and commented upon by the crowds listen- 
ing intently to every step made in the trial. 

“T have a whole lot of reserve courage 
end determination,” she once wrote in a 
letter to her employer, and he is having 
conelusive evidence of that characteristic 


now. 

Probably never before has a suit in the 
Circuit Court attracted such wide attention 
or drawn euch crowds as the one now in 


progress. Every seat in the courtroom is 
taken long before the proceedings begin in 
the hiorting and scores crowd the alsles 
end every space in which they are per- 
mitted to stan4’d. Curiosity overcomes tim- 
idity, and sighteeers force their way to the 
very elbow of the attorneys who are trying 
the case. The Sheriff is kept busy pushing 
back the boldest, who, if left to follow their 
inclination, would soon be in possession of 
the judzge’s bench. The number of women 
in the audience is increa@ing every day, 
until now 20 or % are regular attendants, 
A few are timid and content themselves 
with peeping through the doors from the 
hallway, but many enter energetically into 
the scramble for seats. 

People after the sensational have been 
rewarded for their patience. When court 
met yesterday Miss Smith was called to the 
®tand, and after a few preliminary ques- 
tions, was asked to relate the beginning of 
her intimacy with Dr. Lowry.

SPEAK OUT HOW 


Its Philippine Policy Should 
Ke Declared. 


BRYAN’S SPEECH AT ANN ARBOR 


ANSWER TO M’KINLEY’S RECENT 
ADDRESS AT BOSTON. 


We Cannot Subjugate an Alien Race 
and Still Stand Upon the Doc- 
trines of the Declaration 
of Independence. 


ANN ARBOR, Mich., Feb. 18.—In spite of 
damp, threatening weather, Col. William J. 
Bryan received a splendid reception on his 
arrival here to-day. The high terrace which 
formsa sort of natural amphitheater at the 
Michigan Central depot was lined with peo- 
ple. When the train pulled in the Univer- 
sity yell went up from thousands of th! oats, 
Col. Bryan was escorted by the University 
of Michigan Band and a non-partisan Citi- 
zens’ Committee to the University. Several 
hundred students followed. After lunching 
there was an informal reception in the 


court house. This evening Col. Bryan spoke 
on “Impertalism”’ in University Hall. He 
said in part: : 
“The President in his Boston speech has 
declared that the future of the Philippines 
isin the hands of the American people. This 
is all that has been contended for by the 
opponents of the coionial potey outlined by 
those who have demanded the forcible and 
ermanent annexation of the Philippine Is- 
ands. If the matter is in the hands of the 
American people then it is a subject for 
discussion by the American people, and the 
only question to be considered and decided 
is whether the permanent retention of the 
Philippine Islands is desirable. And in con- 
sidering what is desirable we must con- 
sider what is best for the people of . the 
United States and what is best for the Fili- 
pinos, Those who oppose the colonial policy 
deny that the adoption of such a policy by 
this nation would be beneficial either to the 
United States or to the alien race over 
which our sovereignty would be extended. 
“The sooner the questien is settled the 
better. It is putting the cart before the 
horse to say that the nation cannot reveal 
its purpose until the Filipinos lay down 
theirarms If the nation would declare its 
intention to establish a stable and indepen- 
dent government in the Philippines and 
then leave that government in the hands of 
the people of the islands, hostilities would 
be suspended at once, and further . blood- 
shed would be avoided. What would our 
eolonists have thought of a demand upon 
the part of England that we first lay down 
our arms and surrender to the king, an 
then trust to the decision that he would 
make? Now that the treaty has been rati- 
fied and Spain eliminated from the ques- 
tion. the American people are free to take 
such action as the circumstances require. 
Shall our nation enter upon a carcer * 
conquést and substitute the doctrine 0o 
force for the power of examp:e and the =. 
fluence of counsel?) Our forefathers fougnt 
for independence under 4@ banner upon 
which was inecribed the motto Millions for 
defense but not one cent for tribute.’ And 
so those who to-day not only desire Ameri- 
ean independence but are willing to encour- 
age the idea of independence and self-gov- 
ernment in other races can fight under a 
banner upon which is inscribed a similar 
motto. ‘Millions for defense but not one 
: or conquest.’ 
ya ad of ‘the advocates of a colonial 
policy have sought to lay upon those pS 
opposed the ratification of the treaty the 
responsibility for the bloodshed around Ma- 
nila. While I believed and still believe that 
it was better to ratify the treaty and make 
the fight for Philippine independence be- 
fore the American people rather than 
through diplomatic negotiations with Spatn. 
I deny that the Senatore who opposed rati- 
fication were in any way responsible for 
the commencement of hostilities. The re- 
sponsibility rests not upon those who op- 
posed the treaty, but upon those who re- 
fused to disclose the nation’s purpose and 
left the Filipinos to believe that t eir fight 
against Spain, instead of bringing them in- 
dependence, had only brought them 4 
change of masters. It was the desire to 
be independent that led the Filipinos to re- 
sist American authority, and their desire 
for independence was not inspired by any 
American opposition to the terms of the 
treaty. It will be remembered that the 
Filipinos issued a declaration of indepen- 
dence last summer before the treaty was 
negotiated. Opposition to the treaty, there- 
fore, could not have caused a desire for 
independence which was expressed before 
the treaty was made. If it is wrong for 
anyone in this country to inspire in other 
races a desire for self-government, the Im- 
periajists cannot confine their reproaches to 
the living. They must lay the blame upon 
American statesmen long since dead. Pat- 
rick Henry was responsible to some extent, 
because the sentiments expressed in his 
speech have found a lodgment in the hearts 
of all the races. Washington must also be 
blamed. for when he drew his sword in 
defense of the rights of the colonists, he 
ave inspiration to all similarly situated, 
Jefferson was largely to blame, because the 
Declaration of Independence, the work of 
his pen, has been an inspiration to the 
lovers of liberty in every clime. Abraham 
Lincoln cannot escape hie share of blame 
if those are to be blamed who have aroused 
among the oppressed a desire for partici- 
fived.. in the government under which they 


ived. When the great Emancipator de- 
ivered his speech at Gettysburg and ap* 
ealed to the people of the United States 

o so act that ‘a Government of the peo- 
ple, for the people and by the people shall 
not perish from the earth,’ he did more to 
stimulate the desire for self-government 
than has been done by any other public 
man in half a century. 

“The American people eannot apply the 
European and monarchical doctrine of force 
in the subjugation and government of alien 
races and at the same time stand forth as a 
defender of the principles embodied in our 
Declaration of Independence and Constitu- 
tion, A man may live a double life when 
only one of his lives is known, but as soon 
as his duplicity becomes manifest to the 
world he can lead but one life and that the 
worst. As s00n as we establish two forms 
of government, one by consent in this 
country, and the other by force in Asia, 
we shall cease to have the influence of a 
Republic and join in the spoiliation of help- 
lees people under the pretense of confer- 
ring upon them unsought and undesired 
blessings. Independence for the Filipinos 
under a protectorate, which will guard 
them from outside interference while the 
work out their destiny, is consistent with 
American traditions, American history, and 
American interests. The sooner the dec- 
laration is made the sooner will come the 
rewards to individuals and nations who 
strive to do good.”

Plan for the City to Aid the 
World’s Fair. 


A BOND ISSUE IS DESIRED. 


COMMITTEE THINKS THAT THE 
BEST METHOD. 


Proposed to Let the People Vote on 
Two Amendments, Each Author- 
izing the Issuance of Bonds 
for $5,000,000. 


The Committee on Charter ahd Incorpora- 
tion reported to the Executive Commitee 
of the Louisiana Purchase Celebration yés- 
terday afternoon at a meeting held in the 
rooms of the Noonday Club, in the Security 
Bullding. Messrs, Blair, Judson, Finkeln- 
burg, Nagel and Campbell comprise the 
commifiee. All are lawyers, and upon their 
recommendation it was unanimously decid- 
ed to secure a State charter in preference 
to a Federal charter. The meeting consid- 
ered in detail the clauses of a bill which is 
to be introduced at Jefferson City to make 
it possible to incorporate a company of the 
character desired. 

The meeting lasted nearly all the after- 
noon. D. R. Francis presided, and there 
were present: John D. Davis, 8S. ‘M. Dodd, 
F. A. Drew, R. B. Dula, Howard Elliott, 
¥F. D. Hirschberg, C: H. Huttig, A. L. Shap- 
leigh, L. B. Tebbetts, C. H. Turner, Julius 
S. Walsh, J. J. Wertheimer, James L. 
Blair, Pierre Chouteau, Nathan Frank, 8. 
MM. Kennard, C. P. Walbridge and Rolla 
Wells. 

The first step toward securing municipal 
aid from the city was also taken, The 
committee of attorneys reported three al- 
ternative ways of securing the necessary 
authorization to increase the bonded in- 
debtedness of the city, which is now about 
$2,500,000 above the limit prescribed by the 
charter, although the floating debt is nom- 
{nal aS compared with other cities. The 
first way suggested was by charter amend- 
ment; the cecond way by State legislative 
enactment, authorizing the Municipal As- 
sembly, with the: Mayor’s approval, to se- 
cure additional bonds without a_e special 
vote of the people; third, by a State con- 
stitutional amendment authorizing the sub- 
mission of the question to the voters of St. 
Louis, without amending the charter, thus 
requiring a majority vote only. 

The committee decided in favor of the 

first plan and requested the Committee on 
Charter and Incorporation to prepare the 
necessary legislation for the submission to 
the people of St. Louis of two charter 
amendments to be voted on separately; one 
for the issuing of bonds of $5,000,000 for 
World’s Fair purposes, and the other for 
the issuing of $5,000,000 additional bonds for 
public improvement purposes, notably, the 
proper representation of the city for a 
World’s Fair by the building of necessary 
bridges, sewers, etc., and indispensable 
work on the principal streets. An addi- 
tlonal tax of one mill will, it was pointed 
out, pay the Interest on both issues of 
bonds thus contemplated, and the opinion 
Was expressed that the charter amendments 
would be carried by an almost unanimous 
vote.

PHILPER GOT 
OUT A WARRANT 


He Charges Harry Nuttall 
With Perjury. 


LITTLE GRAFTER - IN 


NUTTALL DECLARES WILL 
NOT BE FRIGHTENED. 


Surrendered Himself and Promises to 
Go Before the Grand Jury and 
Give Additional Testi- 
mony. 


Harry A. Nuttall declares the City Hull 
“gang’’ is trying to frighten him into flee- 
ing the city and that no power within 
reach of the “gang’’ can compel him to 
forego the pleasure of “‘turning them up.”’ 

Nuttall jis in jail, but he says ‘woe he 
unto them when I get out.”” The little 
man who peddled engineers’ licenses for 
what they would bring now wants to 
send others to the penitentiary. All of 
this because he says certain men were not 
loyal to him. 
plices. 

‘‘Had those men been in my fix financially 
I would have rotted in the Cole County jail, 
or in any other place they might have put 
me, rather than squeal. But they have 
money; Philper owns a machine shop and is 
worth $200,000. Why, he could have sent a 
check for $300 to the corner saloon and had 
it cashed. That was all I wanted; $300 to 
pay my fine. That was their share. I got 
the hot end of it; I was in for the limit, 
10 days in jail and $300 fine. I was willing 
to stick for the 10 days; that was my share; 
but the $300 was their share. They refused 
to come up. I gave them plenty of chances, 
but they walked back. 

“TI went to Philper before even I gave 
myself up to the Senate. He said he'd see 
me through and he did not. Neither did 
Price. I telephoned Philper just before 
I left the Laclede Hotel to go on the stand, 
just to give him another chance to be a 
man with me. He said: ‘I can’t do any- 
thing,’ and I said, ‘Well, I can,’ and rang 
off. And I did do something. But that's 
not all. I’m like the Irishman: ‘When I'm 
with yez, I’m with yez, and when I’m agin 
yez, I’m agin yez.’ I’m agin Price and 
Philper. 

“I've got the documents to prove every- 
thing I said on the stand the last time. 
Every statement I made that day was on 
the square. I was sober and knew what I 
Was up against that day. The other time I 
was drunk. These men hadn't shown how 
cheap they were then and I went ahead and 
protected them, not knowing what I was 
doing. I don’t think a man can perjure 
himself when he is drunk. Besides, it was 
Price’s money that made me drunk. It 
was a scheme to get me full of booze so I 
would goin and protect them. That part 
was allright. I’ve got no kick on that, but 
when they threw me down when I needed 
help to keep from staying in jail a year I 
passed them up and went out to play even 
with them 

“They can't get all of the witnesses out 
of town. I’ve got enough to back me up 
in everything I said, This warrant against 
me is only a bluff. The City Hall ‘gang’ 
think I'll get bond and jump it. ‘They 
want to get me out of town to keep me 
from testifying before the grand jury. 
Well, I'll get bond, but I won’t jump the 
town—not on your life.’’ 

The warrant charging Nuttall with per- 
jury was sworn to by Philper. The allega- 
tion is that Nuttall perjured himself in the 
material part of his ,testimony which 
charged Philper with having received 
money for ilcenses and dividing it with 
Price, A specific allegation is that the tes- 
timony about Nordberg paying Philper $89 
in a saloon at Eleventh and Chestnut sts., 
perjured Nuttall. 

‘The warrant was issued about 10:30 o’clock 
yesterday morning. The paper was given 
to a colored deputy sheriff to serve. A 
reporter informed Nuttall shortly after the 
warrant was issued. Nuttall promptly 
avent to the Four Courts dnd surrendered 
to Chief Desmond. Nuttall said he was 
guiltless of the charge and did not propose 
to be chased out of the city. He stated 
that he could procure a bondsman by tele- 
phone. It was then about 11:30. Chief 
Desmond permitted him to use the tele- 
phone and allowed him to remain in the 
detectives room until 2:30. At that time 
Nuttall told the officer who was in charge 
of him that it was useless to wait longer 
for the bondsman whom he had expected, 
who was an undertaker and was probably 
directing a funeral. 


BULGARIA =PROBABLY LOST. 


When Last Seen “the Waters Were 
Nearly Over Her and All on 
Board Wore Life Preservers. 


BREMEN, Feb. 18.—The British steamer 
Koordistan, Capt. Simpson, from Savannah 
on Jan, 26 for’'this port, has arrived here 
and reports that Feb. 5, in lat. 41 north and 
long, 44 west, she sighted the Hamburg- 
American line steamer Bulgaria, which was 
signaling that she was in want of imme- 
diate assistance and sinking. 

The British of] tank steamer Weehawken 
and another eteamer were standing by the 
Bulgaria at the time. The steering gear of 
the latter was broken and her rudder was 
beating violently from side to side. The 
Bulgaria also had a heavy list to port, her 
deck being level with the water on the 
port side. Her port boats had been carried 
away. 

The boats of the Koordistan vainly at- 
tempted to reach the Bulgaria, but were 
unable to do so, owing to the heavy 
weather preva'ling. The Koordistan stood 
by the digabled steamer for 28 hours, but 
lost sight of her during a hurricane, which 
was accompanied by hail, Feb. 6, 

It was evident to those on board the 
Koordistan that the machinery of the Bul- 
garia was: disabled, but, they say, every- 
thing was quiet on board and there was 
no panic.

KEPT MANY PERSONS OUT OF EM- 
PLOYMENT. 


HELPED OTHERS GET WORK. 


Some of the Eleemosynary Institutions 
Had Fewer Applications for Aid 
Than During Ordinary Weather. 


Severe cold weather, such as continued 
the first two weeks in February, causes 
much suffering among the destitute, but, 
While it hurts some, it brings work and 
profit to others. Some of the effects of the 
cold, as shown by the records of charitable 
institutions, are not what would be ex- 
pected. 

Such institutions as furnish food, shelter 
and clothing are naturally the first to show 
an increase of applications, but this is not 


the case at all of them. The Provident As- 
sociation, the police stations, the Home of 
Rest and the Salvation Army refuges were 
the places showing the greatest increases 
in the applications for shelter. At the 
Provident Association the books show 3416 
approved applications for aid from Jan. 4 
to Feb. 15, of which 2658 were heads of 
families and 716 homeless men; while from 
Nov. 1 to Jan. 30 the families relieved num- 
bered only 1903. Other records show the 
same ratio. Thus during the two weeks of 
intense cold 9314 bushels of coal were given. 
away, while for the whole three months 
preceding only 14,336 bushels were required 
for all applicants. In provisions 37,787 
pounds were distributed in two weeks, 
against 71,529 pounds the preceding three 
months; 2694 pieces of clothing for the two 
weeks, against 6288 pieces for three months, 
and 420 pairs of shoes in two weeks against 
70 pairs for three months. 

The City Hospital always shows an in- 
crease in very cold weather. Not from in- 
creased sickness so much as that homeless 
men ask for hospital accommodations to 
secure shelter, warmth and food if only 
for a brief period. The rules governing ad- 
mission are not rigidly enforced in such bit- 
ter weather, and men who at other times 
would be refused a permit, as not being 
ill enough to warrant hospital treatment, 
are sent to the institution without a too 
careful diagnosis. They are not kept there 
long, unless really ill—two or three days, 
perhaps—then they must move on to make 
room for others. During the two weeks of 
cold there were 420 admissions, against 343 
the preceding two weeks, an increase of 
2 per cent. 

The Female Hospital, on the other hand, 
shows a slight decrease during the cold 
weather, with 91 admissions, against 97 the 
preceding two weeks. This may easily be 
accounted for. There are fewer homeless 
women and men, and; so far trom seeking 
the hospital for a temporary home, the 
average woman will not go unless reaily 
ill, and then only as a last resort. The 
severe cold-weather in: the case of women 
had a tendency to decrease admiesions, be- 
cause the sick would postpone ‘going aut 
in the cold, and enduring the misery of the 
long ride of possibly five miles in an un- 
comfortable ambulance with no heating ar- 
rangements. 

It is more surprising, however, 
Poorhouse shows a distinct falling off in 
applications during the cold snap. Only 
11 persons applied for admittance from Feb. 
1 to Feb. 15, against 16 from Jan. 31 to Feb. 
1, and an average of 42 per month through- 
out the year. This can only be accounted 
for on the theory that the old and infirm 
had already been got rid of by their next 
of kin or former protectors before winter 
set in. 

The Dispensary might be expected to 
show an increase of applicants. On the 
contrary, it shows a most decided decrease, 
1200 applying for relief from Jan. 16 to Jan. 
31, against 1172 from Feb. 1 to Feb. 15. This 
is due to the cold weather rendering the 
slightly ill unwiiling to face the elements 
to get temporary relief. As a matter of 
fact, as soon as the weather moderated the 
applications increased. 

The most surprising statistics come from 
the police stations. At the first beginning 
of the cold snap there was a sudden in- 
crease of applications for shelter. In the 
First District 100 applied between Jan. 15 
and Jan. 31. It was cold weather then, but 
not nearly so cold as after Feb. 2, but after 
the latter date only 39 applied until Feb. 14. 
Another surprising feature was that 500 
homeless men found their way out to the 
Mounted Station in Forest Park during the 
= “te oe they must have been nearer 
o half a dozen stations. befor i 
Aloe e getting 

In all upwards of 2500 men and some 150 
women sought shelter at the various sta- 
tions. 

The labor agencies say there has been a 
decrease of fully 100 per cent in the demand 
for laborers during the cold spell. Rail- 
roads employing large numbers of labor- 
ers have been compelled to cancel orders 
for men. One concern—Koenig’s Labor 
Agency—with a contract for 500 men, re- 
ceived a telegram telling it to wait for fur- 
ther orders. The men were kept idle for 
two weeks before orders came to send them 
on. Since the weather moderated dis- 
patches from Illinois, Texas, Missouri, Ar- 
kansas. Miss‘ssippi and Louisiana have 
been received asking for bodies of men, 
ranging from 75 to 20. Altogether it Is re- 
ported that 5000 men were kept out of work 
by the cold snap. 

This agency reports that the demand for 
teamsters and ice cutters has showed lit- 
tle if any increase. The coal men have ap- 
plications enough to fill the!r carts, and the 
ice cutters are recruited from the levea 
where sufficient unemployed men can al- 
ways be found. 

The coal dealers agree that the increase 
of orders was 300 per cent, but refused to 
furnish actual statistics, saying they were 
too busy filling orders to go over their 
books to say just how many tons additional 
were furnished over'the 15 days before the 
cold spell. 

The builders allege that not a great many 
men were deprived of work because of the 
intense cold. Only two or three large buiid- 
ings are going up down town, and on those 
probably 400 men are temporarily laid off. 
Other building operations have been sus- 
pended during winter months, as they al- 
ways are.

PRESIDENT OF THE SCHOOL 
BOARD INCENSED. 


OBJECTS TO  INSINUATIONS. 


Mr. Studniczka’s Alleged Intimation 
of Wrong-Doing in the Board 
Caused a Discussion. 


The Building Cémmittee of the School 
Board had an interesting meeting yester- 
day afternoon at the Board of Education 
Building. 

It was a special meeting called to con- 
sider the advisability of adding a third 
story to the new Rock Springs School 
Building. A delegation was heard in favor 
of the enlargement, and it was agreed that, 
as another story would have to be added 
soon anyhow it could be done most econom- 
ically at once, and the change in the plans 


was ordered. 

After this had been disposed of the meet- 
ing grew in interest. 

Chairman Paul F. Coste had brought 
along what he denominated a communica- 
tion. It related that his attention 
had been called to published interv‘ews 
with director Studniczka, in which Mr. 
Studniczka had expressed a belief that 
‘There is a ‘rake-off’ for somebody some- 
where in the contracts let on the recommen- 
dation of the Building Department and in 
the supply of coal to the schools.” 

Mr. Coste’s communication pointed out 
that a proper way .was provided by the 
Board’s rules and the charter of the Board 
of Education for the filing and investiga- 
tion of charges. 

Continuing, the communication gaid: 

“Il wish now, as Chairman of this com- 
mittee, to report, with reference to the in- 
terviews above referred to—copies of which 
I now produce, and ask the Commissioner 
of Schovl Building to file in his department 
as a part of the record of this meeting, 
that so far as I am concerned this commit- 
tee is ready at all times to give due hear- 
ing and invest'gation to any charges which 
Mr. Studniczka may have to make on the 
subject of ‘those interviews, or any other 
subject relating to this department, pro- 
vided such charges are drawn up and pre- 
sented in conformity with the rules of the 
Board. In view of the publication of such 
interviews and the serious character of the 
statements and insinuations therein con- 
tained, I propose to report th's communi- 
cation as a part of the proceedings had by 
this committee, to the next meeting of the 
Board. The Commissioner of School Build- 
ings is requested by me to record in his m‘n- 
utes of this meet‘ng the foregoing an- 
nouncement, and to attach to that record 
the clipping from a paper of Feb, 15 and 16, 
1899, which 1 now submit to this meeting.”’

RAPID ADVANCE IN PRICES IN 
WALL STREET. 


GRANGER’S SHARES LEADERS. 


Money Is Still Plentiful and Country 
Bankers Complain of Idle 
Funds. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

NEW YORK, Feb. 18.—The extent to 
which the short interest in the stock mar- 
ket was increased during its recent reac- 


tionary course was disclosed to-day in a 
general and rapid advance in prices, al- 
though,of course, there were also heavy op- 
erations for the long account. In American 
Tobacco the trading reflected a practically 
cornered condition of the stock, which 
seemed to be the result of wholly technical 
market conditions. The granger sharea, 
with Burlington & Quincey inthe lead, 
continued, however, the actual features of 
the markets and the trading in these stocks 
was plainly based upon the refunding 
prospects in the instance of Burlington & 
Quincy. There were, however, heavy deal- 
ings in St. Paul and Rock Island at sharp 
advances, and, indeed, all the standard is- 
eues were in strong demand. Interest in 
the market was remarkably well distrib- 
uted, particularly for a Saturday, and the 
dealings attained a very large total. There 
vee nothing particularly new in the situa- 
on. 

Among the lower priced issues there was 
great activity at advancing prices, in the 
Chicago Terminal shares, where the buy- 
ing was based on the reports that the com- 
pany would be substantially benefitted 
by the carrying out of the Alton deal, 
Apart from the stocks named, there were 
sharp advances in Brooklyn Rapid Transit, 
Metropolitan Street Railway and People's 
Gas, Manhattan Railway was depressed in 
the early dealings by the announcement 
that the city authorities would farce the 
company to remove its structure from the 
battery, but it later recovered its/lass. The 
industrial shares were heavily dealt in, 
and were firm, with sugar refining and the 
steel and wire shares the features, aside 
from American Tobacco. 


The figures of the bank statement were 
compiled on the average of the five busi- 
ness days of the week. A further large 
increase in loané amounting to $8,567,000 was 
shown, which together with an increase of 
cash holdings of $1,140,000 caused an expan- 
sion in deposits of $9,113,000. The banks now 
hold $34,373,000 in excess of the lwaful re- 
quirements. The percentage of resedves 
held is now 28.8 Money lenders in interior 
cities continue to complain of the difficulty 
they experience in employing their funds, 
which state of things is the result, to a 
great extent of the constant ‘‘consolidation"” 
of industrial enterprises, as has been pre- 
viously pointed out in this column. 

In consequence thése banks must turn to 
the New York investment market as a 
means of employing their funds, and there 
are constantly made heavy purchases of se- 
curities on this account, particularly of 
bonds and of high-grade and guaranteed 
stocks. Thus the country is graduaily tak- 
ing away the higher class of railway se- 
curities from the market, and in the process 
of eveciution going on their place in the 
speculative market is being filled by the 
capitalized and funded commercial paper 
dealt in under the name of industrial secur- 
ities. This last is, of course, a rough and 
broad generalization, but upon reflection it 
will be seen that the formation of these 
great industrial combinations points to new 
and almost untried conditions, both in the 
field of bank discounts and in the Invest- 
ment markets, 

It is now'in the power and opportunity 
of the speculator and investor to have a 
participating interest in Ohio rolling mills, 
Minnesota iron mills, New England paper 
and rubber mijlls and St. Louis topacco 
factories. There is indeed no Hmit to the 
field wherein the speculator and investor 
may now exercise his judgment or his spec- 
ulative spirit. With the present rate of 
development of the country, it seems high- 
ly probable that the trunk lines and other 
old stocks will before long lose all attrac- 
tion except for the very wealthy individual 
or corporation. 

Bankers could do no better yesterday than 
to employ their funds over until Monday 
at 2% to 2% per cent. An increasing re- 
luctance to extend accommodation on time 
loans is reported, but this is natural enough 
when it is recalled that four months’ loans 
made now will mature at the height of the 
crop movement season. The latest collated 
statistics in regard to the state of the 
country’s trade show no sensible diminu- 
tion in any lines and continued improve- 
ment and expansion in many. Trustwor- 
thy authorities, after carefully making cal- 
culations based upon all available data, 
estimate the extent of the European liqut- 
dation of American securities since the 
first of the year at $70,000,000. The treas- 
ury’s foreign trade statement for January 
shows an offset to this eum in the excess 
of merchandise exports of $58,000,000, though 
there should be deducted from the latter 
figure say $15,000,000 for freight charges and 
other invielble entries. In ¢he foreign ex- 
change market the result of this foreign 
liquidation appears in an advance of a lit- 
tle less than 2 cents in the pound sterling 
since the opening week of January. 

Some of the most trustworthy authorities 
in the foreign exchange market are dis- 
posed to believe that another year may go 
by without an outflow of gold to Europe. 
The most urgent seiling of American se- 
curities seems to have culminated. Money 
rates have relapsed all over Europe, thus 
removing any special inducements for the 
immediate settlement of international bal- 
ances. A world’s production of probably 
$300,000,000 gold this year, with a constant- 
ly expanding output, promises not only unl- 
versally lower discount rates, but also new 
investment and economic conditions. 


WEEKLY STOCK REVIEW. 


Max Judd & Co.’s weekly stock review 
reads: 

The week has experienced a market 
unusually healthy and firm in tone, and 
which clearly showed that the outside pub- 
lic was again ready to go into the mar- 
ket and give it heartiest support. In fact, 
the week has been by far the best so far 
this month, not only in point of increased 
sales, but also because of the seeming con- 
fidence that governed the actions of opera- 
tors. In the face of these facts, it is safe 
to say that we are at present enjoying a 
healthy, active market, and one that has a 
firm undertone. 

The bank statement is not as favorable 
as conservative operators may look for, on 
account of the decrease in the reserve; but 
then, the money situation being such a 
good one, and the rates of interest being so 
low, advances should be looked for in ail 
the better classes of securities. 

There are many important pending deals 
which will certainly materialise within the 
next 230 days. 

Among these deals may be mentioned the 
consolidation of all the tobacco interesis 
of the country, and now almost completed 
unification of the Vanderbilt Interests, 

The declaration of 6 per cent Interest on 
St. Paul will, without a doubt, have a 
beneficent influence on the market. 

The refunding proposition of the Burling. 
tor®& Quincy has been practically decided 
upon, and $100 may yet look cheap for “Q” 
stock. 

Important devlopments are looed for in 
Brooklyn Rapid: Transit. Almost every- 
thing on wheels on Long Island, whether 
it be steam or electricity, is under the 4i- 
rect contro! of the Flower interests there, 
and the highest prices in the history of 
the property is confidently looked for with- 
in the next sixty days. 

The market looks inviting on the high 
levela for bear rajds; yet this is an ex- 
tremely dangerous market to go shert of. 

The best advice that can be given at the 
present time is as follows: If one is not 
able to buy this market, them {t were beat 
to siay out of it altogether. Do not go 
short, and in the purchasing of industrial 
stocks the greatest caution and prudence 
is to be advised. The best known finan- 
clers and operators all over the country 
eeem to be extremely chary of a en eg 
in these secur.ties, and for this reason, | 
for no other, extreme care should bé taken.

away.

Oats Share in the General Decline, and 
Everything Is Bearish—Week- 
ly Market Review. 


WHEAT.—The week has been compara- 
tively free frém incident, but the trend has 
been steadily downward. For the first time 
in six weeks May wheat haa sold below Tic, 
and the indications are that it will still go 
lower. Early in the week there was much 
crop scare talk, but as soon as the sun 
shown, and warm weather appeared, all 
this was forgotten. Coupled with this was 
the smallest clearances of the whole crop 
season, less than 3,000,000 bu. This was due 
largely to inability te clear New York har- 
bor, but the figures had the effect, never- 
theless of making it appear that there 
was a large decrease in European demand, 
and that and the prospective increase in the 
visible supply, coupled with increased Ar- 
gentine shipments, 1,250,000 bu for the week, 
and lower cables and lack of speculative 
demand sent the price down to 74% at the 
close of business yesterday, 

Stocks show no practical difference. Be- 
yond a thousand bushels or 60 they are 
the same as a week ago, and they cut no 
figure in the gituation, Very little wheat 
of good quality is coming in, and prices for 
anything below No. 8 show a decline. 

CORN—The market has been so dull and 
speculative demands so light all the week 
that it would be futile to undertake to ex- 
plain why the price of May has declined 
over 2c from a weck ago, but such is the 
fact. The market has simply sunk under 
ite own weight, slowly day by day, %c, 4c, 
lec, one day as much as 4@%c, until at the 
close yesterday May ¢orn sold at 33%@33'ec, 
just #éc lower than it sold a week ago. 

OATS—The market went down for the 
week just ic, noi because of any condi- 
tion, but simply because wheat and corn 
were down, and with the general bearish 
movement oats had to drop. In the local 
speculative market there was nothing at 
all doing. Spots dropped with futures and 
are le lower than a week ago. 
FLOUR—The market has been inert all 
the week. The expert demand has. been at 
a standstill, and the domestic trade lim- 
ited by immediate demand. Prices have 
been unchanged, 


HAY—Receipts improvel decidedly with 
relaxation from the immoderate cold, but 
petens remained unchanged, with fair de- 
mand. 


CHIC’AGO MARKET LETTER—Follow- 
ing is the weekly letter of J. F. Harris by 
private wire tu J. W. Sanferd: 


CHIOAGO, Feb. 18..-Wheat ruled weak, 
influenced largely by the decline in other 
pits, The selling, however, appeared to be 
argely for short account. Under Tic it was 
generally expected there would be a big 
uncovering of stop orders, but such did not 
prove the case. ere was large buying by 
several commission houses on the break and 
to-night the market locally appears a short 
one. Price up to 724%4c on the curb right 
after the close. Week’s clearances were 
very light and as a consequence world’s 
shipments Monday will be comparatively 
small. A prominent exporting house wires 
ue just at the close to-night that they ex- 
ct a fair export demand next week, as 
urope wants some wheat for prompt ship- 
ment.

Oats were soft. The cause was the fact 
that 1,250,000 bu afloat will be added to 
the visible and local stock on Monday. 
Receipts keep large and speculative trade 
light. Selling was by holders. 
Provisions—It has been very tiresome 
waiting for an upturn in these products. 
Although they may work a little lower we 
still belleve in much higher prices ulti- 
mately.

Citizens of Wellston Oppose 
Two Street Railways, 


LAYING OF TRACKS BEGUN. 


eee 


PEOPLE SAY THEY WILL MAIN- 
TAIN THEIR RIGHTS. 


Work Interfered With by Property 
Owners, Who Claim the Roads 
Have No Right to Lay 

Four Tracks. — 


Trouble was brewing last night in the 
little suburb of Wellston, and i may cul- 
minate to-day in persona] conflict. 

The citizens believe their private rights 
are being encroached upon by two private 
corporations, and they have declared the‘r 
intention to defend them to any exteni, 
and at any cost. Meanwhile the agents of 


the corporations, defiant of the threats of 
citizens, are working dii‘gently to complete 
the plans of their employers. 

The corporations are St. Louis Cqunty 
Street Ra:lway Co., which is really the 
Lindell Railway Co. of St. Louls, and the 
Wellston, St. Charles & Creve Coeur Rail- 
way Co. Both hold franchises from the 
St.. Louis County Court to lay double tracks 
along the St. Charies Rock Road, which 
passes through Wel)ston, and is the avenue 
along which its mershants draw the great- 
er portion of their, trade. 

The former holds its franchise by virtue 
of its acquirement of the old Greensfelder 
horse car line, which was established in 
1889, with a 60-year charter. The franchise 
of the latter was granted in March, 1897, 
and ajso continues for a period of 3 years, 

The citizens of Wellston say they do not 
know how these franchises were issued. 
They do not understand why two uncondi- 
tional charters, in terms directly hostile to 
each other, were issued to two separate 
companies. ws, 

But they declare they do know that a se- 
rious blunder was made that, unless 
they can take some action that will pre- 
vent the terms of the two charters from 
becoming operative, enjoyment of their 
property will be prevented and all their 
public highway will be taken from them 
for the use of private corporations, 

Nothing seems to them left but force. 
They have appealed to the courts in vain. 

John Oth and Alexander Johnson, on be- 
half of the citizens, went before Judge 
Hirzel of the St. Louis County Circuit 
Court Ast night and stated their grievances 
and mede a showing of the possible violence 
and resort to mob law that might follow 
the failure of the courts to give the remedy 
desired. But Judge Hirzel declined to issue 
the injunction, 

His action leaves the matter in the hands 
of the people, who say they will take some 
decisive action to-day. Their plan is to go 
before the managers of the two street car 
companies and request them to cease lay- 
ing their tracks until the question of the 
franchise can be adjudicated in court. 

If this request is ignored, the citizens say, 
a large body of men will be collected and 
will be instructed to drive the track-lay- 
ers from their work and keep them away 
until the managers may be forced to terms. 

There is little doubt that this plan wili 
result in a collision between the citizens 
and the’ street-car employes. The man- 
agers and contractors are determined to 
build their track, and it is said they have 
issued instructions to their men to resist 
any efforts to interfere with them. 

Probably the first efforts of the citizens 
to protect their rights will be directed 
against the St. Louis County Street Rall- 
way Co., which has made the greatest 
progress in laying its track. It had placed 
over one mile of track in position last 
night at 9 o’clock, in spite of the fact that 
it only began work yesterday morning at 
8:30 o'clock. It had anticipated hostile 
demonstrations from the citizens and kept 
its preparations to ia@y its track in the 
greatest secrecy. Not a piece of material 
was put on the ground until the time for 
building the track had come. Then many 
wagong loaded with steel rails and ties 
were driven to the scene @nd unloaded. 

Fifty opt were put.tv work building 
the track and this task was pushed rap- 
idly. The first tie was put in position in 
front of the Farmers’ Central Township 
Hall, and when the workmen quit last 
night they were within three blocks of the 
business dietrict of Wellston. But in doing 
their work they tore away many fences 
about private residences and completely de- 
molished a mile of good sidewalk, which 
Weliston constructed only two months ago 
at an expense. of $500. -In. several places 
the ties of the ouside track’ protruded onto 
private lots. The citizeng.' greatly an- 
gered by this apparent carelessness of their 
property rights, but were eo taken by sur- 
prise that they did not think of making 
an organized demonstration against the 
movement until it had been committed.

GOT HER JEWELS AND MONEY. 


MRS. RICHARD RICKS AT THE 
MERCY OF THIEVES. 


Awoke in the Night to Find Burglars 
in Her Room, Who Prevented 
Her From Crying for 
Help. 


Mrs. Richard Ricks was alone and at the 
mercy of two burglars in her*home at 813 
N. Cardinal av. Friday night. They attacked 
her, and while one robber held her throat in 
his clenched hands to drown her cries for 
help the other ransacked the room. Then 
they escaped with their plunder. 

‘Mrs. Ricks is a widow and lives alone.

After midnight she was awakened 
with a start. She thought she heard a foot- 
step in the hall and some words in muffled 
tones, 

She roused herself and sat up in her bed. 
She looked and listened. Thinking she was 
mistaken she sank back on her pillow and 
closed her eyes. She had not gone to eleep 
again until she felt that some one was in 
the room with her. There was no noise this 
time, ‘but she knew instinctively. She 
opened her eyes, and what she saw so ter- 
rified her that she was deprived of her 
power of speech. 

Standing at the door and almost under 
the dimly burning gas jet were the forms 
of two men. Their figures were plainly 
outlined, and though the lower part of their 
faces were concealed by handkerchiefs, she 
could see that they were white men. She 
raised herself in the bed and tried to 
scream, but she could not.

OPED UNIQUE FEATURES. 


TESTIMONY OF THE CHILDREN. 


Mrs. Lyman Almost Lost Sight Of in 


the Allegations, Which Appear 
to Involve Others. 


The Lyman divorce case was laid over 
yesterday afternoon in Judge Fiitcraft’s 
court until to-morrow morning. Several 
witnesses are yet to be examined and prob- 
ably the whole of Monday will be consumed 
in taking testimony. 

This is one of the most unique cases ever 
tried in the St. Louis Circuit Court. Al- 
though Mrs. Maude Lyman is the plaintiff 
in the suit, her mother, Mrs, Jennie 8. 
Bushnell, figures more prominently in the 
testimony. 

The mother-in-law was thus made the 
issue. The greater portion of the evidence 


offered has been adduced for the purpose 
of showing who was responsible for her 
alleged troubles with Mr. Lyman. The 
suit has developed into a fight between 
mother-in-law and son-in-law, and, in the 
confusion, Mrs. Lyman’s individual griev- 
ances are almost lost sight of. 

Mr. Lyman is so impressed with Mrs. 
Bushnell's influence over his wife that, 
through his attorney, he asked that she 
be excluded from ‘the courtroom while 
Mrs. Lyman was testifying, saying that 
her presence would be an unnecessary in- 
spiration to the plaintiff. 

To sustain her contention that the de- 
fendant was unusually severe with his 
mother-in-law and that he only imagined 
she had an unhappy influence over her 
daughter because of hig hatred of her, the 
plaintiff intfoduced in evidence yesterday 
an agreement which, she claimed, the de- 
fendant forced Mrs. Bushnell to sign, July 
17, 1898, before he would allow her to enter 
his house, despite the fact, the plaintiff 
alleges, that she was in great need of her 
mother’s services. 

The agreement sets forth that Mrs. Bush- 
nell, in consideration of being dllowed to 
enter Mr. Lyman’s house and attend her 
daughter during her illness, obligates her- 
self not to assume a domineering attitude 
over the household, to treat Mr. Lyman 
civilly, to leave the house upon the com- 
plete restoration of her daughter’s health 
and to use no persuasive arts to induce her 
daughter to become dissatisfied with her 
husband. 

The defendant’s principal witnesses are 
his two pretty little daughters, Lillian, aged 
13 years, and , aged 14 years. They 
were born of his firet marnage and their 
mother is dead. They testified that Mrs. 
Bushnell constantly tantalized their fath- 
er, though she was good to them. They 
said that most of the quarreling in their 
household was done by Mrs. Bushnell.

TRAINED 


‘JOHN M’BURNEY’S LONG AND 
EVENTFUL LIFE ENDED. 


WGRKED FOR THE GOVERNMENT 


Passing of a Man Who Drilled Mules 
So That They Would Serve 
Uncle Sam’s Soldiers. 


The: funeml of a St. Louis man who 
played an i ant althowgh obscure part 
in the war with Spain will take place. to- 
day. John McBurney of 1700 N. Sarah st., 
who was master of transportation at Jef- 
ferson Barracks from the early part of 
May last until he became ill in November, 
died at his home Friday night. His re- 
mains will be interred in Calvary Cemetery 
this afternoon. 

McBurney wes the man who trained the 
thousands of mules shipped from St. Louis 
to the United States troops to bear the 
packs which carried food and ammunition 
to American soldiers in Cuba, and Porty 
Rico. He had charge of the immense 
packers’ camp at Jefferson Barracks dur- 
ing the war. Thousands of green mules 
were trained to carry packs under his di- 
rection and at times he had upwards of 200 
pla‘nsmen hired by the Government as 
patkKers under nis commard, 

Hé was 65 years old. Up to the time of 
his illness he was strong and vigorious as 
a youth, although his hair was gray and 
his face weather-beaten and wrinkled. 

The hfe of McBurney was an eventful 
one. In 1857 he was a member of Gen. 
Harney’s Mormon expedition, fitted out at 
Salt Lake City. During the civil war he 
was a pack master in the Union army. 
For a time he was stationed at Rolla, 
Mo., where he fitted out mule trains. He 
was in charge of the wagon train that 
carried the wounded from the battle of Wiil- 
son's Creek. After the civil war he went 
West with the troops engaged in suppress- 
ing Indian uprisings. In 1869 he conducted 
a wagon train from the present site of 
Cheyenne, Wyo., to Nevada City and re- 
turn. During the trip the train was am- 
a by Indians and several whites were 

ed. 

He came to St. Louis tn 1878, and founded 
the first transfer company in the city. It 
was the predecessor of the St. Louis Trans- 
fer Co. He was connected with the later 
company from the time it was organized 
until two years ago. 

His death was due to a throat affection 
of long standing.

_mext Monday for the killing of Mrs. Lizzie 
Ewing, in youth her dearest friend, in 
young womanhood her constant companion, 
end the wife of Frank Ewing, her hus- 
band’s brother. 


To the people of the little city of Hopkins 
it seems that this cannot be true. It is too 
terrible, too impossible. And yet it seems 
but yeosternight that it happened—that 
there wae a shot in George Ewing's home 
and Ida, his wife, in her nightrobe, ran 
from her home and through the yard to 
the open door of her neighbor, Mrs. Luse, 
crying, in the full confession of terror and 
anguish: “Oh, Mrs. Luse, I've killed L’‘z- 
gie! I shot her twice!’ It seems even 
yesterday they buried Lizzie Ewing, whose 
@eweet face not even those who loved her 
could look upon in farewell:because of the 
ugly bullet holes and the powder that had 
Boiled the pretty brow, and that Frank Ew- 
ing, the husband whose sweetheart was 
Giain, and George Ewing, the husband of 
her slayer, still brothers, clung to each 
ether over Lizzie’sa grave and dripped each 
upon the other tears welling from the 
broken hearts of two men than whom no 
gaan has had greater sorrow. 


The law has dealt firmly with Lizzte 
Ewing's slayer since the first few days fol- 
lowing the killing, when she was permitted 
the freedom of her home under surveillance 
of a constable. At her preliminary hear.nz 
she was held for the grand jury under 
bond. When the grand jury met in October 
it returned against her an indictment for 
murder in the first degree, and since then, 
despite the strenuous efforts of relatives 
and friends of wealth and influence. Mrs. 
Ewing has been an inmate of the Maryville 
jail. She is permitted to see none but her 
feintives and lawyers, and is said, thouen 
it was expected that imprisonment would 
wear hard upon her, to be in perfect health 
Her husband and two children go to Mary. 
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ville every Sunday ‘to visit the prisoner, for 
not all that has happened has been enough 
to estrange George Ewing from either his 
wife or brother. 

It all happened a fall and a winter ago— 
the shooting Sept. 26 and the burying two 
days thereafter; but it seems a shorter 
time to the people of Hopkins—shorter be- 
cause it was so shocking; because it was 
so far from their ideas of the things that 
might possibly happen; because everybody 
in Hopkins and around Hopkins knew the 
wives of Frank and George Ewing, and 
had known them when they were lIittle 
g'irls—years before Lizzie Clutter, the sweet- 
est girl in Hopkins,married Frank Ewing, 
and before Ida Phillips, as vivacious and 
pretty as Lizzie Clutter was quiet and 
sweet, married Frank Ewing’s brother. 
They remembered that the girls had been 
dear chums when they were little misses, 
and constant friends when they were 
young ladies, and it seemed to them the 
most fitting thing in the world that Lizz‘e 
Clutter should have married Frank Ewing 
and Ida Phillips Frank's brother George. 
All in all it was too much to belleve that 
Ida could have killed Lizzie, and killed her 
the way so many people think she did—by 
shooting her while she slept. 

Nobody but Ida Ewing knows why she 
killed her sister. She says she did it in 
self-defense: that Lizzie’s little boy went 
to sleep on the floor and was disturbed by 
Ida's little girl, whereupon, so Ida has told 
them many times over, Lizzie hurled the 
little girl against the wall, with the angry 
exclamation that the child had no sense; 
which so angered Ida that she struck Liz- 
zie, and was fighting with her when Lizzie 
secured an old derringer p‘etol that was in 
the room and pointed it at Ida, who took 
her husband's revolver from a drawer and 
shot Lizzie twice, once In the forehead and 
once in the temple. Their husbands were 
away, and they were spending the night to- 
gether, so there was no witneas to the k!ll- 
ing unless it was one of the little children. 

So there is no eye witnesses’ story save 
that told by the woman who did the kill- 
ing and, naturally enough, there are stories 
of the other kind—the kind that come of 
putting two and two together without 
exactly knowing who did supply all the 
fractions and units of gossip which went 
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to make up the twos. These stories, even 
if Ida Ewing has told the truth, will not 
do her any good when she is tried, for 
they tell the story of the killing in a way 
quite different from the recitation of the 
woman who did it, and they base every- 
thing upon this query: 

Did envy drive Ida Ewing to murder? 

It would have been etrange if Ida had 
not been envious of Lizzie. It would have 
been strange to the extent of proving George 
Ewing's wife so unlike all other women— 
and men. For Lizzie and Ida were women 
of two different types. Lizzie was of that 
type of women whose natures prompt them 
to live in that quiet, sincere and gentle 
way which attracts the love of women and 
men. She was light haired and blue eyed. 
Ida was of that type of women who, though 
pretty and clever, appeal to the favor of 
others more fcr their vivacity than for the 
little things that are winning because they 
are womauly. 

The people of Hopkins loved Lizzie Ew- 
ing and love will not be hid. They liked 
Ida and would not purposely have shown 
their warmer feeling for Lizzie, but all men 
and women are not actors, even though all 
the world is a stage, and Ida Ewing was 
sharp. She was with Lizzie always—at ev- 
ery meeting in which they were associated 
with the ladies of their church; at the lit- 
tle society gatherings of the community; 
at the family assemblages and dinners. And 
unless Ida was unlike other humans she 
saw always that Lizzie was the favorite 
wherever they went. 

And Lizzie was more than the favorite 
of the community and her famliy. She was 
more fortunate in the possession of little 
things which delight a woman's heart, 
Frank Ewing prospered more than his 
brother in his business, and he was able 
to give Lizzie a better home and surround 
her with more comforts than George could 
afford for Ida. And Ida was proud and 
sensitive of these things. 

And if Ida were very envious of Lizzie? 
What then? Frank Ewing. whose wife was 
killed, says he warned Lizzie to beware of 
Ida lest Ida's love for her become hate. 
Frank knew what sort of a woman was 
lda—loving and gentie if stroked the right 
way and fierce and avenging in anger. There 
was no mistaking Ida's nature, for Frank 
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will not lift his hand to avenge the killing 
of his wife, for Ida is his brother's wife, 
but a man cannot have so great a sorrow 
as his without some slight bitterness such 
as Frank Ewing displayed when he said 
he had warned Lizzie to beware of Ida. 

And if Ida envied Lizzie and Frank was 
right about Ida? Why, then, did Ida kill 
her eister ana trienayY Did her love of Liz- 
zie, as Frank had feared it might, become 
hate? And did she, as so many people at 
Hopkins think she did, envy Lizzie until 
she hated her so much she could shoot her 
while she slept? When neighbor lLuse 
rushed into the Pwing home after Ida's 
flight and in her night robe, he found Liz- 
zie stretched upon the floor of an upstairs 
bedroom as though asleep. There was a 
pillow under her head and an unused re- 
volver near her right hand. Ida says that 
she fainted when she shot Lizzie, and ran 
from the room as soon as she recovered. 
And yet the people who think Ida murdered 
Lizzie remember that the Laises think Ida 
was at their door in not more than a min- 
ute after they heard the shot and that 
someone, who could not have been Ida if 
she fainted and then ran away, had ten- 
derly pillowed the dying girl's head. 

No more, either, have they forgotten the 
terrible precision with which the bullets in 
Lizzie’s head were placed—the one fair in 
the forehead between the brows, aid the 
other full upon the temple—and the powder 
Scars around the wounds, Marvelous 
marksmanship it must have been, if Ida 
Ewing tells the truth, for she says they 
were struggling when the shots were fired. 
Could even an expert, the people cf Hop- 
kins ask, have placed shots so dexteriously 
in astruggle, and must not the girls needs 
have been very close—oh, so close, fur the 
powder to have burned the white skin? 

They cannot forget, too, that Lizzie, when 
they found her, did not look like one who 
had fallen in a fight. Rather it seemed 
that she had lain upon the floor to sleep 
through the hot night, and had been slain 
while she slept. She lay at full length upon 
her back in her night robe. Her hair had 
not been di‘sheveled, and there was no 
ecratches upon her face and arms. Neither 
did the room present a picture at all sug- 
gestive of the scene of a dedth struggle. 
There were no overturned chairs—nothing 
that seemed to have beentouched by the 
combatants when,as Ida Ewing says, they 
struggled about the room. It was all very 
Strange. and Frank Ewing and those who 
best know the dead girl are sure that L'‘z- 
zie, gentle-tempered and loving, would not 
have fought or raised a finger in defense 
against anyone who might etrike her 

The Ewings are a well and widely con- 
nected family in Northwest Missouri. Capr 
James Ewing, an ex-officer of the Federal 
army and a lawyer at Hopkins, is the head 
of the family. He has five grown children. 
The eldest Is the wife of ex-Postmaster 
Sloan Weible, whose home adjoins that in 
which the shooting occurred; another is 
Mrs. Charles F. Markiey, wife of an archli- 
tect and builder at Hopkins. George Ew- 
ing ie a mechanic, and Frank Ewing is the 
leading grocer of Hopkins, and the most 
prosperous member of his family. Mrs. 
Ida Ewing is the step-daughter of Daniel 
Bollinger, a rich stockman living upon the 
outskirts of Hopkins. Frank and George 
Ewing have always been considered two of 
the finest young men of the community, 
and the girls they marr.ed were the com- 
munity belles. It seemed they should be 
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very happy, and they gave every indication 
of being. They were much together, the 
brothers and their young wives, and people 
regarded them as the happiest little com- 
pany of married folk in Hopkins, and the 
young mothers the happ‘est of matrons. 

If Ida was envious of Lizzie to the ex- 
tent of hating her ehe did not show it. 
Not even her husband knew. Early on the 
day of the tragedy he told Iida he was 
going to Maryville to a political meeting 
and that, as Frank was in Kansas City, 
he would stop and ask Lizzie to come 
over with her Httle boy and spend the day 
and night with Ida. George says he did 
this to please his wife. He thought her 
very fond of Lizzie, and would have been 
surprised had she not acquiesced in his 
plan.

Many people claim to find health in sleep- 
ing in cold rooms, and boast that, no mat- 
ter what the temperature, they always keep

Tf this be persisted in during weather 
ifke we have just had it may reeult in a 
eerious if not fatal illness. Until midnight 
the body may not be affected to any ex- 
tent by moderate cold, but toward morning, 
when the flow of blood is not so rapid, it 
will be felt. This is shown by the fact 
that we may arise in the exact tempera- 
ture we retired, yet it seems many degrees 
lower. The body haa become chilled in re- 
pose and does not possess the warmth to 
counteract severe cold. It has been thus 
chilled for hours, endangering the lungs 
afid throat. 

Another effect of th's chilling procese is 
to contract the muscles while we sleep. 
We “double up to keep warm,” and as a 
result the breathing is not free, the mus- 
cles are drawn, and upon waking one 
finds them stiff and tired. -It forces an 
tnnatural position that ig not conducive 
either to rest or healthful sleep. 

In severe weather close your windows, 
ff ventilation can possibly be secured with 
them closed, and keep the temperature of 
your sleeping compartment at a comfort- 
able figure. Fresh air just now usually 
means too cold air, and that can only 
produce sickness.

“M. Bodin has been experimenting,”’ 

Says the Revue Sclentifique, “to see 
whether the typhoid ‘fever bacillus pre- 
serves its virulence in cider, Cider is often 
made in the country with impure water 
that contains bacillus. Often, before drink- 
fing cider, it is diluted with water that is 
contaminated. Now the cider kills the bactil- 
lus. M. Bodin takes a culture of typhoid 
bacilli and immerses them in cider; at the 
14 or 18 hours at most all the 
Dacilli have been killed; there remains not 
@ trace of them in the cider. All cider 
contains at least 2 per cent of malic acid, 
and this acidity would be sufficient to kill 
the typhoid bacillus. 


“M. Berthelot remarks, on the other hand, 
that the typhoid bacillus develops in the 
intestinal liquids, which are as acid as is 
cider. He asks whether it may not be the 
oxidiging action of aldehyde, of which all 
cider, as well as wine and beer, contains 
@ ceftain quantity, that causes the death 
of the typhoid bacillus? This seems to him 
all the more probable in that one of the 
most powerful and common of modern an- 
tiseptics is methylic aldehyde.

HW following rules have been 
T printed and _ circulated by the 
Education Department in Ireland 
to managers and teachers of national 
schools. Rules recommended by the 
School Children’s Committee of the Brit- 
ish Dental Association and circulated 
for the information of managers and 
teachers of nationa] schools in Ireland. 
Without good teeth there cannot be 
good mastication. 

Without thorough mastication there 
cannot be perfect digestion, and poor 
health® results. 

Hence the paramount importance of 
sound teeth. 

Clean teeth do not decay. 

The importance of a sound first set 
is as great to the child as @ sound sec- 
ond set is to the adult. 

Children should be taught to use the 
tooth brush early. 

Food left on the teeth ferments, and 
the acid formed produces decay. 

Decay leads in time to pain and the 
total destruction of the tooth. 

The substances of the following rules 
should therefore be impressed constant- 
ly upon the children: 

1. The teeth should be cleaned at least 
once daily. 

2. The best time to clean the teeth Is 
after the last meal, 

$. A small tooth brush with stiff bris- 
tles should be used, brushing up and 
down and across, and inside and out- 
side and between the teeth. 

4. A simple tooth powder, or a little 
soap and some precipitated chalk taken 
up on the brush, may be used if the 
teeth are dirty or stained. 

5. It is a good practice to rinse the 
mouth out after each meal. 

6. All rough usage of the teeth, such 
as cracking nuts, biting thread, etc., 
should be avoided, but the proper use of 
the teeth in chewing ts good for them. 

7. When decay occurs it should be at- 
tended to long before any pain results. 
It is the stopping of a small cavity that 
is of the greatest service. 

In 10,000 children’s mouths examined, 
80 in every 100 required skilled operative 
treatment.

LL diseases which profoundly af- 

A fect nutrition influence the de- 

velopment of the teeth. Since 

the growth of the teeth is mainly lim- 

ited to the age of childhood, their con- 

dition is especially influenced by chil- 
dren's diseases, 


Faulty nutrition or severe and wast- 
ing illnesses show themselves nowhere 
more prominently than in the develop- 
ment of the bones and teeth. On the 
other hand, good teeth in children play a 
very important part in producing a 
healthful and robust’ manhood or wo- 
manhood. Decaying and loosened teeth 
directly favor imperfect mastication 
and consequent indigestion. 

Indigestion favors poor nutrit'on. It 
causes the secretions of the mouth to 
become acid in reaction. This perver- 
sion of the normal action of the saliva 
favors the rapid decay of the teeth. 

A regular supervision of children’s 
teeth would save large dentists’ bills 
and undoubtedly tend to a healthier, 
stronger race of mankind. 

Children who are allowed to eat warm 
bread, rich pastries, cakes and candies 
are almost invariably subject to habit- 
ual attacks of indigestion. The far- 
reaching effects of such attacks can be 
avoided by the prohibition of such 
food.

AM inclined to discredit stories of peo- 

| Ple“who claim to.be imrhune from 

snake bites. To my mind they lack 

proof. Those who claim the virtue of be- 

inig immune to poison usually furnish their 

own reptiles, a circumstance that does not 

rid one of doubt to their claim, by any 
means. 

If I could be permitted to furnish the ex- 
perimental snake possibly I would be con- 
vineced that a human being could, in this 
country, claim to have blood immune to 
the sting of a rattlesnake.

“GET "47 ACCINATED. 


By Dr. T. A. Martin. 
VERYBODY snouild be vaccinated as a 
f precaution against smallpox. This 
is the only absolutely unfailing guard 

against an attack of this disease. 

Smallpox is essentially a winter disease, 
and flourishes most when the temperature 
is low. The last few weeks have brought 
ideal weather for its growth, and I have 
noticed that there are more cases of small- 
pox in St. Louis and towns adjacent to it 
this year than in any previous year in the 
last ten. 

There is searcely a town in Missouri that 
has not had a smallpox scare, and some 
of them have really had many well-devel- 
oped cases. The number of cases in St. 
Louis. has been unusually large, 

In a city like this one is Mable to be 
brought at any time into contact with a 
person, who ig either suffering from small- 
pox. or has been exposed to it. One is never 
informed of the personal history of every- 
body he josties. Smallpox may be contract- 
ed at every turn in the street, as far as we 
may know. 

The only wise thing to do Is to be vaccin- 
ated. That will prevent the disease, and it 
very rarely happens that any unpleasant 
or serious effects follow from the operation. 
But even if it does cause pain, it brings 
the consolation that no amount of ex- 
posure to smallpox will cause us to be in- 
fected, 


PREVENTING BALDNESS. 
By Dr. A. H. Ohman-Dumesnil. 
ALDNESS can be prevented. It ts 
B caused by microbes finding 


lodge- 
ment in the hair. These 


microbes 
burrow in the scalp. They get to the roots 
of the hair and sap the vitality. Asa re- 
sult the hair dies and falls out, and the 
pate is left bare and shining. 

One of the most common causes of bald- 
ness is the use of water on the hair. The 
microbes inhabit the water. When the wa- 
ter is applied to the hair it ts often left 
quite damp, and an‘ ideal home for mi- 
crobes is thus prepared. Washing the hair 
is beneficial, but the head and scalp should 
be treated afterward. After the hair has 
been thoroughly saturated with water it 
should be dried and a quantity of Day rum 
rubbed briskly into the roots. Alcohol, 
which forms a large part of the bayrum, 
is an antiseptic and a germ destroyer. 

Dandruff is formed by the ravages of mi- 
crobes. Washing the scalp thoroughly, :e- 
moving what dandruff there is, and then 
rubbing the sealp thoroughly with bay rum 
is an effective treatment for dandruff. 


CHAPPED SKIN.

HEKBE is no excuse for anybody hav- 
ing a chapped face or chapped 
hends. The chapping of the skin is 

the result of a contraction of the cuticle, 
caused by the action of the cold. This con- 
traction pulls the skin apart, leaving 
cracka which are very painful. No one 
should go out into the cold without first 
thoroughly removing all moisture from the 
skin which is exposed to the air. People 
get into the habit of moistening their lips. 
The wind strikes them end Instantly they 
become chapped.

HILE treating patients for various 
W ailments by electricity I discovered 

Dy accident that the treatment 
had a marked effect for good on senile per- 
I then commenced to use electricity 
systematically for the cure of senility, or, 
in other words, the postponement of old 
age. 

In the first place, it should be remembered 
that what we call old age is far short of 
the natural length of life of our species. 
Most physiologists agree that maa should 
naturally attain a life of at least one hun- 
dred years, and that only abnormal cendi- 
tions cause him to collapse from old age 
before then. To give man Ais natural 
fength of life is all that I seek at present. 

I have come to the conclusion that if old 
people, at their 6th or 65th year, or before, 
if age has commenced to weigh them down, 
receive proper applications of electricity to 
the brain, either daily or every other day, 
for some time, they may keep their facul- 
ties fairly well until the age’ of 80 or W, 
up'ess the case should be complicated with 
serious organic disease. 

In cases of senium proprium—irue old age 
—more especially in its early stage, I have 
found that, a week or two after the com- 
mencement of such a treatiment, the energy 
of the system is habitually found to have 
been considerably enhanced. The old man 
tukes fresh interest in the affairs of dally 
life, he resumes his work with some 
amount of vigor, he has a more erect atti- 
tude. he walks and stands b-tter, and he 
has a quicker digestion and a healthier 
step. 

His general aspect {s so much changed 
that he looks five or ten years younger 
than before the treatment was commenced. 

Arterio-sclerosis, or hardening of the 
walls of the arteries, which is the first 
symptom of old age, is followed by a dis- 
integration of the brain cells, which grad- 
ually invades the whole organ and extends 
last to the medulla oblongata near the basis 
of the brain. It ig this process which pro- 
duces the well-known mental characteristics 
of advancing age. The medulla oblongata 
is obviously the spot to which restorative 
and rejuvenating treatment can best be ap- 
plied. 

Scientists recognize two forms of old age 
—premature senility and the genuine old 
age that comes with years. Both of these 
have been cured by electrical treatment, 

In bald people the growth of the hair is 
stimulated, and when gray or white it may 
resume, at least to some extent, its pre- 
vious brown or black color. 

In no case that I have treated was the 
treatment entirely useless. The function 
which improved in every one of them was 
that of walking. 

Quite recently a veteran actor, who had 
delighted the last generation by his mag- 
nificent Shakspearean performances, told 
me, after a few applications: “I no longer 
crawl, but walk.’ The longer such treat- 
ment is continued in a given case the bet- 
ter are, in general, the resulta. 

Our mean lifetime is at present about 
fifty years, but the complete cycie of phys- 
fological Mfe, to which we ought all to 
aspire, is a hundred. That so few people 
reach this consummation seems to me to 
be owing to bad inheritance, mismanage- 
ment of children, neglect of the sick and 
aged, the large number of bacterial pots- 
ons which make constant War upon us, 
improper food, unwholesome dwellings and 
trades, impure air, overcrowding, the hab- 
ttual abuse of drugs and alcoholic liquors, 
overexcitement of the nervous system, ex- 
cessive brain work, worry, grief, anxiety 
and the direct accidents of life. 

The present average duration of life could 
be greatly increased, without any direct 
therapeutic applications» of electricity | or

anything else, if one or two things were 
done. Infantile mortality, which I have 
found to amount to not less than # per 
cent of the entire mortality from all causes, 
and which is principally owing to misman- 
agement and neglec@& ought to be reduced 
to its proper level. Then the slums of great 
cities should be thoroughly cleaned out. 

While it cannot be mathematically proved 
that we ought to live to attain the age of 
100 years, this is, nevertheless, rendered 
highly probable by a variety of circum- 
stances. 

What can be done to retard the progress 
of senile involution or retrogression? The 
discomforts and miseries of old age, apart 
from actual disease, are varied and numer- 
ous and they are generally rebellious to 
treatment. Active medicines are apt to dis- 
agree with elderly people, and a great mas- 
ter of medicine was wont to remark that 
the only drug which did them any good was 
sulphate of magnesia. Under these cir- 
cumstances it seems to me that a new plan 
of treatment which promises if not to pre- 
vent at least to retard greatly the progress 
of the disabilities of old age and to dis- 
perse them to a considerable extent after 
they have become established, should be a 
welcome addition to the therapeutic resour- 
ces of humanity. 


Madame de Stael remarked that the great 
agents for retarding the inroads of old age 
were exércise, study and love. There is 
much hidden wisdom in these recommen#da- 
tions. It seems to me, however, that the 
true thecry—at least it Is mine—is that the 
degeneration of the neuron, or brain and 
spinal cord, Is the base of all forms of 
senile involution. It follows, therefore, 
that the progress of the latter can only be 
arrested by causing an improvement in the 
nutrition of the neuron. This, I believe, I 
have done. Experience has led me to think 
that such a remedy exists in the careful 
and appropriate use of the constant elec- 
trical current.”’ 

Dr. Althaus’ description of his apparatus 
is purpcsely a little vague, but American 
ecientists believe that he’ uses the newly 
discovered current known as “sinusoidal.” 
In brief, it is the application of one elec- 
trcde of the current to the base of the 
brain—or, rather, to the medulla oblongata 
—while the other electrode is placed some- 
times upon the forehead, sometimes upon 
the base of the spine. 

In his treatment Dr. Althaus uses a chair 
not unlike that employed for electrocuting 
murderers in some States. This is placed 
on a da‘s for the better observation of the 
patient. A band connected with the elec- 
trodes, like a football player’s head har- 
ness, is placed around the head. One elec- 
trode reste at the back of the neck, the 
other on the forehéad. From these wires 
run the alternator, which looks something 
like a small dynamo. 

The initial current to drive the alternator 
can be obtained ether from batteries or 
from the street current. Power is trans- 
mitted by a motor. 

When the meter registers the correct 
Pressure the current ig switched onm-ta_the 
electrodes. There is no unpleasant sensa- 
tion. Tne patient merely feels a pleasant 
and soothing warmth. The treatment lasts 
from half an hour te an bour.

When Benjamin Franklin was conducting 
electricity from the clouds and identifying 
it with the lightning, he was also fecom-— 
mending it and using it in the treatment 
of disease. About the same time John Wee- 
ley, the founder of Methodism, was recom- 
mending electricity and extolling it for 
nearly every ill that flesh is heir to, The 
many exaggerated claims and the many 
failures of Wesley and his followers brought 
electricity into disrepute and set back the 
acceptance of it as a curative agent many 
years. 

Electricity in unskilled hands is one of 
the most dangerous elements in existence, 
yet it is one of the most valuable and re- 
liable agents for good known to the medi- 
cal profession, It was not necessary to go 
to Berlin or any other foreign medica] 
center to discover that fact. Methods sim- 
flar to those of Dr. Althaus have been in 
use in this country for several decades, te 
my certain knowledge. 

The truth in regard to the arrest of old 
age is this: 

Longevity is a plant inherent fn individ- 
uals. Some people are predestined by heri- 
tage to long life; some to a brief existence, 
If a man wave a heritage of longevity and 
does not forfelt that heritage prematurely, 
he may reach old age in good physical con- 
dition, through the judicious medical man- 
agement which arrests the pace of decline, 
wards off damaging influences and saves 
the bodily organs from premature break- 
down. People who are growing old should 
give the machinery of their bodies medical 
attention. They should be advised how to 
diet so as to prevent the degeneration of 
the arteries. They should learn to let 
gO gracefully the strains of excessive care 
and business, and cultivate restful habits, 
relaxation and unfatiguing diversions. They 
should consult medical advisers more than 
they do. The doctor is the best counselor 
for the aged. The climax of oki age can 
certainly be postponed in many people, 
though not in all. 

The conjecture that Dr. Althaus uses the 
sinusoidal current is not warranted. He 
has stated that he employs the constant 
current—the same that | have used in St. 
Louis for the same purpose for B® years. 

The supposition that Dr. Althaus’ descrip- 
tion of his method is purposely vague is 
an aspersion on the character of a great 
and honest scientist. There ts nothing of 
the Keeley motor about any of Dr, Alt- 
haus’ methods.

BURIED TEMPLE FOUND 


NEAR 


EL PASO, Tex., Feb. 14. 

Bpecial Correspondence of Sunday Post-Dispatch. 
ROF. BERSON has discovered a buried 
temple near El Paso, Tex. In con- 
nection with it there may be a 
buried city, for it is well known that there 
are many underground cities in New Mex~ 
ico and the extreme western part of Texas. 
At one time, it is asserted, New Mexico, 
Chihuahua and Western Texas comprised a 
separate nation, and that the chief fortress 

was located near EF) Paso. 

The records of this ancient country eX- 
tend back 1900 years before Christ. The 
first inhabitants came from the country 
between Egypt and Syria, and were called 
the Hyksos. These were driven out ld@ter 
by tribes of Egyptian extraction, who were 
later driven out again by the Hyksos. 
These were succeeded by the Aztecs. The 
records came down to the Spanish con- 
quest of the sixteenth century. 

This discovery has aroused new interest 
in the relics of a lost race, which are ,to be 
found all over the country bordering on the 
Rio Grande in New Mexico and Texas, as 
well as in Arizona. 

More than 300 vears ago the Spaniards, 
éoming into Arizona from Old Mexico, 
found evidences of an ancient civilization 
and spent mang years in searching for 
great cities which tradition said existed 
somewhere in either Arizona or New Mex- 
ico. They did not find what they sougit, 
but. from that day to this, their descend- 
ants have been unearthing evidences of 
populous settlements and the work of re- 
search still goes on. 

Prof. Berson'’s discovery came about 
through his exploration of Cerro Hucco, 
(“Hollow Mountain'’) about thirty miles 
northeast of Ysleta. This mountain is of 
pum rock, five or six miles in circumfer- 
ence. It commands a magnificent view 
ofthe surrounding country and can be seen 
from a distance of 15 miles. The mountain 
is one of the most marvelous things ever 
discovered, containing a great series of 
caves, which extend throughout the. entire 
mountain. In> them are found the evi- 
dences of former human habitation by a 
race considerably advanced in the ecale of 
barbaric civilization. Prof. Bergeon visited 
these wonderful caves last March. In them 


- he found what one would suppose had been 


drug stores, with the appliances for mix- 
ing and preparing medicines, together with 
gold and silversmiths' tools and the instru- 
ments of different crafts. 

Prof. Berson climbed up the mountain to 
investigate. He found old Aztec inscrip- 
tions on the rocks. He took some of them 
down. In the caves he found records 
painted in heiroglyphics on the walls, so 
extensive that it would take six months to 
copy and translate them. They form a 
complete history of the ancient inhabitants, 
their battles, government and the e6ucces- 
sion of their rulers. They are as clear in 
detail of events as any modern school his- 
tory.

It is noted in Texas history as the 
the Comanche Indians de- 


made their escape in some unknown 
Way and came out on the plains 3% miles 
away. There is a series of smaller caves 
leading from the Comanche cave, back in 
the mountain. These the professor entered 
and explored, In one he found a spring 
which had supplied the people with water. 
Comanches had stopped up this spring to 
Keep the soldiers from using it in. their 
Operations against them, but in one of the 
passages the professor found positive indl- 
ations of location. 

The existence of these caves have been 
known for some years, and a number of 
scientists have visited them, but until 
now no one has been found who was able 
to read and translate the inscriptions. 

The bullding Prof. Berson has discovered 
fs an ancient Aztec temple. He learned of 
fia existence through some ancient records 
he found in Mexico. He ise now waiting to 
secure permission to make further excava- 
tions before proceeding. It is his intention 
to try the entrance to the building and 
avoid breaking through the walls and de- 
etroying or injuring the structure in any 
way. There is no city there so far as the 
professor is aware, and the stories to that 
effect are without any foundation. 

These towns and tsolated structures found 
in New Mexico and Texas belonged to the 
same people. They can be distinguished 
easily from pueblo ruins, as they are better

it by accident. Another partly buried is at 
Aguja del Ojo, also in Valencia County, 
and there are many others Known only to 
cattle and sheepmen in Valencia, Socorro 
and Sierra Counties. 

A. B. Laird of Sierra County recently 
partly exhumed a buried group of ancient 
buildings, in which he found a quantity of 
perfect ears of petrified corn. Some of the 
ancient forests have become petrified for- 
ests. One of these, in Socorro County, is 
said to have furnished shelter to an ancient 
Druidical place of worship.

FOUND IN AKKANSAS. 


Six Metallic Images Found 1 1-2 Miles North of Huntsville, Madison 
Co., Ark. Combined Weight 2 Pounds ! Ounce. 


HUNTSVILLE, Ark., Feb. 17.

EORGE HEFFIN of this city has 
made an interesting find in the hills 
one and one-half miles north of 
Hunteville, in Madison County, Ark., in the 
shape of six little metal [mages which seem 
to be relico of some former age. The images 
seem to be muffied figures of men and 
women, and chemical analysis shows them 
to be made of an alloy of lead, tin and cop- 
per, all native metals where the relics were 


found. The images ere from three to four 


inches high and a quarter of an inch thick. 
Their aggregate weight is two pounds and 
one ounce.

A Leaf From a Kaskaskia Ledger 
Compared With Current 
Price Lists. 


By Arch K. Johnson. 


ASKASKIA, the old capital of I)li- 
nois, was not a part of the Louisi- 
ana Purchase, to be sure, but it was 

only across the river, and the trade con- 
ditions prevailing there at that time may 
be taken as illustrative of the conditions 
existing in. St. Louis Uuring the early years 


of this century. 


I have a ‘portion of a set of books kept 
a Kaskaskia storekeeper, ranging in 
date from Feb. 2, 1815, to April 21, 1815. 

In a recent description of a social func- 
tion in the Sunday Post-Dispatch there 
wes an account of a gown of book mus- 
lin, “‘such as our grandmothers used to 
wear.’” The material of to-day is quoted 
at 22 cents a yard for a fine quality. 

In the olden days it was worth nearls 
10 times as ‘much. In the Kaskaskia store- 
keeper's books there is but one entry of 
the sale of book muslin. That was to Gov. 
Edwards of Illinois. It is this: 

KASKASKIA, Feb. 13, 1815. 

Gov. Ninian Edwards, Dr. 
To 8 yards book muslin at $2 

Common muslin also came high, 
shown by a subsequent entry. viz.: 

KASKASKIA, Feb. 23, 1815. 

David Anderson, Esq., Dr. 

To 4 yards muslin at 62'9c 

Mr. Anderson is also charged, in the same 
item, with 11 yards of “country stripe,” 
corresponding with our calico of to-day, at 
75 cents a yard, making a total of $8.25.

Six ounces spermaceti, four ounces white 
wax, two ounces glycerine, two ounces al- 
mond vil, two ounces rosewater, 3 drops 
oil of neroli, 30 drops of lemon, # drops 
oil of verbena. four ounces extract of fresh 
strawberrics. Melt first four ingredients 
together in double boiler. Beat together 
with egg beater. Acd drop by drop th 
rosewater. Stir constantly while adding 
neruli, lemon and verbena. Add concentrat- 
ed extract of fresh strawberries last. 

First, render the skin soft and pliable. 
dilate the pores and soften the end of 
blackheads, pinheads and small pimples by 
bathing the face and neck fully 10 minutes 
in warm water (temperature 99 to 101 de- 
grees); second, rub over this moistened 
surface green soap, sold in al] drug stores;

soap, and with it blackheads and dust deep 
in the pores; fourth, rub the face with a 
fine, soft Turkish towel until it is dry and 
there is a warm glow and tingling felt: 
fifth, plunge the face into water at a tem- 
perature of WS or even 4 degrees and 
bathe for one or two minutes. 

Compress the lips with the first finger of 
the left hand in the center of the upper 
lip, the thumb and eecond finger on either 
side where curve is wished. Stand at the 
mirror nightly, doing this for 10 minutes; 
go to bed with the lips in position. One 
week shows change. The under lip will 
conform to the upper. 

Mix together one ounce of tincture of 
myrrh, one ounce of compound tincture of 
cinchona, one ounce of wtaer; put five 
drops on the toothbrush, dip the brush in 
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water, and wash the teeth. Powdered char- 
coal easily rethoves stains and makes the 
teeth white. 

LIP SALVE.—Olive oll, four ounces; al- 
kanet root. one ounce; macerate with heat 
until the oil is well colored, then add sper- 
maceti, one-half ounce; white wax, two 
ounces; prepared suet, three ounces, and a 
little sugar; when nearly cold stir in 
orange flower water, one-quarter drachm; 
attar of roses, two or three drops. 

CHAMOMILE TEA FOR THE HAIR.— 
Have the hair combed and brushed an hour 
a day in the sunlight. If the scalp is dry 
oil it: if it ig soiled apply bay rum, Once 
a month wash it with warm water end 
white castile soap. Make chamomile tea 
and while hot put a cupful in the water. 
This herb cleans the scalp and makes hair 
bright. It brings out the color of fair hair 
and makes bieack hair shine. 

For whitening and softening the skin: 
Cascarilla powder, two grains; muriate of 
ammonia, two grains, emulsion of almonds, 
eight ounces. Apply with a soft linen cloth 
night and morning. 

Here is an old receipt for a cosmetic 
which made our Bluegrass belles famous 
and has been handed down and been in use 
ever since the Colonial beauties bewitched 
their admirers with their dazzling fairness: 
In almost every garden through Kentucky 
and Tennessee you will see @ clump of 
tansy, and the young, tender leaves ere 
gently pressed in the hands, then placed in 
a bowl of fresh buttermilk and allowed to 
remain a couple of hours; then the face 
is bathed in the milk several times during 
the day. Before a ball or pienic this is 
always done. and I have never known it to 
fail in softening and whitening the face, 
hands and arms. 

The scalp should be kept clean, and to 
this end the hair should be protected from 
dust while sweeping by an all-enveloping 
mob cap. In a windy, gusty day the half, 
unless protected by a veil, accumulates a 
surprising amount of dirt. Of course, 
the hair must be cleaned if dirty, and 
therefore if hair is exposed to much dirt 
it must be washed and brushed more than 
may be good for it.

It was in 1891 that the mew wave of duel- 
ing fever swept over the Continent to such 
apy extent the Pope was moved to 
write a strong +r condemning the prac- 
tice; German law makers passed exceeding- 
ly strict laws against if, in Italy an effort 
was actually made to punish a duelist, and 
in Russia the forbade it entirely, and 
then, in the very ys of the Pope's letter, 
if you sanctioned a court of 
honor one of whose provisions was that an 
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officer challenged to fight and refusing, if 
the court found the cause for the challenge 
was sufficient, was dismissed from the 
army. 

In France the authorities made a perfunc- 
tory effort to stop the growing frenzy for 
dueling. Poor old M, Le Clerc, who had 
made a good living providing a piace and 
means for duels on a little island near Neu- 
iliy, near Paris, was obliged by the police to 
close his place, but at that the effort to Stop 
the practice ceased and duels grew in num- 
ber. . 

It is not to be supposed that a movement 
which attracted so much public attention 
would pass without an effort on the part 
of the illustrated press to give its readers 
pictorial notions of what a duel Its like, It 
has been said in satire that a modern 
French dueling party is always accompa- 
nied by a snap-shot artist. Of course this 
\s a pleasantry, an exaggeration, but not 
without a basis of fact. 

In 189 snap-shdt photographs were tak- 
en and réproduced in L’Lllustration of the 
duel with pistols between the Prince de 
Gagan and M. Abel Hermant. The next 
photographed duel was that with swords 
between M. Thorgeux, the cleverest ama-

You pronounce a man’s po- 
litical views open to question, his play less 
than a masterpiece, his picture not entirely 
heaven-inspired and you have to fight to 
prove it. Paris journalists find it conducive 
to longevity to practice fencing and pistol 
shooting from three to four hours a day. 

Paul Deroulede, who fought Maurice 
Bernhardt a few y ears ago because Sarah's 
son thought Deroulede was lacking in re- 
spect for the great actress, then came first 
to American notice, but In the past two 
years it has been a dull month that he has 
not been in one or more duels.

In the 
fatherland the young men in the univer- 
sities of Heidelberg, Bonn and Jena are 
taught to fight bloody duels before they 
are taught much else, and a students’ duel 
with the square-end, sharp-bladed “schiae- 
ger’ is not finally halted until the surgeon 
in attendance declares that the artery he 
is ligaturing ie likely to open again and 
cause death from bleeding if the duel goes 
on. But before that happens the youths 
may have received a dozen frightful 
wounds, all on the head—the only unpro- 
tected part of the body. 

In Germany where there have been strin- 
gent anti-duéling laws passed since the re- 
vival, it is an open secrét that the Emperor 
countenanced, if he did not actually order 
the duel between Dr. Wolf, the Nationalist 
leader, and Count Badeni, the Austrian pre- 
mier, and since then Count William Bis- 
marck, the late Chancellor’s second gon, 
fought and wounded Herr Manbach, so it 
can be judged how effective the new laws 
are. 

Dueling has come back to the Continent 
with a rush and will stay until the Conti- 
nentalists can be brought to the English 
and American view of the practice and 
laugh it out of fashion.

Skeleton of Great Age 
Taken From a Mound 
Near Miamis-

been unearthed near Miamisburg, O., 

the home of the Mound Buliders, and 
near the biggest mound in the world. The 
frame if the skeleton is of heroic propor- 
tions and the head of a size never ap- 
proached by even the greatest glants within 
the memory of man. ” 

Edward Gebhart and Edward Kauffman 
were digging in a gravel pit. Gebhart’s 
pick struck a heavy obetruction, which 
proved to be’a human skull. Further dig- 
ging revealed the entire skeleton, excébe 
lently preserved. 

Contrary to the usual custom. the body 
had not been interred in a reclining posti- 
tion. The skeleton occupled an upright 
posture. with the knees doubled up and the 
skull dropping between them. The face 
must have been very angular. Its outline tn 
this respect resembles that of a gorilla, the 
similarity being striking. The jawbones are 
intact and show that thelr possessor was 
patterned in the most powerful fashion. 
The teeth are models of strength and 
beauty of form. Dr. Harian, a dentiat, of 
Miamisburg, examined the teeth and de- 
clared them to be as fine specimens as any 
he had ever seen. Other doctors, Blossom, 
Weaver, Bookwalter and Shuler, have also 
examined the teeth and the skeleton. They 
have agreed that the man must have lived 
thousands of yeara before the time of 
Adam, the supposedly first man, and fur- 
ther that he must have been one of the 
mound builders, relics of whose presence 
in the Miami Valley are numerous. 

It is the opinion of the scientists whe 
have carefully inspected the ekull that the 
man must have been a vegetarian, a root 
eater, as the teeth would not have been 
found in such perfect condition after the 
lapse of centuries had the'r owner been @ 
masticator of meats. The molars appear to 
be fit for as much usage to-day as they 
were in the dim past. The orbital plates 
are strongly marked and the whole appeare 
ance of the skull is out of the ordinary, 

The body was not the only relic of inter 
est to those engaged in scientific research 
found in the pit. A smell fat stone about 
three inches long and two inches wide wag 
discovered in the opening. It lay within a’ 
few inches of the skull of the prehisterte 
man, as the local «examiners insist the find 
should be termed. Through one end of the 
stone had been drilled a small hole, pos- 
sibly Intended to be used as an opening for 
the fitting in of a handle. It is pointed oug 
by those who have had their theory of the 
species of the discovery questioned that the 
stone, so evidently the work of human 
hands, clearly indicates that the skeleton 
was that of a man and not of a mammoth 
monkey. 

The bones have been placed on exhibition 
and many curious sightseers have passed 
in wonder before them.

Washington’s love affairs began at a very 
early age, and he liked a fine woman to 
the day of his death. But if there are no 
autobiographies there are stories galore 
and sufficient evidence to indicate that he 
made love to at least a hundred young 
women from Annapolis to Boston. 

When he was a boy in school, when he 
was studious and’industrious, he distin- 
guished himself and surprised his school- 
mates by “romping with one of the larg- 
est girls.”” He was at the age when it is 
looked upon as weakness for a boy to have 
anything to do with girls. 

‘His first serious love affair was when he 
was only 14. He made love, in the Virgin- 
fan’s fashion, to every pretty girl with 
whom he was thrown. 

He was young and handsome, with the 
second fortune in the province, and family 
as good as any, for Lord Fairfax’s Scotch 
barony did not outrank, in the estimation 
of the cavalier Virginians, the position in 
society and claim for respect of that Col: 
Washington, who held Worcester for the 
King, and who so long answered to every 
summons for surrender “at His Majesty's 
pleasure.”” Washington had the first mill- 
tary reputation in the province—wise and 
crafty in planning, utterly reckless and 
brilliant in battle. 

Washington has been painted as a young 
man of preternatural pomposity and grav- 
ity, of ponderous courtesy and elaborate 
manners. He was a Virginia gentleman of 
his time. He loved a glass Of wine, a game. 
of cards, a pretty girl, a good horse, a fast 
run after the hounds, a rattling rush 
through the brush after deer, and he loved 
a fight for its own sake. He had, too, the 
grave and decorous manners of his gener- 
ation. 

Naturally no man in Virginia would be 

received by the matrons and maids who 
clustered in the country houses along the 
Potomac, the Rappahannock, the Pa- 
munkey and the James with more cordial 
welcome than Col. Washington of Mount 
Vernon. 
“At Belvoir with the Fairfaxes, at Van- 
clause with the Carrys, at. Eagle’s Nest 
with the Fitzhughs, at Stratford House 
with the Lees, with the Carters at Sabine 
Hall and with the Fauntleroys in Rich- 
mond,” says Gen. Bradley T. Johnson, 
“then as now, a well-born and agreeable, 
handsome, rich, distinguished young gen- 
tleman was a welcome guest, and George 
Washington became the toast at the tide- 
water country. What wonder, then, that he 
fell in love with every pretty girl and told 
her so in his visitings among his neigh- 
bors and on his official journeyings to and 
from Williamsburg, when his habitual 
stopping places were at these very country 
houses and his customary hostesses these 
girls and their mothers? 

“Washington wags.4.man all over—a man 
with strong appétites, flerce temper, posi- 
tive, belligerent, aggressive. The quality in 
which he differed from almost all men was 
his absolutely perfect control over his pas- 
sions and his mind.”’

She was 
a daughter of Capt, Philip Alex- 
ander, who resided upon an estate ad- 
joining Mount Vernon, on the north. 

“The sister of Mrs. Fairfax, who revived 
a former passion in Washington at 16, was 
Mies Mary Cary, the daughter of @6l. Wil- 
son Cary. Washington, according to Bishop 
Meade, was an ardent admirer of Miss 
Cary, and at one time asked Col, Cary’'s 
permission to pay his addresses to her, but 
was refused. Miss Cary afterwards mar- 
ried Mr. Edward Ambler. 

“Another of Washington's inamoratas 
at this time was a Miss Sally, whose other 
name is unknown. 

‘In a letter to “My Dear Robin,’ who has 
mever been identified, but was probably a 
echool-fellow of Washington, he refers to 
the ‘Lowland Beauty,’ who is supposed to 
have been Miss Lucy Grymes of Westmore- 
land County, who married Henry Lee, 
Esq., in 1753, and became the mother of 
Light Horse Harry~the Custer of the Revo- 
lution. Other writers assume that ;* 
‘Lowland Beauty was Miss Betsy, the 
daughter of Wm. Fauntleroy of Freder- 
icksburg, Va., who also refused Washing- 
ton’s attentions. 

“This affair was the most serious Wash- 
ington had, except the later one which 
ended in marriage. Miss Betsy refused 
Washington twice. She ufterwards became 
the wife of Thomas Adams of Williams- 
burg. It is a tradition that she married 
for money instead of love. After Wash- 
ington became famous, it is eaid, he visited 
the town of Williamsburg as the guest of 
the people, she watched from a window the 
triumphal pageant as he passed through 
the streets, and fainted.

It i¢ now a gentrally recognized principle 
that disobed!:ace of an order of court, 
which order is In excess of the power or 
jurisdiction of that court, Is not a con- 
tempt. But In disobeying any order on that 
ground, the party so doing takes up the 
serious burden of showing that the order 
was beyond the jurisdiction of the court. 

The idea that each court is the conclusive 
judge of contempte against its own author- 
ity has been often advanced and has some- 
times been sanctioned by courts of last re- 
sort; but in Missouri that doctrine has been 
discarded by the provisions of the habeas 
corpus act (R. 8. 1889, sec. 5379) which per- 
mit a review by the court or judge grant- 
ing a writ of habeas corpus, of the facts 
said to constitute a contempt, for which the 
party (in whose behalf the writ is invoked) 
has been imprisoned. 

In the recent case of ex parte O’Brien 
(1896) 127 Mo, 477, the second division of the 
Supreme Court held that the finding by the 
lower court that a contempt had been com- 
mitted against it, was not conclusive, but 
might be re-examined on a writ of habeas 
corpus, and in that Instance it was finally 
held that there was no contempt to justify 
the imprisonment of the petitioner. 


It is certain that so far as legislative bod- 
les are concerned, the courts do not recog- 
nize as conclusive the decisions of those 
bodies as to whether or not a contempt has 
been committed against any of them. This 
rule has been eettled by several decisions 
in this country. 

There is a statute in this State by which 
contempts against courts are defined, and 
which further provides that the punish- 
ment for certain contempts, disorderly con- 
duct, etc., shall in no case be other than 
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of the courts are established by the Con- 

atitution itself, and the power to punish for 

contempt is claimed as an absolute es- 
sential to the proper exercise of judicial 
authority. It has been held expressly in 

@ case in the 8th (Missouri that the 

power of the court to enforce its lawful 
orders by commitment for contempt exists 
independent of the statute, ang is welt ur 
impaired nor limited by tne statute above 
mentioned. 

In Rosewater v. State, 47 Neb. 630, the 
Supreme ourt of Nebraska held that a 

newspaper publication, to be a contempt 
of court, must be of such a nature as to 
bear upon the administration of justice; 
and it was clearly intimated that a mere 
criticism of the judge, not alluding to any 
particular case or not apparently bearing 
upon any cause in court, was not a con- 
tempt because not a publication of the 
nature described. However, it has been 
held in some jurisdictions that any pub- 
lication reflecting upon the integrity of the 
judge of any court of superior jurisdic- 
tion Was a contempt, and might be pun- 
ished as such. The tendency of modern 
decisions is towards enlarging the scope of 
newspaper criticism of court proceedings, 
and consequently towards limiting the 
power of punishing contempts in the form 
of such criticism, or indirect contempts, 
which {s a term applied to those contempts 
not occurring in the immediate presence of 
the court. 

The United States Supreme Court, fn the 
late case of Hovey vy. Elliott (897), 167 
U. S. 400, gave elaborate consideration to 
the law of contempt, when founded on dls- 
obedience to orders of court, and it was 
held, in a most thorough and learned opin- 
ion by Justice White, that notwithstanding 
such a’ contempt, a party could not law- 
fully be purished therefor by denying him 
the right*to be heard In the cause in the 
manner sanctioned by law, and that to deny 
him such a right was to condemn him 
without a hearing—a procedure abhorrent 
to all sound conceptions of administering 
justice in courts. The case is a highly in- 
structive one as an exposition of the law of 
notice, or the right to be heard in judicial 
proceedings; and the opinion lays down, int 
the clearest and most positive manner, the 
time-honored doctrine of the common law, 
which forbids any one to be condemned, 
either as to his personal or property rights, 
without opportunity to be heard. 

It was held In a very late case in Kan- 
sas that the power of a legislative body 


to commit for contempt of its authority ° 


ceased upon tts adjournment, and that 
therefore in proceedings of a committee of 
the Legislature after it had adjourned, « 
witness who refused to answer questions 
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the court held that that statute was un- 
constitutional. That was inthe Davis case, 
58 Kan. 368. 

Is there such a thing as contempt com- 
mitted against the Executive of the State 
and may he punish it? 

Upon the precedents and case it is 
not easy to give a very promy. and at the 
sam. time station uswer to this in- 
quiry, further than to refer to the case of 
Sims (1894), In 64 Kan. Reports, where it 
was held that a statute, giving the county 
attorney power to commit a witness for 
contempt (in refusing to answer questions), 
was unconstitutional, because that officer 
was an executive officer of the govern- 
ment. 

The Governor is, by the terms of the 
Constitution of Missourl, a conservator of 
the peace; how far that character may 
permit him to deal summarily with con- 
temptuous acts, committed in his pres- 
ence, has not been the subject of judicial 
inquiry in this State, so far as I am in- 
formed. 

Whether a party may be ‘guilty of con- 
tempt of a court-martial is a question upon 
which there is very little light to be gained 
from adjudicated cases. But in Dynes v. 
Hoover, 20 Howard, 65, the United States 
Supreme Court held that, under the Fed- 
eral Constitution, Congress, having power 
“to make rules for the government of the 
land and naval forces,”” had power to pro- 
vide for and regulate the proceedings be- 
fore courts-martial, although it was con- 
ceded that the proceedings of such courts 
were not referable to the judicial power, 
proper, of the United States. The acts of 
Congress regulating courts-martial have 
embodied in them the articles of war; and 
one of those articles declares that a court- 
martial may punish, in its discretion, any 
person who uses any menacing words, 
signs or gestures in its presence, or who 
disturbs ite proceeding by any riot or dis- 
order. Under this provision of the articles 
of war, having the force of law by act of 
Congress, there can be little doubt that 
contempt may be committed against euch a 
court organized under the Federal author- 
ity, and be punishable tn the discretion of 
the court {tself—subject, of course, to re- 
view of superior officers, according to the 
practice with respect to courts-martial gen- 
erally.

ena to appear in court, whether asa juror 
or witness, if he fail to comply with the 
terms of an injunction or expressly vio- 
lates it, either directly or indirectly, he be- 
comes amenable to the law of contempt. 

He would be equally guilty if he should 
make a noise calculated to disturb the de- 
corum of a court; if he should use inde- 
cent or disrespectful language to the judge 
presiding, or if he should refuse as a wit- 
ness to answer pertinent questions. 

The whole theory of the law of contempt 
as applied in courts is this: 


To have a jury, we must have jurors; 
to secure testimony, witnesses must be 
produced; to preserve order, a court must 
have quiet and peace. If contrary condi- 
tions prevail, there can be no court at all. 

If an individual were to call a judge a 
vile name, accuse him of falsehood, or of 
rendering a ridiculous decision, or indulge 
in abusive conduct toward any member 
or official of the court, and not be punished 
for his action, what would result? Chaos. 

Of late years the courts have treated the 
press with broad liberality. Formerly it 
was the custom to throw a publisher into 
jail for criticising a judicia] decision. Such 
is not the case at present. It i# not con- 
tempt for @ newspaper to criticise the rul- 
ing of a Judge, and not a crime for it 
to investigate the corruption of a public 
official. But it is entirely without the 
province of a newspaper to assume a man 
innocent or guilty of a charge until] his 
trial shall have been concluded. To do so 
is to blas the judge or jury, and this is 
contempt. 

When a newspaper accuses a fudge of 
corruption, for example, it is not In con- 
tempt; but the assertions made, if not true, 
are libelous. 


When a court {mprisons or fines a man 
for contempt he has always recourse to a 
higher tribunal. He institutes what are 
called “habeas corpus” proceedings. 

The Congress of the United States cor- 
reeponds exactly to a State legislative As- 
sembly in the scope of its judicial powers, 

The Supreme Court of the United States 
has held that neither branch of Congress 
can pursue an investigation in a citizen's 
private business affairs, whether or not it 
aids the purpose of Congress. 

A decision to this effect was rendered 
in 1876 in the case of Hallett Kilbourn vs. 
John G. Thompson 

Thompson wes Sergeant-at-Arme of the 
House of Representatives, and upon in- 
structions from that body placed Kilbourn 


and to produce certain books and papers 
in relation thereto. He was imprisoned 
for 4 days. He brought suit against the 
Sergeant-at-Arms for false imprisonment, 
and if my memory eerves me rightly, re- 
covered $100,000 damages. 

The court. held that, although the House 
can punish its own members for disorderly 
conduct or for failure to attend its sessions, 
and can decide contests of contested elec- 
tions and determine the qualifications of its 
own members, and exercise the sole power 
of impeachment of officers of the Govern- 
ment, and may, when the examination of 
witnesses is necessary, fine or imprison @ 
contumacious witness, there is not found 
in the Constitution of the United States 
any general power vested in either House 
or Senate to punish for contempt. 

The power to punish a witness for con- 
tempt is not in express terms or by impli- 
cation conferred by the Consiitution of the 
United States upon either House of Con- 
gress, unless his testimony !s required in a 
matter into which the House has jurisdic- 
tion into inquire; and neither House has the 
power of making inquiries into the private 
affairs of a citizen. 

A member of the United States army is 
never guilty of contempt, but rather of in- 
subordination. 

We all know that in military affairs 
authority is absolute, and ovedience is the 
cardinal rule. It is hard to say to just what 
length an army officer may 6» in dealing 
with his subordinates. But one thing is 
certain. He can command obedience and 
his will is ever respected by higher author- 
ities. The sokiiers reason for -2fusing to 
Obey is another question.

HE power to punish for cont»mpt is 
T inherent in courts of justice, and ls 
sald to be as ancient as the law it- 
eelf. It is essential to a law-abidinys com- 
munity that this power should be preserved 
in ite full integrity. It is impossibie to 
conceive of an orderly administration of 
justice without the power to punish sum- 
marily violations of decorum in the pres- 
ence of the court or any disobed.ence of the 
court’s authority. The authority of the 
courts In any community must rest upon 
the respect of the people. 

But it is essential to the exercise of thie 
power that the court must be acting within 
its jurisdiction. That means that the court 
had the power to decide the matter, not 
that it decided it rightly, for a court may

confinement in jail for contempt, our Su- 
preme Court has held, ts not imprisonment 
for debt in violation of the State constitu. 
tion. 

Any party who disobeys an order of court 
does so at his peril, because even the ad- 
vice of counsel that the court was acting 
without jurisdiction will not protect him, 
nor will any error of the court tn its view 
of the law save him, if the court is held 
to have been acting within ita jurisdiction, 

Jurisdiction has been aptly said to include 
the power to decide a case wrong. But the 
policemen who were adjudged in contempt 
by Judge Murphy were discharged because 
the court held that the Court of Criminal 
Correction was a court of inferior jurisdic- 
tlon; and the Supreme Court therefore 
could inquire into the facts. 


Contempts of legislative bodies are de- 
termined upon the samegprinciples. Con- 
gress and our State Legislatures are not in- 
vested with the judicial powers conceded 
from time immemorial to the Parliament 
of Great Britain, and therefore their pow- 
er to punish for contempt is limited. Thue 
where a party was imprisoned by the 
House of Representatives of Congress be- 
cause he refused to answer certain ques- 
tions In an investigation concerning pri- 
vate business, which Congress had no ju- 
risdiction to investigate, the imprisonment 
was adjudged illegal by the United States 
Supreme Court. But on the other hand, 
where a witness refused to testify in an in- 
vestigation by a Senate Committee concerfne 
ing an alleged corrppt influence over Sena- 
tors, the commitment for refusal to an- 
sewer was adjudged by the same court @ 
contempt, and the Imprisonment sustained, 

So In Missouri it was held in a recent 
case by the Kansas City Court of Appesia 
that a refusal to testify before a legislative 
cOommtges appointed by the House of Rep- 
reserje@pres to investigate the police sys 
tem @f Zansas City could be properly pun- 
ished ep the House of Representatives fos 
contemet. 

Newspapers have the same right se cith- 
gens generally to comment upon the ad- 
ministration of justice, but they must not 
interfere with pending {rials, or obstruct 
in any way the administration of justice.

HE death of M. Felix Faure, Presi- 
T cent of France, at a time when e 

Napoleonic seems all but 
sweeping upon the republic, brings into 


prominence Louis Napoleon, the Napoleonio 
heir of the crown of France and the most 
interesting Bonaparte since the Little Em- 
peror. 

Louis Napoleon, a quiet, kindly man of 
Hi. a thorough professjonal soldier, may be 
the Man of the Hour’in Europe. 

He is in Brussels, where an influential 
group of French Imperialists hail him as 
Napoleon V. and look to him'to save France 
from the strife of factions, from official- 
ism, from Anarchy. 

Because he bears the appearance of a 
gtrong man, when most French politicians’ 
are weak, sincere Republicans in Paris look 
upon him with undisguised apprehension. 

A Napoleonic wave seems on the point of 
sweeping over France. For the first time 
in many years the pretender whom such a 
wave might bear into high place is a man, 
nota name. Hence he is dangerous. 

He is worth studying. 


THE IMPERIALIST LEADER 
A NEW FIGURE IN EUROPE. 


Strange is the chain of circumstances 
which have made Prince Louis, though a 
younger son of younger sons, the bugbear 
of every official Man-Afraid-of-His- 
Shadow in the French capital, 

The early death of the great Napoleon's 
only direct heir; the cruel thrust of an as- 
sega! in far away South Africa; the pass- 
ing of the clown named ‘“Plon Plon” by 
some and ‘Napoleon IV., l'Empereur,” by 
others; the abdiction of an elder brother— 
all were necessary to pave the way for this 
taciturn, bearded soldier to become the head 
of his family. And the Dreyfus gzitation, 
the growth of social discontent, the keen 
resentment of the British snub administered 
at Fashoda, the shame of military corrup- 
tion, have made a real danger of imperial- 
ism, at which men laughed five years ago. 

There are silent and mysterious forces 
working unseen. The great revival of in- 
terest in Napoleonic literature for some 
years back has profoundly affected French 
thought; and the suggestve power of mere 
coincidence upon weak minds makes 
pertinent tc present conditions the fact 
that the centennial of the rise of Napoleon 
I. to power as First Consul will occur 

luring the present year. 

This is Prince Louts’ line of descent 
from the Napoleon of a century ago: 


Napoleon I. 
Tits only son, the baby King of Rome, child 
of misfortune, defeat and flight, died childless 
at 28 years of age. He was known in Austris 
as the Duke of Relchstadt, but by French

It was only last October that Prince Vic- 
tor resigned his claim in favor of Louis, 
In four months the latter, then almost un- 
known, has become the nightmare of 
French officialism.

They tell how rapidly he has advanced 
fram the lieutenant-colonel’s grade to that 
of brigadier-general ag showing the signal 
favor of the friendly Ozar. 

They say that,'as the Prince Imperial 
took service under Great Britain and so 
went to his death, rather than let his sword 
rust in his scabbard, Prince Louis, debarred 
from serving France by a foolish law, has 
won brilliant honors in the Czar’s armies. 

They recall how he refused a decoration 
from President Faure when the latter was 
in Russia. 

“It might have been wiser to let the 
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Napoleons enlist in our army,” the French 
gossips add with nods and winks. 


A NEW PRETENDER;HIS LOOKS,

Wonderful is the Napoleonic blood which, 
through three or four or five dilutions, still 
shows in the visages of the present-day 
Bonapartes!

UDGE SEPHEN NEAL, author of the 
q fourteenth amendment to the Con- 

Stitution of the United States and 
the article prohibiting legislative divorce 
incorporated in the Constitution of the 
State of Indiana, now 82 years of age and 
totally blind, is in trouble. He asks divorce 
from his wife, Laura Neal, 20 years his 
junior, and relates in his allegation that 
she has taken by forgery all the money 
he had in bank and abandoned him to his 
poverty and helplessness. 

Stephen Neal, for all the miseries of his 
dotage and a fame that fs all but for- 
gotten, has carved his niche in the his- 
tory of his country. He was one of the 
Master mechanics of constitutional gov- 
ernment who builded the foundations upon 
Which rest the Governments of the Re- 
Public and his State. He has been unique 
@nd useful among ‘men—useful in that he 
understood law-making and had a faculty 
of making practicable suggestions, and 

‘one in that he cared nothing for credit 

“for what he did. 

Was born in Pittsylvania County, Vir- 

la, July 12, 1817. His father was John 
wil and his mother Priscilla Craddock, 
and in 1819 they went to Bath County, 
Kentucky, where Stephen. was raised 
upon a farm. He was educated tin 
the common schools and the academy 
at Moorefield, and became a law 
student fn the office of Hon. Joseph G. 

Marshall, at Madison, Ind., and afterward 
with Willlam Norvill, at Carlisie, Ky. He 
was Hoensed to practice in 1841, and in 
13 he came to Lebanon. From his youth 
he wae a diligent student. He was fond 
of law, the history of law and every- 
_ thing pertaining wo i. 

In 1846-7 he was elected a Representa- 

v@ t the Indiana Legislature. In the 
‘ter. year he imtroduced there a joint

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His historian says of him: “Mr. Neal 
was known as a Jeffersonian Democrat. 
He took an active Interest in every Na- 
tional question, though preferring the prac- 
tice of the law to the uncertainty and 
turmoil of the political arena. He sought 
no office. He changed his party relations 
from time to time. In 1856 he co-operated 
with the Republican party and remained 
thus affiliated until the close of the civil 
war and until the measures of recenstruc- 
tion by the general government had been 
consummated. 

“In April, 1866, Mr. Neal, viewing with 
dissatisfaction the various plans for re- 
construction proposed, formulated a meas- 
ure which he believed would be adopted 
by three-fourths of the States, and which 
afterward became famous as the ‘equal 
rights plan’ and the fourteenth amend- 
ment to the Constitution of the United 
States. Hon. Godlove 8. Orth, an in- 
timate friend of Mr. Neal, was at that 
time a member of Congress from Mr. 
Neal’s district, and he presented the Neal 
proposition, adding one of his own (the 
fifth), to the Congressional Committee of 
Fifteen appointed te consider measures 
ef reconstruction. Mr. Neal's amendment, 
now known as the fourteenth, was adopted 
by Congress and ratified by the requisite 
number of States.” 

THE FOURTBPNTH AMENDMENT. 

The plan was proposed by Stephen Neai 
and afterward made the fourteenth amend- 
ment to the Constitution of the United 
States. It gave the freed slave equal rights 
with the whites; it gave Congress power, In 
a two-thirds vote, to admit to the House 
and Senate men who were Confederates 
during the war; It established the validity 
of the war debt of the Federal Govern- 
ment and forever destroyed the validity 
of the war debt of the Confederacy and 
the claims of slave owners for freed serfs.

gress June 16, 1886. There was consider- 
able opposition to ft in the South, and it 


was not ratified as a part of the Consti- 
tution until July 2, 1868. 


Judge Neal was elected Judge of the 
Boone County Court tn 1990. His term ex- 
pired in 1896. and Im 1898 he went blind. He 
has been married three times, as has the 
woman who has decerted. him, and has 
two children, a boy and ea girl of 15 and 17 
years, by ber, and several children by his 
former wives. His third wedding occurrea 
in 188.

How strong the demand is no one 
may judge at this distance, but it exists, 
and it is entirely possible that such an of- 
fice will be created. It is opposed etrongly 
by many men who deplore the nastiness of 
many of the plays and performances that 
fiourish on Manhattan Is'and, their oppo 
Rition being based on the 
cénsor would necessarily be a_ politician 
antl would “cense’’ only in the interest of 
his political friends. Another argument is 
that the existing laws are strong enough 
to prevent any immoral exhibition provided 
they are enforced. This was demonstrated 
‘In the case of “Orange Blossoms,” woich 
Was stopped by the police in New York 
about two years ago. The managers ap- 
pealed to the courts and were severely re- 
buked for their impudence in demanding 
the countenance of law. Then they sent 
the vile thing on the road and made money 
out of the advertisement ‘t had received. 
We, of St. Louis, had it at our own Stand- 
ard Theater, but we had seen so much of 
the same eort there that it attracted very 
little attention. 

The “Orange Blossoms” affair would 
seem to indicate that while the exist- 
ing laws are sufficient to stop an im- 
moral show they do not provide for the 
prevention _of such exhibition. If the police 
interfered. after one performance, or even 
while it is in progress it is only a valuable 
“ad"' for the evil thing. A censorship prop- 
erly condugted would obliterate this evil. 
No vielous show could ever make its first 
appearance... Can such a censorship be es- 
teblished? Persons in New York fitted to 
give expert testimony say it cannot. 

What should be done about it? The pub- 
lic has the remedy in its own hands. It is 
applied in. other cities than New York. Mr.

Their daughter—whom the father had 
never eeen—was a witness to their second 
marriage, which took plece Feb. 6, at Pe- 
oria, Il. 

For 19 years this beautiful girl had never 
known from experience the meaning of the 
word father. Her father was to her only 
a name. There was not even a picture 
which she could study, and from which she 
could hope to gain an idea of what he was 
like in the flesh. Yet she had ever been 
taught to love and respect him, and this 
she did, as nearly as a human belng can 
love and respect one of whom he knows 
nothing. 

Israel Alcott lived in Ottawa County, 
Mich. He was a sturdy young fellow, reg- 
ular in his habits, good looking enough and 
industrious. He was not rich, but that 
made no difference to him, for he had a 
trade and was willing to work.

For many years Johnson occupied the 
pedestal’ of. fame alone, but when “Smith” 
donned the stripes the firebug had to share 
his position with the newcomer. 

Yet two men could not be more widely 
@ifferent in character. 

Johnson is desperate and won his sobri- 
quet by an attempt to burn the prison. He 
*.as imprisoned for robbing an aged couple 
who had extended the hospality of their 
‘home to him. He cannot be made to 
work, and is treated as tenderly and with 
@s much consideration as though he were 
@ guest of the warden instead of a hard- 
ened criminal. 

Smith is docile, tndustrious, intelligent 
and earns his bed and board. He was im- 
prisoned for attempting to extort $5000 
from a rich man. In all respects he is a 
model prisoner. 

Johnson is a novelty because of his des- 
Perate character. “Smith” is a marvel to 
visitors to the pen!tentiary and the officers 
of the prison because he is a mystery. 
He is probably the first man to serte a 
term in the Missouri penitentiary who suc- 
oeeded in concealing his identity from the 
public during hie arrest, trial and prison 
service. 

If the prison officials know his secret 
they guard it well. It is hardly probable 
that they are ignorant of his identity and 
history since he receives letters from his 
Felatives and friends, and all letters to 
Prisoners are opened and read by an of- 
Gcial, before they are delivered. 

“Smith” has not changed since his incar- 
ceration.

FTER Miss Parks posed for pictures 
to show her precisely as she ap- 
peared at that time, I took my pa- 

Miss Parks is 24 years 
old, 6 feet 8 inches high and brought the 
scales down at l1ll pounds.

who died as bravely as did Nathan 
Hale during the Revolution. George Julian 
Zolnay made the colossal statue of the 
young Confederate hero, which has re- 
vived throughout the South the homage 
for the original Sculptor Zolnay’s larger 
Creation was ordered by George W. Hale 
of Nashville, Tenn., but no less than 65

The story of Sam ‘Davie’ capture and 
death is hore correctly given. Sam Davis 
Was a trooper in the Second Kentucky Cav- 
alry, Confederate States Army. He was 19 
years old when he met his tragic end. Early 
in November, 1863, with others, he was de- 
tailed to penetrate the Union lines in Ten- 
nessee and eecure information as to the 
position and strength of the Union forces 
under Gen. Dodge, then operating in that 
Section of the country. He was acting 
Under orders of Gen. Bragg, the Confed- 
erate commander, and was to report by a 
courier line to his chief at Missionary 
Ridge. When Davis and his companions 
received their orders they were told of the 
hazardous ission which they had to per- 
form. 

The young Confederate scouts dia thelr 
work in a most brilliant manner and young 
Davis was made custodian of the docu- 
Ments, which afterward proved fatal wit- 
hesses against him and wrought his death 
Qs a epy upon the gallows. The securing 
of the information concerning the status 
of the Union troops was one thing, but 
Getting out of the lines with it was another. 
All went well until the Confederates met a 
Scouting party of the Seventh Kaneas 
United States Cavalry, known as the “Kan- 
Sas Jayhawkers.” Young Davis was the 
Only one of the party captured, and all the 
compromising documents were in his pos- 
Seasion. The Union soldiers found tn the 
capiured man's saddie maps and descrip- 
tions of fortifications at Nashville and 
other points. The searchers also found an 
exact report of the entire Federal Army in 
Tennessee.

“He consolidated the affections and good 
will of a pretty, sensible Kentucky girl, 
made himself president, vice-president and 
chairman, giving her full power as a gen- 
eral manager of the matrimonial comti- 
nation, she controlling all the proxies of his 
heart.” 

From owning the street railway lines of 
Indianapolis and Cleveland Johnsen be- 
came the chief of the eyetem of trolleys 
lines which how center at Allentown, Pa..

At that 
time he was the master-mind of the 17 
street railway systems in Brooklyn. He 
was asked by fepresentatives of the syn- 
dicate desiring to purchasé what he con- 
sidered the upset price to be. He named the 
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Born Poor, Fought His 
Way Upward, Gained 
Wealth but No 
Enemies. 


Mr. Johnson that his price was too high, 
He was affable, but unyielding. 

“It is my price, gentlemen,” he said. Not 
a dollar less can I take for the property.” 

They pleaded with him. Men with certl- 
fied checks in their hands sat around all 
that afternoon and waited for him to yield, 
National banks were kept open long after 
their regular closing hours in the hope that 
Johnson would change his price. Trust 
companies held their clerks until 9 o'clock 
at night, waiting for the final papers to be 
signed.

The price paid him for the Brooklyn lines

AST Saturday night, when there des- 

5 cended upon 8t. Louls the second of 

of the great cold waves which have 
gade the February of 1899 distinctive for Its 
extraordinarily low temperatures, was by 
official reckoning and record the coldest 
night in the history of the city. At the 
Custom House, upon the roof of which the 
Weather Bureau has its instruments, it was 
16 degrees below zero early Saturday morn- 
ing. At Shaw's Garden, where a tem- 
perature reading is taken daily for the 
Weather Bureau, as representing a part of 
the city less protected by smoke and the 
artificial heat of the mid-city, it was 23 de- 
grees below zero. At Forest Park, where 
another reading for the Weather Bureau 
js taken daily, representing that part of 
the city in which there ts neither the heat 
nor smoke of the city to lessen the cold, it 
was 27 degrees below zero. 

That another great blast of the breath 
of the North was upon the city that night 
of its coming was to the tens of thousands 
of people in St. Louis, who live in thick- 
walled, comfortably appointed and well- 
heated houses, a matter of nothing more 
than curiosity to see how cold it would 
get; to the thousands who have not such 
homes it was a matter of suffering and 
wretched distress—a matter of fuel that 
costs money; of food that costs money; of 
bed coverings that cost money; and they 
with little money or none and knowing 
bitterly enough that for such as they the 
motto of those who have these things to 
sell is ‘Trust the Lord; everybody else 
cash."’ 

Patrick Downey, his wife and six children 
live in the second story of a tenement at 
°%1 O'Fallon st. Men and women who ilve 


in good homes would have said that night: 


that the Downey family could not hfve 
spent the night where they were—that the 
ehildren could not have kept from crying 
with the cold and that they would not 
have dared to leave the .side of the little 
stove. But men and women who live in 
comfort have @xaggerated ideas of the ab- 
solute needs of the human body. They 
haye just accustomed themselves to hot 
rooms. flannels and woolens and heavy 
biankets. They must have them because 
they have always had them. 

@ Patrick Downey and his family never had 
such things. So they don’t need them. 
They are poor beyond all power to de- 
ecribe. They have not $10 worth of prop- 
erty. They have been unfortunate. Dow- 
ney, a man of 40, was injured last fall and 
is an invalid. He was a teamster earning 
$1.2 day and fell from his wagon. The 
wheels crushed his body, broke his ribs 
and cut his head, and since then he has 
been physically weak and mentally ill and 
unable to care for his family. His wife 
cannot work because of a babe of 14 weeks 
needing a mother’s attention, and thus the 
family is reduced to utmost dependence at 
a time of the year when men can least 
afford to be poor. 

The Downeys did not know it would be 
bitterly cold Saturday night until the po- 
liceman upon the beat saw Patrick, 8- 
years-old and the oldest boy, and told him 
to tell his mother another cold wave was 
coming. Patrick ran and told his mother, 
and she busied herself making preparations 
to fight the cold. She sent the boy to a 
nelghbor in the back of. the yard and 
bought three baskets of his coal with 
money earned during the day by the chil- 
dren.

A visitor seeking the poorest family in 
St. Louis on the coldest night in the year, 
was admitted to the Downey home at 8 
o'clock. It was 12 degrees below zero then 
and every minute it was growing colder. 

The Downeys were busy keeping warm in 
the smaller of the two rooms. They have 
a little cooking stove, a bed, an old war- 
robe, a little table, a clock, a baby buggy, 
a lamp, two stools and a chair in this room, 
In the other, in which the winds run riot 
through a dozen apertures, they have an- 
other bed. There are no carpets. So far 
from that, the. floors are loose-laid and 
rattle under the foot. There is no wall- 


paper. There are no decorations save a 
single, faint picture hanging upon one wall 
and accentuating the extreme squalor and 
pitiable poverty of the home. 

Mrs. Downey made a place by the fire for 
the visitor. Her husband sat before the 
fire with the poker, and he kept the fire 
up with careful nursing. Minnie, a frail 
child of 10 and the eldest child, sat beside 
her father with her stocking feet upon the 
stove hearth. The little girl wore a light, 
sleeveless dress and her arms were bare. 
Patrick, the oldest boy, and Mamie, a child 
of 6, sat upon the edge of the bed facing 
the stove. They were little things—all of

the Downey children are little and undé- 
veloped—and neither of them wore a real 
warm garment, The mother also sat on 
the bed. She carried the third son, the 
baby, in her arms, and two more little 
girls were under the old overcoat, shawl 
and piece of carpet which covered the 
bed. There was not room around the stove 
for the whole family, and the mother had 
put two of the children to bed—not because 


‘they were sleepy, but because they- could 


keep warm there. They were blue-eyed 
children and pretty for all the pinch of 
poverty stamping their features, and they 
looked out from the covers with bright 


eyes and merry little laughs, 

In fact, the children of the Downeys did 
not know’ they were poor. They were too 
young to understand. The cheerless, cold- 
leaking old kitchen-dining-sleeping room in 
which they were was their home, and they 
were happy there as the kids of a king. 
They had possibly lived amid etter sur* 
roundings while their father worked, but, 
like children whose quarrels leave no last- 
ing anger, they had no melancholy moods 
of memory. Privation, too, had hardened

braved the charge of unfaithfulness to a, 


trust because their hearts were more po- 
tent than their heads in thé performance 
of their duties. 

They have run the risk of pecuntary loss 
and the contumely of powerful constituents. 

Since Jan. B®, when the thermometer 
first went to zero, nearly 70 sults for eject- 
ment of tenants whose rent was unpaid 
have been filed tn the courts of Justices of 
the Peace. This means that the etern arm 
of the law was expected to turn that num- 
ber of families from their homes. Landlord 
summons suits take up most of the time of 
the Justices. When a judgment is awarded 
an owner or agent it is always not only 
for the amount of rent due but for posses- 
sion of the premises. 

In many cases the tenants are so pressed 
by poverty that they are unable either to 
satisfy the pecuniary judgment or move. 

In such cases the constable of the court 
deciding the case is required by law to take 
possession of the premises within 10 days. 
He has no recourse, and in ordinary cases 
be executes the judgment. 

Failure to do makes him liable on bts

The Holloway residence was situated near 
the public highway and travelers were fre- 
quently entertained there, During the sum- 
mer of 18% a etranger, giving his name as 
Thomas Bailey, stopped over night with the 
Holloways. He stated that he was from 
Boyle County and was in quest of mules 
Which he was buying for the Southern mar- 
ket. He was a handsome man, and to all 
appearances a gentleman of high stand- 
ing. An attachment eprang up between 
Winifred and the stranger, which resulted 
in marriage in the spring of 1837, not before 
Mr. Holloway had, however. satisfied him- 
self that Bailey was all that he repre- 
sented himself to be. 

After the wedding Bailey took up his 
residence with his father-in-law, .and 
strange ae it may seem, a strong intimacy 
was formed between him and young Letton, 
Winifred's rejected lover. If Letton felt 
any resentment at his treatment by the 
young lady, he gave no evidence of it, but 
continued on the most friendly terms with 
the entire family. In the autumn follow- 
ing Winifred’s marriage to Bailey, Letton 
soki his property and announced his ftnten- 
tion of emigrating to what is now West 
Virginia, alleging he had purchased an in- 
terest in a@ coal mine there. About this 
time Bailey decided to return to Boyle 
County to settle up some unfinished busi- 
ness, and then journey to Eastern Ken-

tucky in search of mules. 

Ae Letton’s route led him in that direc- 
tion. the two men decided to travel together. 
After tarrying near Danville a few days 
the friends continued their journey. On ar- 
riving in Boyd County they repaired to the 
home of the wealthy drover, with whom 
Balley had frequently transacted business, 
and there the travelers separated. Before 
Letton took his leave of Balley, however, 
he borrowed from the latter a sum of 
money which he promised to repay on 
reaching his destination, claiming that hie 
money had all been invested there. 

The night following Bailey's departure 
from the drover’s home in Boyd County, 
it was entered by an assassin, who killed 
the inmates and secured a package contain- 
ing $1800 in bank notes. In order to con- 


his crime the criminal set fire to the 
house before leaving. The building burned 
slowly, and the neighbors were enabled 
to extinguish the flames and discover the 
murderous work which had been done. The 
assassin, before leaving the yard," had torn 
open the wrapper on the package and 
thrown it to the ground. This was picked 
up by officers of the law, and marks of 
blood were found upon it. This was the 
only clew in their possession. 

Shortly after Bailey’s return to Spring- 
field, he received the money which Letton 
owed him. Detectives suspected Bailey of 
murdering the drover, because he was 
known to have been intimate with him, and 
had stopped at hie home shortly ‘before the 
commission of the erime. Consequently, an 
experienced officer was put on the sus- 
pected man’s track, and he was kept under 
constant surveillance for four monthe. 

In the meantime Mrs. Baltley’s health be- 
gan to fail, and her thusband decided to 
take her on a Southern trip. The detec- 
tives followed them, Wherever Bailey paid 
his hotel bill or offered money for any pur- 
pose the officer secured the bank note 
which had been in the former's possession. 
Finally the shadowed man paid out a $0 
bill, which had a@ red mark in one corner. 
The detective immediately arrested him. 

At the trial, the torn wrapper, with its 
smear of blood, was identified as having 
been in the drover’s possession. The bank- 
note which had beeg traced to Bailey, was 
shown. The stain of ‘blood on the 
wrapper corresponded exactly with the 
mark on the banknote. .A strong magnify- 
ing glass revealed unerringly that the mur- 
derer’s thumb, in tearing open the enve- 
lope, had touched the topmost banknote. 

Bailey stoutly protested his innocence, 
averring that the blood stained money had 
been paid him by Stephen Letton; that he 
(Bailey) had plenty of money without re- 
sorting to robbery and murder; that the 
drover and himself were the best of friends, 
and he could have no motive to murder him. 
A thorough seareh was made for Letton, 
but he could not be found and Bailey wag 
given a life sentence in the penitentiary. 

Mre. Bailey never doubted her husband's 
innocence, and after his incarceration in 
the penitentiary, made repeated efforts to 
secure his pardon, but they were of no 
avail, and 10 years after his conviction 
Batley died of consumption. 

A few years after the death of her hus- 
band ‘Mrs. Bailey received a letter bearing 
the postmark of San Franco, Cal.. It 
was signed by a notary puble, and a minis@ 
ter of the gospel. Stephen Letton, fatally 
wounded in a barroom brawl, had made a 
death-bed confession, in which he stated 
that he had wilfully murdered a drover in 
Kentucky, and had caused the crime to 
be fastened on Bailey, a wholly innocent 
man, because he had deprived him (Leiton) 
of the girl who had promised to be his 
wife. His motives were those of revenge 
and now being about to die, the desired to 
make what reparation lay in his power. etc. 

Shortly after this Mrs. Bailey's parents 
died, and having epent her means in her 
husband's behalf, she gave up everything 
but the old mill and the log cabin to 
which she retired to finish her days of 
solitude.

HE clearest “and most accurate pic- 
T ture of conditions as they exist to- 
day in the tnterior of the great Isl- 
and of Luzon, the largest of the Philippine 
group, with an area equaling that of the 
State of Virginia, that has yet been pre- 
sented to the official eye, is that set out 
in a report made to the Navy Department 
of the tour of two young American naval 
officers, Paymaster W. B. Wilcox and Ca- 
Get R. L. Sargent, officers of Dewey's 

feet 

Being granted leaves of absence in Octo- 
ber, they chose to employ their time ex- 
Ploring the interior of the island. After 
being guaranteed protection by the native 
@uthorities, although no passport was is- 
sued, they started out, Oct. 5, with five 
@ervanis, elght horses and between 300 and 
#0 pounds of baggage, Including a camp 
outfit, two rifles and a shotgun, with am- 
munition. 

Their report says: “For the first five or 
six miles from Bayambang we found the 
roads in. good condition and. traveled with 
‘ease. Nearer to Rosales the roads were 
G@cep in mud and covered with water in 
places, We were foreed' to go foot the 
Greater part of the distance, men and 
horses having great difficulty in making 
their way. About ll o'clock In the morning 
we passed through the smal! town of Al- 
cola. There were 12 solders stationed in this 
town in charge of a sergeant; they were 
armeé4 with Remington rifles. We were 
met by the civil authorities and were sur- 
rounded by the people. Much curiosity was 
expressed in regard to our outfit, but it was 
of a harmless and friendly nature. No 
passports were mentioned and the soldiers 
did not assert themeelves in any way. 


_ “From Rosales to Humingan, and thence 
te Ban Jose. our experiences of travel were 
th the same as those already described. 
he ‘he road led through the low rice region 
tf the province of Neuva Isaja. It rained 

oat constantly and the roads were near- 
ypassub We went on foot much of 
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for a day for the sum of $2 In silver; or 
less than 10 cents in gold per man, We 
traveled slowly over this distance; the labor 
of walking through. the mud, frequently 
over our knees, being excessive. The horses 
grew poor rapidly and we were forced to 
husband their strength. They were occa- 
sionally prostrated in the road, and our 
progress was delayed until they could re- 
cover 

‘Throughout this part of the province of 
Neuva Icaja almost the only form of agri- 
culture encouraged at present by the na- 
tives is rice growing. A Httle sugar is 
also raised. The land t# very rich. We en- 
countered no barren spots. There are very 
few forests and practically no cattle, There 
are a great number of buffalo and these 
are of extreme utility. The principal labor 
of the natives at this season of the year 
is the threshing of rice. This is done very 
primitively with implements that resemble 
on a large scale the pestle and mortar of 
a chemist, 

“The Presidente local and other officials 
of Humingan and Lupao are native Phil- 
ippines. Most of them have received a cer- 
tain amount of education at religious 
echools in Manila. They are intelligent men 
and are extremely eager to learn news from 
the outside world. Their knowledge of 
modern history and geography is extremely 
limited. and their ignorance of current 
events is surprising. We brought them 
their first information with regard to Cuba 
and their own present status. One or two 
of them had heard of the congress at 
Paria, but no one had any idea as to its 
object, nor as to its relation to themselves. 
They were well grounded on only three 
pomte—the destruction of the Spanish 
equadron in Manila harbor, the surrender of 
Manila, and the declaration by the Philip- 
pine Government at Malolos of the inde- 
pendence ofthe island and the establish- 
ment of a Republican form of government 
with Aguinaldo as President. Even on these 
points the details they had received were 
very inaccurate. 

“We had been warned by the officials of 
pe wat town that San Jose must in- 

prove the end of our journey: 
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sider the trail impassable to white men. 
Only 10 natives could be persuaded to ac- 
company us as packbearers, and with them 
we started next morning. 


“The tratil proved to be a little better than 
represented. Twenty-four huurs more of 
rain would have made at least three moun- 
tain streams impassable. The trail, more- 
over, is extremely intricate. It leads for 
haif a mile along a eheal.in a small river, 
and follows the beds of mountain streams 
for many times that distance. Rushing 
water, frequently knee-deep on the horses, 
covered the stretches of the tra‘l at the time 
we passed. On land, grass and underbrueh 
grew thickly over the traii.and concealed it 
for considerable distances. Qur guide had 
spent his life in this district, and had trav- 
eled the trail very often. He deviated 
from it twice that day, howevér, and had 
much difficulty in’ regaining: it. 


“The River Barat was swollen to such an 
extent that our horses were carried off 
their feet before the bed of the stream was 
reached. Not being abie to get our freight 
across the stream with the means at hand 
we attracted the attention of a native on 
the other bank by discharging our firearms, 
and sent him to the town of Carrangian 
to procure buffalo for our assistance, The 
buffalo did not arrive that evening, and 
we spent the night in camp on the bank of 
the river. Next morning we found that the 
river had gone down considerably, Buffalo 
arrived from the town, and with their 
help we crossed in eafety with all our 
freight. 

“We were received coolly by the Philip- 
pine military officers at this town, owing 
to our lack of passports, but the presidente 
loca] insisted upon us taking a guard of 12 

idiers, with a sergeant, ‘to protect us 
depinst the Igorrotes or savages that are 
said to infest the hills between this town 
and Aritao.’ 

“We arrived at Aritao shortly before sun- 
down. 

' “Tn that territory there is much bamboo, 
some of which has been cut. The heavier 
trees ore a8 yet unmolested. We saw no 
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rangian to Aritao, we went 
Province of Nueva Icaja to that of N 
Vizcaya. 


“We spent the night at Bambang. We 
were accompanied by several soldiers, and 
this was the first time that a gommissioned 
officer had formed part of our escort. This 
town is the capital of the province, and has 
a population of about 12,000 inhabitants. 


“From Bambang to the next town, Cordon 
(called Estella on the map), there is only a 
mountain trail. This trail is infested at 
certain seasons by Igorrotes, who waylay 
and murder persons traveling in small and 
unarmed parties. Several murders have oc- 
curred here recently. In passing over 
these mountains our escorts used their ri- 
files very freely, firing into every thick bush 
that might conceal a savage and frequent- 
ly into the air as well, in order, they sald, 
that the Igorrotes might know that our 
party carried firearms. 


“We left next morning, Oct. 244, for Carig, 
intending to reach Echague that night. We 
were escourted by six soldiers and the lieu- 
tenant. Our delay in this town lasted sev- 
en days, from noon Oct. 44 to noon Oct. 31. 

“During our detention at Carig we were 
not treated as prisoners; we were informed 
that if we wished to return to Manila by 
the same road we had followed in leaving 
it we were at liberty to do so. Witlfin the 
village itself we had entine liberty. Our re- 
lations with Sn. Villa were mainly official; 
his manner toward us was brusque, and at 
times discourteous. He was extremely eus- 
picious of us, particularly of the diary that 
we kept from day to day, and of a camera 
that formed part of our equipment. He 
became slowly convinced, however, that 
we were not seeking for military informa- 
tion. After he had assured himself of this, 
he told us that the colonel feared that we 
were making maps of the country. During 
the rest of our journey, we were entirely 
free from the taint of this suspicion. 

“It rained almost constantly during the 
last week, and the two rivers between 
Carig and Echague were greatiy swolien. 
We lost a horse in the River Carig, but 
crossed without Curther accident. Im thee 
a. og grb in the River.

THE WOMEN OF MANILA.

T has occurred to me that the women 
of America may be interested in learn- 
ing something of their new cousins in 
these far-away islands of the Southern Pa- 


tific. 

The women that we soldiers here in Ma- 
nila see about us are of three classes: The 
true Spaniards, who have come here with 
their families from Spain to bear company 
with their men folk while they were serv- 
ing in the army or mercantile life; the 
Meztitos or half-breeds, many of them 
the wives or daughters of the Spanish sol- 
diers; and the Tagalos or native Filipinos. 

The Spanish women are a t cons ne- 
noras ane senoritas one mon Any a 
or any of the Spanish-American count 
Most of them are wealthy, and before the 
advent of the American soldier in Manila 
they were the leaders in such society as 
Manila could boast. We see them now, 
driving about in their victorias roud, 
haughty, and casting disdainful at, 
if they dei to notice at ail, the shabby 
American lads, who have taken the reins 
of government from the hands of thei¢ 
husbands and brothers.

Supreme Judge Chambers, writing to his 
brother, says concerning the action of the 
Germans after he had decided that 
Malietoa Tanus was entitied to be King of 
the islands: 

“The natives during the delivery of my 
decision exercised a discretion which was 
the better part of valor. Things were ex- 
ceedingly quiet and respectful on the sur- 
face, and the crowd dispersed peacefully. 

‘The United States Consul-General, Judge 
Osborn of Nebraska, and the British Con- 
sul, ‘Mr. Maxse, a nephew of Lord Salis- 
bury’s wife, a man of 15 years’ experience 
in diplomatic service in England's foreign 
service, both immediately accepted the de- 
cision for their respective governments. 

‘The German Consul-General, Rose, who 
has also attended the trial, refused to ac- 
cept the decision for his government, al- 
though his government had already agreed 
with America and England that it would 
accept and abide by the decision, whatever 
it might be. 

“A meeting of the consuls and captains 
of the English and German men-of-war was 
held within an’ hour. Capt. Sturdee pro- 
posed that the King (in whose favorlI had 
decided) be immediately recognized by the 
Consuls calling upon him and the warships 
giving him a royal salute, 

‘This the German Consul and the captain 
of the German warship refused to do. 

‘Within two hours one German Consul 
for the defeated side, and other German 
sympathizers were leading the armed 
troops of the ‘Mataafa faction into the 
streets of the municipality. The President, 
who is a German, threw all his influence 
on that side and the Mataafa people, real- 
izing that they had the support of the 
German Consul, of a German warship and 
of the entire German population, got ready 
with amazing quickness for the violent at- 
tack which followed. 

“The German Consul-General rode at the 
head of the Mataafa rebels. 

“One of the first things the victors did 
was to forcibly close up the Supreme Court, 
station around it an armed force, and pub- 
lish a proclamation saying that the court 
should not be reopened except upon their 
order. 

“A provisional government was ordered, 
consented to by the Consuls upon the ex- 
pressed condition that it was simply to pre- 
serve peace and order, and in no way to 
interfere with the treaty or the rights of 
any of the treaty officials.

The British Consul gave notice to all Amer- 
ican and British subjects to come on board 
the man-of-war before 11 o'clock, and the 
captain gave notice to the captain of the 
German ships advising German subjects to 
go to places of safety, as he was deter- 
mined to open fire at any time after half 
past 11 o'clock if my purpose of reopening 
the court should be resisted. 


“When I landed practically all the Amer- 
icans and Britishers in Apla were on the 
apot ready to co-operate with our govern- 
ments. 

“At 10 minutes before 12 o’clock two Con- 
sular boats started, the one in front flying 
the stars and stripes, with Consul General 
Osborn on board, and the other flying the 
‘English Jack,’ with Consul Maxse at the 
tiller. 


“A few yards to thelr rear I embarked 
In an armed cutter under command of 
Lieut. Parker with 28 blue jackets, each 
with his Lee-Metford rifle and 4 rounds of 
ammunition. I stood on the poop of the 
little cutter and in the bow was a quick 
firing machine gun.” 


Judge Chambers told of the great crowd 
of Germans who surrounded the court 
house; of how he demanded the keys and 
was refused by the German President; of 
how he called for volunteers to make forcli- 
ble entry and of the quick response. Cheers 
were given for the Supreme Court as the 
crowd rushed in, and the flag was hoisted 
by an Englishman. 


In conclusion, Judge Chambers says: 

“The farce cannot be continued much 
longer. ‘Either America or England must 
annex these islands. I am not certain 
that it would be best for America to take 
this step. Contrary to her traditions, I 
believe England would prefer that the isl- 
ands should go to us.’’ 

(Muliufil, who aspires to the throne, is a 
native chief, and officially is known as 
Alalasolanoa. He is highly educated, but 
unprincipled. Early in life he was taken in 
hand by the Catholic missionaries and sent 
to their training school on the island of 
Uea, where he was carefully educated in 
English, French and Latin, with the in- 
tention of making a priest of him. But 
though he acquired a good education he 
failed to restrain certain characteristics of 
conduct which would not comport well with 
the vocation of a priest. Since that plan was 
of necessity relinquished, the young chief 
has allowed his natural indolence and ras- 
cality to have full swing. 

He ie very fond of posing for his photo- 
graph in the guise of a warrior, with his 
head-chopping knife held prominently in 
sight. He talks war, he cavorts about in 
antic dances of the warlike sort, he juggles 
with his long knife, known to the Islanders 
as the “‘nifo oti,”” or “tooth of death,” and 
is even willing to lead his clan in the di- 
rection of the combat. But when he nears 
the field of battle Muliufi always finds some 
errand in the rear guard, and the actual 
fighting knows him not until the result has 
been made manifest. Then he reappears and 
claims everything in sight. 

But they have other things In Samoa be- 
sides educated chiefs. There are the world- 
famous dancing girls. These Samoan girls, 
at their very best, would scarcely be looked 
upon as ornaments of society In more civi- 
lized communities. When they are not at 
their best, they might easily produce a 
thrill of fear if they should appear in a par- 
lor and dance after the fashion in which 
they spend whole nights in their warm cli- 
mate. They deck themselves with all sorts 
of-odds and ends of gaudy strips of finery 
and gayly colored leaves. They load them- 
selves with such adornment, yet never so as 
really to clothe themselves, With skins 
sleek and greasy with a fresh coat of co- 
coanut oll, with their well-oiled hair dusted 
brick red with sawdust of sandalwood and 
all sorts of heavy smelling scents, the sav- 
age crops into full view. 

A dancing girl in Samoa, when the fever 
of the wild posturings and poses which are 
her mode of dancing takes full hold on her, 
is transformed into a flerce savage. At the 
beginning these dances are slow and rhyth- 
mical posturings, which are seldom ungrace- 
ful and sometimes are quite taking when 
looked on as musical calisthenics. But the 
tendency is toward greater activity, the 
pleasing character vanishes, and gradually 
the exhibition becomes revoting in its sav- 
agery. Then the girl who dances is trans- 
formed, her face changes its expression, all 
is fierce and untamed, and she looks capa- 
ble of marching at the head of a party of 
warriors dealing death, which is a part of 
her professional duty when war is on. 

There are 13 islands In the Samoan group. 
The largest, Savail, is 40 miles long and half 
as wide, and has 12,000 inhabitants. The 
next largest, Upolu, contains 650 square 
miles—less than nine times the area of 8t. 
Louls—and has 16,500 people. Its capital is 
Apia, the scene of the present excitement 
and the seat of government. 

Samoa is 2000 miles from Hawall and 
4000 miles from Manila. The islands are of 
especial importance to the United States, 
because they are on .the route from San 
Francisco and Hawali to Australia and 
New Zealand. 7 °
